THE MUMBAI unit of the Income 
Tax Department, after an inves¬ 
tigation aided by information 
received from agencies in several 
countries, has served notices to 
members of the Mukesh 
Ambani family under provisions 
of the 2015 Black Money Act. 

In a closely guarded move, 
notices were served on March 
28,2019 in the names of Mukesh 
Ambani’s wife Nita Ambani and 
their three children for their 
alleged “undisclosed foreign 
income and assets”. 

The I-T probe began after the 
government received details of 
an estimated 700 Indian individ¬ 
uals and entities holding 
accounts in HSBC Geneva in 
2011. This was followed by an 
investigation by The Indian 
Express and the International 
Consortium of Investigative 
Journalists (February 2015) — 
called Swiss Leaks — which 


expanded the number of HSBC 
Geneva account holders to 1,195. 

It was The Indian Express 
investigation that had first 
revealed how a cluster of 14 
HSBC Geneva bank accounts 
with a cumulative balance of 
$601 million held by offshore 
entities in tax havens were all 
linked, through a complex chain 
of associates and offshore hold¬ 
ings, to the Reliance Group. 

Details of the Income Tax 
investigation report dated 
February 4,2019 and the notices 
sent on March 28,2019 reveal 
that members of the Ambani 
family are named as “ultimate 
beneficiaries” of one of these 14 
entities, the Capital Investment 
Trust, through various foreign 
and domestic entities.

Interpol issues Red 
Notice against Nirav

THE INTERPOL has issued a Red 
Notice (RN) against Nehal Modi, 
brother of fugitive diamond 
trader Nirav Modi, in connection 
with the Rs 13,600 crore fraud¬ 
ulent bank transactions at the 
Punjab National Bank (PNB). 

A Red Notice is a request to

UNDERSCORING THAT the 
founders of the Constitution had 
“hoped and expected” a Uniform 
Civil Code, the Supreme Court 
Friday said there has been no at- 
temptatframingthe samedespite 
the “exhortations of this court”. 

“It is interesting to note that 
whereas the founders of the 
Constitution in Article 44 in Part 
IV dealing with the Directive 
Principles of State Policy had 
hoped and expected that the 
State shall endeavour to secure 
for the citizens a Uniform Civil 
Code throughout the territories 
of India, till date no action has 
been taken in this regard,” a 
bench of Justices Deepak Gupta 
and Aniruddha Bose said while 
deciding the case of succession of 


a Goan settled outside the state. 

The court said that “though 
Hindu laws were codified in the 
year 1956, there has been no 
attempt to frame a Uniform Civil 
Code applicable to all citizens of 
the country despite exhortations 
of this Court” in the Shah Bano 
case and other cases. 

The bench, however, 
observed that Goa is a “shining 
example” with a Uniform Civil 
Code “applicable to all, regard¬ 
less of religion except while pro¬ 
tecting certain limited rights”. 

The Court said that “the 
salient features (of Goan law) 
with regard to family properties 
are that a married couple jointly 
holds the ownership of all the 
assets owned before marriage or 
acquired after marriage by each 
spouse. Therefore, in case of di¬ 
vorce, each spouse is entitled to

Get back compensation 
paid to Dalits: Gujarat 
Judge to govt in 3 cases

IN THREE separate judgments 
since 2018, a Special Judge in 
Banaskantha district of Gujarat 
has directed the state Social 
Welfare Department to recover 
compensation paid to Dalit com- 
plainants in cases filed under 
provisions of the Scheduled 
Castes & Scheduled Tribes 
(Prevention of Atrocities) Act. 

The judgments have left the 
Gujarat government in a bind 
with the Social Welfare 
Department determining that 
there is no legal provision in the 
Atrocities Act under which com¬ 
pensation once disbursed can be 
recovered. The government has, 
however, decided to file appeals 
in the Gujarat High Court. 

Special Judge Chirag Munshi, 
presiding over a special court in 
Deesa, ruled in all three cases, 


including two in which women 
accused upper-caste men of 
harassment, that the charges 
under the Atrocities Act were 
false. The special judge passed 
orders to recover compensation, 
concluding that the “menace” of 
registering false complaints of 
Dalit atrocities to get compensa- 
tion from the government 
“cannot be overlooked”. 

In one judgment on February 
8, 2019, the Special Judge 
recorded that the complainant 
had lodged a false complaint and 
stated: “...it is ordered to send a 
copy of this judgment to District 
Magistrate of Banaskantha and 
Deputy Director of Social 
Welfare Department of 
Banaskantha for implementa¬ 
tion of this order. And specially, if 
the complainant/ victim in the

The Aam Aadmi 
Party-led Delhi government had 
first implemented the scheme 
from January 1-15 in 2016. It was 
also implemented from April 15- 
30 the same year. 

At the time, a fine of Rs 2,000 
was set for violation of the 
scheme, which was imposed 
from 8 am to 8 pm every day ex¬ 
cept Sundays. 

Two-wheelers, CNG, hybrid 
and electric vehicles, emergency

The exemptions this time 
round have not been decided so 
far, Delhi Dialogue and 
Development Commission vice- 
chairman Jasmine Shah told The 
Indian Express. He said discus¬ 
sions will be held over the next 
few days, during which previous 
experiences will be analysed and 
a decision will be taken based on 
that. 

He added that the scheme 
would be implemented even if 
pollution levels do not reach the 
‘severe+ or emergency’ category, 
“because a ‘severe’ category is also 
harmful”. In the Graded Response 
Action Plan (GRAP) notified by the 
Union Environment Ministry, the 
odd-even scheme is to be intro¬ 
duced in Delhi-NCR if PM2.5 or 
PM10 — microscopic particles 
smaller than 2.5 or 10 microns in 
diametre—levels reach or exceed 
300 and 500 micrograms per cu¬ 
bic meter of air respectively. 

The scheme will be imple¬ 
mented as part of a seven-point 
action plan the Delhi government 
has formulated to control pollu¬ 
tion during the winter months, 
with special focus on restraining 
the impact of pollutants from 
nearby states and emissions dur¬ 
ing Diwali. 

Other aspects of the action 
plan include distributing around 
50-60 lakh N95 category masks 
to residents of the capital; hold¬ 
ing a light show on Choti Diwali 
as a deterrent to firecrackers; wa¬ 
ter sprinkling to control dust and 
mechanised sweeping of streets; 
deploying two environment mar¬ 
shals in every ward to control pol¬ 
luting activities there; controlling 
pollution in 12 hotspots in Delhi; 
and a tree plantation drive with 
engagement of residents by 
home-delivery of saplings.

“The law, however, permits 
prenuptial agreements which 
may have a different system of di¬ 
vision of assets. Another impor¬ 
tant aspect...is that at least half of 
the property has to pass to the le¬ 
gal heirs as legitime. This is in 
some way akin to the concept of 
‘coparcenary’ in Hindu law. 
However, as far as Goa is con¬ 
cerned, this legitime will also ap¬ 
ply to the self-acquired properties. 
Muslim men whose marriages 
are registered in Goa cannot prac¬ 
tice polygamy. Further, even for 
followers of Islam, there is no pro¬ 
vision for verbal divorce”. 

The court was hearing a plea 
regarding the properties of a Goan 
in Bombay. He passed away in 
August 1967. 

The question was whether the 
1867 Portuguese Civil Code which 
was applicable to Goa, Daman 
and Diu before its liberation in 
December 1961 would apply or 
the Indian Succession Act, 1925. 

Answering this, the court said 
the Portuguese Code was no more 
a foreign law as it was applicable 
to Goa, Daman and Diu by an Act 
of Parliament post annexation. 

“We are clearly of the view 
that these laws would not have 
been applicable unless recog¬ 
nised by the Indian Government 
and the Portuguese Civil Code 
continued to apply in Goa only 
because of an Act of the 
Parliament of India. Therefore, the 
Portuguese law which may have 
had foreign origin became a part 
of the Indian laws, and, in sum and 
substance, is an Indian law. It is no 
longer a foreign law,” the bench 
said. 

The SC ruled that “it will be the 
Portuguese Civil Code, 1867 as ap¬ 
plicable in the State of Goa, which 
shall govern the rights of succes¬ 
sion and inheritance even in re¬ 
spect of properties of a Goan 
domicile situated outside Goa, 
anywhere in India”.

(I) of Section 10 of the Black 
Money (Undisclosed Foreign 
Income and Assets) and 
Imposition of Tax Act, 2015. 

There are details of how 
Capital Investment Trust was 
created on November 5,2003 
with one C J Damani as its 
Settlor/ Economic Contributor. 
The Trust’s initial funding was 
just $1,000. It owned an entity 
named Thames Global 
Limited which, in turn, owned 
Infrastructure Company 
Limited and Antalis 
Management Limited based in 


the British Virgin Islands. 

The IT Department notice 
has also alleged that the 
Ambanis failed to disclose de¬ 
tails and holdings in the 
Capital Investment Trust and 
in its “underlying company,” 
the Cayman Islands-based 
Infrastructure Company 
Limited of which they were 
also ultimate beneficiaries. 

The notice states that the 
assessees were ultimate bene- 
ficiaries of another entity 
named Harinarayan 

Enterprises, having a Mumbai 
address. 

Citing “non-compliance”, 
the notice states that follow¬ 
ing provisions introduced in 
the 2012 Finance Bill, the as¬ 
sessees were required to dis¬ 
close details of all foreign bank 
accounts, Trusts as well as fi¬ 
nancial interest/ immovable 
property or assets held outside 
India. And that the assessees 
also did not avail of the Black 
Money Disclosure Scheme of 
2015 under which a four- 
month compliance window 
was given to declare any for¬ 
eign income or assets. 

The notice clarifies that in 
this case, the officer proposes 


to assess the “Undisclosed 
Foreign Asset” in Previous Year 
(PY) 2018-2019 relevant to 
Assessment Year (AY) 2019- 
2020. The assessees have been 
asked to produce accounts/ 
documents/ evidence in their 
support either in person or 
through authorised represen¬ 
tatives. The first date of hear¬ 
ing fixed for the case was April 
12,2019. 

The notices are based on 
the IT Department’s investiga¬ 
tion which was finalised about 
three months before the no¬ 
tices were served. 
Its key findings: 

■ Records received from 
overseas under foreign ex¬ 
change treaties show that 
Infrastructure Company 
Limited invested $400 million 
on February 9,2004 in Global 
Depository Receipts (GDRs) of 
Reliance Ports & Terminals 
(RPTL) and Reliance Utilities & 
Power Ltd (RUPL). However, 
the name of this investor 
(Infrastructure Company 
Limited) does not appear in 
the list of shareholders of the 
two Indian companies. This 
$400 million ultimately 
reached RIHPL (Reliance 


Industries Holding Pvt Ltd) 
whose ultimate beneficiaries 
are the four members of the 
Ambani family. 

■ Foreign assets were ob¬ 
tained via The Bank of New 
York Mellon in the form of 
GDRs in the year 2002-03 and 
after transfer/ demerger/ 
amalgamation, the funds 
reached Reliance Industries 
Holding Private Limited hav¬ 
ing a share capital of Rs 5 lakh 
only. The shareholder of this 
company was a private Trust 
named Harinarayan 

Enterprises with four benefi¬ 
ciaries belonging to the 
Ambani family. Inquiries with 
The Bank of New York Mellon 
showed that it acted as the 
global custodian of the GDRs 
and was neither the owner nor 
beneficial owner of the GDRs. 
It is concluded that the two 
Indian companies “tried to 
hide” the names of owners 
and beneficial owners of GDRs 
by incorporating the name of 
Bank of New York as investors/ 
shareholders. 

The inquiry report also 
sought permission for “reme¬ 
dial action” to be taken against 
the ultimate beneficiaries. 


Interpol issues Red Notice against Nirav’s brother 


role in helping Nirav Modi laun¬ 
der bank funds. According to 
sources, the Interpol issued the 
notice against Nehal Modi on 
July 5, after hearing his argu¬ 
ments challenging the ED’s re¬ 
quest. The Interpol Red Notice, 
however, was made public only 
on Friday. 

The ED has alleged that 
Nehal Modi “knowingly and in- 
tentionally” assisted Nirav 
Modi in concealing the alleged 
laundering of money and “de¬ 
stroying evidence”. The agency 
has also alleged that Nehal 
Modi siphoned about 50 kg 
gold from Nirav Modi’s Dubai- 
based company — Firestar 
Diamond and Jewellery — as 
well as cash and 150 boxes of 
pearls from Hong Kong. 

The ED has claimed Nehal 
Modi is a director of two com¬ 
panies that received Rs 335.95 
crore from Nirav Modi’s 
dummy companies. According 


to the probe agency, Nehal 
Modi allegedly also helped 
Nirav Modi route $30 million of 
the bank loans to Ithaca Trust, 
which was eventually used to 
purchase properties in the US. 

Nehal Modi, in his appeal to 
the Interpol commission, had 
said that he will not get a fair 
trial if he is extradited to India. 
He said he had “no institutional 
ties” with Nirav Modi’s compa¬ 
nies and the sale of 50 kg gold of 
a liquidated firm was “legal”. He 
claimed that he had been 
charged by Indian agencies 
“due to family ties”. 

Detailing Nehal Modi’s role, 
an ED complaint (chargesheet) 
filed in a local court last year 
said:”...after the crisis (Rs 
13,600 crore scam at PNB), 
Nehal Modi, brother of Nirav 
Modi, destroyed all the cell¬ 
phones of all dummy directors 
in Dubai and Hong Kong and 
arranged for their tickets to 


Cairo — a safe heaven”. 

The Indian Express earlier 
reported that Nirav Modi had 
created over 15 dummy com¬ 
panies overseas to allegedly ro¬ 
tate the funds acquired 
through letters of undertaking 
(LoU) from PNB, “in the guise 
of export-import transac¬ 
tions”. The agency has now 
identified at least 17 dummy 
directors of these companies. 
All of them are either employ¬ 
ees or former employees of 
Nirav Modi’s firms, with 
monthly salaries ranging be¬ 
tween Rs 8,000 and Rs 30,000. 

Relying on statements of 
two witnesses, including a 
dummy director, the ED said 
that after the scam broke at 
PNB, the dummy directors 
“wished” to return to India but 
were “persuaded” to stay back, 
and Nehal Modi “visited Dubai 
and took lead in the matter and 
destroyed all the mobiles of 


dummy company managers/ 
directors”. 

The ED, in its prosecution 
complaint against Nirav Modi 
in court, has alleged that Nehal 
Modi was “personally oversee¬ 
ing that all the accounts, 
records were eliminated and 
was influencing the employees, 
and participated to annihilate 
the evidences” after the Indian 
agencies began probing the 
scam. 

The Interpol has already is¬ 
sued Red Notices against Nirav 
Modi, his uncle Mehul Choksi 
of Gitanjali Group, and sister 
Purvi Modi Mehta. While Nirav 
Modi is currently lodged in a jail 
in the UK and is facing extradi¬ 
tion charges in connection with 
the PNB scam, Choksi is in 
Antigua. 

Both Mehul Choksi and 
Nirav Modi left India in the first 
week of January 2018, before 
the PNB scam became public.

“I 
want to tell India that, by detain¬ 
ing thousands of people, you are 
pushing people into extremism. 
People will rise against India, and 
it is not just about Indian 
Muslims, there are 1.25 billion 
Muslims around the world. They 
are all watching this,” he said. 

“I want to warn India that ex¬ 
tremism will rise as the people of 
Kashmir will stand up against op¬ 
pression... When atrocities reach 
their peak, people will prefer to 
die rather than being subjected 
to disgrace," he said. “By oppress¬ 



ing Kashmiris, Modi is sending 
out a message to 20 crore 
Muslims in India that they can 
only live as second-class citizens 
in Hindustan. With no rights, they 
will be treated like animals and 
will be lynched in broad daylight 
for eating meat,” he said. 

Expressing solidarity with the 
people of Kashmir, he said: “Mark 
my words, we will give a befitting 
response. We are a nation that will 
fight until the last breath”. 

Referring to the Balakot strike 
by the Indian Air Force, he said 
Pakistan returned the Indian pi¬ 
lot as a goodwill gesture as 
Islamabad wanted to solve all 
problems through talks. But, he 
said, Pakistan’s gesture was inter¬ 
preted as weakness. This time, 
however, “if India throws a brick, 
we will respond with a stone (eent 
kajawab paththarse aayega ),” he 
said. 

Khan claimed the Kashmir is¬ 
sue has been internationalised 
with the United Nations Security 
Council holding closed consulta¬ 
tions on it for the first time in 50 
years. “Next week, I am going to 
address the United Nations 
General Assembly and I will not 
disappoint the people of Kashmir. 
I will stand for the rights of 
Kashmiris,” he said. 

He asked the crowd whether 
they wanted to march towards 
the Line of Control (LoC). When 
the crowd cheered in agreement, 
Khan asked them to wait for his 
signal. “I am aware that many of 


you want to march towards the 
LoC, I know you have the passion 
but I will tell you when to do so.... 
First, let me go to the UN and 
world leaders and advocate the 
case of Kashmir. Let me tell them 
that if this issue is not resolved, the 
entire world will bear the impact,” 
he said. 

Khan’s speech comes days af¬ 
ter Pakistan raised the issue at the 
United Nations Human Rights 
Council. Asserting that Kashmir is 
an internal matter, India has so far 
thwarted Pakistan’s attempt to in¬ 
ternationalise the issue. 

India had earlier cautioned 
Pakistan against ratcheting up the 
rhetoric. In a phone conversation 
with US President Donald Tmmp 
last month, Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi had said that “ex¬ 
treme rhetoric and incitement to 
anti-India violence” was “not con¬ 
ducive to peace”. And in a meet¬ 
ing with Trump at the G-7 in 
France, he had said that all issues 
between the two countries are bi¬ 
lateral in nature and “that’s why 
we don’t bother any other coun¬ 
try.” 

Since August 5, Khan has 
threatened to “teach Delhi a les¬ 
son,” told Pakistan’s Parliament 
that “incidents like Pulwama are 
bound to happen again”. “What 
will happen then? They will at¬ 
tack us and we will respond and 
the war can go both ways... But if 
we fight a war till we shed the last 
drop of our blood, who will win 
that war? No one will win it and it 



will have grievous consequences 
for the entire world. This is not nu¬ 
clear blackmail,” he had said. In a 
series of tweets on Sunday, he 
called the Indian government 
“fascist”, “racist”, following “Nazi 
ideology” and accused it of “eth¬ 
nic cleansing & genocide ideol¬ 
ogy". 

Earlier this month, the 
Ministry of External Affairs’ offi¬ 
cial spokesperson Raveesh Kumar 
had said, “We condemn the irre¬ 
sponsible remarks and tweets by 
Pakistani leaders on matters in¬ 
ternal to India.” 

“The main motive behind this 
is to form an alarming situation 
for India which is far from ground 
realities. Pakistan needs to under¬ 
stand that they have been 
snubbed from all sides. The world 
has seen their provocative and 
unsubstantiated rhetoric based 
on lies and deceit,” he said.

night,” Lt Gen Dhillon says, when 
asked what worries him when he 
goes to bed. 

It has been a month since the 
Centre decided to abrogate 
Article370and bifurcate the 
state into two Union 
Territories. What is your 
assessment as we speak 
today? 

Post August 5, what is news 
for us? It is peace and no loss of 
life, which is what Kashmir needs. 
There has been wonderful syn¬ 


ergy between all segments of ad¬ 
ministration - security and civil¬ 
ian. The atrocities have been only 
from terrorists and stone-pelters. 
Maintenance of normalcy has 
been the objective all along. 

How has this coordination 
worked? What was the 
mechanism to tackle day-to- 
day issues in the Valley? 

We hold meetings once in two 
days, and these last for about two 
to two-and-a-half hours. Initially, 
these meetings were chaired by 
the NSA. Nowadays, these meet¬ 
ings are chaired by Advisor to the 
Governor. Top officials from the 
police, paramilitary forces, the 
Army, and the civilian establish¬ 
ment take part in the meetings 
and discuss situations in complete 
detail. Everyone is free to give 
their views. The meeting would 
discuss the decisions to be taken 
over the next 48 hours. Decisions 
are taken unanimously with very 
stakeholder included. This way, 
synergy is maintained. 

What about responses to 
situations which demand 
sudden and immediate 
attention? 

We do contact each other 
whenever there is a need. 

Many talk about unease below 
the surface. The calm in the 
Valley masks the tension and 
unease. 

There are instances where you 
have concerns. For instance, cross- 
LoC infiltration may lead to in¬ 
crease in the number of terrorists 
in the hinterland. This can lead to 
disruption of life of common citi¬ 
zens, and also cause loss to public 
and private property. 

We have looked at the LoC 
very closely. It is well-covered and 
taken care of. In the hinterland, 
there were concerns that the sit¬ 
uation can get volatile. These were 
well visualized and well-coordi¬ 
nated too amongst all stakehold¬ 
ers including civil administration. 

Give us an example of some 
decisions taken by the 
collective leadership that 
would have helped local 
Kashmiris. 

There has been considerable 
focus that we should take deci¬ 
sions that touch people’s lives. The 
collective leadership gets com¬ 
plete feedback by consolidating 
aspirations of people. It was 
brought to our notice that the ap¬ 
ple crop is ready, and there was 
fear if the farmers would lose in¬ 
come because of the situation. 
Accordingly, the government de¬ 
cided that NAFED and the horti¬ 
culture department would pick 
up the apple crop of farmers here 
itself. The details of this initiative 
are in public domain. 

In spite of mmours that ter¬ 
rorists would obstruct movement 
of apples, scores of trucks loaded 
with apples are moved every day. 
This is done under umbrella secu¬ 
rity provided by the forces - our 
dominating presence, regular pa- 
trolling and search operations 
jointly with other forces. And our 
very presence has ensured that 
the route, including National 
Highways, are well covered. An 
overall feeling of security exists 
now. 

What are the directions that 
you have received from Army 
headquarters on handling the 
situation post August 5? 

There are two aspects to this. 
One relates to conventional oper¬ 
ations and LoC-counter infiltra¬ 
tion. How to deal with this situa¬ 
tion. The other relates to a charter 
on how to work with security 
forces and civilian administration 
to maintain peace and order. Here, 
the main pillars for the Army are 
good faith and minimum force. 
We stick to these two pillars. 

Of late, there has been 
increased mmours of 
infiltration from Gulmarg. 

This rumour has been there 
since two Pakistan terrorists were 


caught in the Gulmarg sector. I can 
confirm with all the authority on 
my command that all this is not 
true. Many journalists have al¬ 
ready been to Gulmarg to assess 
the situation first hand. In my last 
media briefing, I said there have 
been 350 operations in Gulmarg 
near the Line of Control and the 
hinterland. Yes, there has been in- 
filtration attempts. The launch- 
pads in PoK have been full — 
tanzeems including LeT, JeM, 
Hizbul and A1 Badr, frequently 
come to Pakistani posts. Every 
day, there is firing. Attempts of in¬ 
filtration are also made in Poonch, 
Rajouri and Jammu sectors.

concerned office of the District 
Social Welfare Department, then 
it is proposed to the District Social 
Welfare Department having ju¬ 
risdiction to recover the said 
amount from the 
complainant/victim by any 
means or to take appropriate ac¬ 
tion as per law in that regard.” 

The three cases were reported 
in 2014,2016 and 2017. In two 
cases, the complainants are 
women, who accused upper-caste 
men of assault and harassment. In 
the third case, a Dalit man had 
complained against an upper- 
caste man for injuring his wife in a 
road accident and making deroga¬ 
tory remarks against him. 

In the two cases where the 
complainant is a woman, the 
court acquitted the accused, con¬ 
cluding that the complaint had 
been false. In the third case, where 
the complainant received Rs 
75,000 as compensation, the 
court acquitted the accused on 
the charges under the Atrocities 
Act, while convicting him on 
other charges such as rash driving 
and causing grievous injury. 

The issue was even discussed 
in June this year at a high-power 
state-level vigilance and monitor- 
ing committee led by Chief 
Minister Vijay Rupani, which 
oversees the implementation of 
the Atrocities Act. 

According to the minutes of 
the Rupani-led meeting, accessed 
by The Indian Express, Deputy 
Chief Minister Nitin Patel asked if 
there were any legal provisions to 
recover compensation paid to 
complainants, in the event that a 
case is not established. 

The Deputy CM was informed 
by Principal Secretary (Social 
Justice & Empowerment) Manoj 
Aggarwal that no such provision 
exists in the Atrocities Act, and yet 
the court in Banaskantha had 
passed orders to recover the com¬ 
pensation. He also told the min¬ 
ister that an appeal would be filed 
after taking the opinion of the 
Legal Department. 

“The court had ordered (the 
government) to recover (the com¬ 
pensation) as the case was not 
proved. However, as per the law, 
there is no provision for the recov¬ 
ery,” Deputy Director of Social 
Welfare Department in 
Banaskantha district H R Parmar 
told The Indian Express. “So, we 
are going to challenge the judg¬ 
ments before the Gujarat High 
Court. We will instruct the public 
prosecutor accordingly.” 

Under provisions of the 
Atrocities Act, the state govern¬ 
ment pays monetary compensa¬ 
tion to Dalit victims. The compen¬ 
sation amount varies depending 
on the gravity of the alleged of¬ 
fence: in the case of murder, it is 
Rs 8.25 lakh, rape or gang-rape Rs 
5 lakh, sexual harassment Rs 2 
lakh, preventing entry into reli¬ 
gious, cultural or social places Rs 1 
lakh and making derogatory re¬ 
marks Rs 1 lakh. 

Generally, 25% of the compen¬ 
sation amount is paid at the time 
of registering the FIR, 50% after the 
chargesheet is submitted and the 
remaining 25% when the case is 
proved in the trial court. 

Government figures show 
that between October 2018 and 
May 2019, a total of Rs 16.88 crore 
has been paid as compensation to 
complainants in cases under the 
Atrocities Act. 
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4 swept away in Yamuna during idol 
immersion, police say were warned

FOUR PERSONS, including 
two women, drowned in the 
Yamuna Thursday night while 
immersing idols for Ganesh 
Chaturthi in Outer Delhi’s Alipur. 
Police said they were stopped by 
officers, deployed along the 
banks to prevent the immersion 
of idols in the Yamuna, but man¬ 
aged to slip past them. 

A search operation was con¬ 
ducted by the Delhi Fire Services, 
Disaster Management personnel, 
civil defence staff and Delhi Police. 
The bodies were recovered on 
Friday. The victims are Pinky Shah 
(21), Priyanka (20), Nikit(21) and 
Umesh Yadav (20). 

DCP (Outer North) Gaurav 
Sharma said, “On Thursday 


evening, a group of 30 people 
heading towards the river were 
stopped by police officers and 
civil defence personnel three 
times at different places. Officers 
were deployed near Shani 
Mandir and Bhakatwarpur to 
check if anyone was going to¬ 
wards the river for Ganesh visar- 
jan. The group insisted on taking 


the route and said they won’t 
immerse the idol or go near the 
river. When the officer refused, 
an altercation broke out. After 
sunset, they took a different 
route which goes through the 
jungle, and reached the river. We 
received a call around 9 pm that 
four of them had drowned.” 

Police said that after immers¬ 


ing the idol, around eight people 
went to the river to bathe. One of 
them fell into a pit inside the river. 
Others tried to rescue her but 
drowned, said police, adding that 
the others managed to get out. 

“We rushed to the spot with 
a fire tender. There wasn’t much 
light so we tied ropes and 
formed a chain to go inside the 
river. We discovered that the 
four fell into the eight-foot-deep 
pit and were swept away by the 
current,” said DFS chief Atul 
Garg. Police said the bodies of 
Yadav and Nikit were recovered 
around 9.30 am, and the women 
were found in the afternoon. 

Pinky’s mother Shakuntala 
Shah said, “It’s her 22nd birthday 
on Saturday... Before she went 
out with her friends, I told her 
not to attend any idol immer¬ 
sions. She told me her friends 


were planning to go for a ride on 
their bikes and that they would¬ 
n’t go near the river. Later that 
night, we received a call about 
the incident. She was a bright 
student and was preparing to 
become a CA.” Pinky lived with 
her parents in Nihal Vihar. Her 
father, Sanjay, is a mason. 

Nikit’s uncle Dharmender 
Sharma said: “He told us he 
would go to a friend’s place for the 
puja and later for the idol immer¬ 
sion... He was pursuing his BA and 
helped his father with his carpen¬ 
try work.” Nikit lived with his par¬ 
ents and uncle in Nihal Vihar. 

This year, in accordance with 
NGT and DPCC guidelines, police 
said they have deployed several 
teams near the river banks to stop 
people from immersing idols, 
while directing them to artificial 
ponds set up at 130 sites. 


2 Amity students dead as car hits 
divider, bus at Yamuna Expressway

TWO STUDENTS died and three 
were injured after their car hit 
the divider on the Yamuna 
Expressway, flipped several 
times and crashed into a moving 
bus on the opposite side Friday 
evening. Police said the victims, 
aged 20-21, were BSc students at 
Amity University, and were re¬ 
turning from Agra when their 
i20 crashed. 

“We were informed about 
the accident by a passerby.

rival at the hospital. Three oth¬ 
ers, Aditya Saxena, Sai Sharma 
and Shaurya Gupta, are currently 
receiving treatment.

2 police station. 

While Owais, Shivani and Sai 
hailed from Ghaziabad, Shaurya 


belongs to Delhi and Aditya 
stays in Noida. 

Eyewitnesses told police that 
the car hit the divider a few kilo¬ 
metres before the zero point 
milestone. 

Shaurya’s family said they 
were unaware of the trip. “He left 
in the morning saying they were 
going to college. He did not tell 
us about any plan of going out of 
town. At this point, we don’t 
even know whose car it is,” said 
a relative. Police said they are in¬ 
vestigating if the car belonged to 
one of the students. 

On Tuesday, two men riding 
a Royal Enfield died after falling 
30 feet from a bridge on the 
Yamuna Expressway. The acci¬ 
dent took place at zero point, 
where the expressway ends.

TWO NEW multi-level car parks 
(MLCP) will come up in Gurgaon 
in the next two years, with PWD

“The Kaman Sarai MLCP will 
be constmcted at a cost of around 
Rs 150 crore. It will have space to 
park around 1,000 vehicles... 
There will be space for commer¬ 
cial activities,” said Singh. The sec¬ 
ond MLCP will be able to accom¬ 
modate “around 275 vehicles”. 
Speaking to the press, Singh said, 
“These two structures will not 
only give people space to park 
their cars, but also help reduce 
traffic snarls in the area.”

FORTHE second year in a row, the 
RSS students’ wing, the Akhil 
Bharatiya Vidyarthi Parishad 
(ABVP), won the posts of presi¬ 
dent, vice-president and joint sec¬ 
retary in the Delhi University 
Students’ Union (DUSU) polls, 
while the Congress-backed 
National Students’ Union of India 
(NSUI) retained its hold on the 
post of secretary. 

However, unlike last year, 
when ABVP’s Ankiv Baisoya had 
won the president’s post by a 
margin of less than 2,000 votes 
and secured a 35.2% vote share, 
this year, Akshit Dahiya created a 
record of sorts with a margin of 
more than 19,000votes, amount¬ 
ing to 55.8% vote share. Dahiya got 
29,685 votes, ahead of NSUI’s 
ChetnaTyagi’s 10,646 votes. 

“This is a record margin. The 
last time there was such a mas¬ 
sive margin of votes was when 
our joint secretarial candidate 
Ashutosh Mathur won by a mar- 
gin of around 13,000 votes in 
2014,” said ABVP national media 
convenor Monika Chaudhary. 

Dahiya dedicated his victory 
to late finance minister Arun 


Jaitley, who had served as a DUSU 
office bearer from ABVP and had 
won by over 10,000 votes. “This 
is not my victory, but a victory of 
all our karyakartas (activists) who 
worked so hard,” he said. 

Counting for elections, held 
Thursday, began around 10.30 am 
Friday, and concluded in around 
five hours. A total of 39.9% stu¬ 
dents had cast their votes, down 
by 4% from last year. 

At vice-president, ABVP’s 
Pradeep Tanwar also won com¬ 
fortably, beating NSUI’s Ankit 
Bharti by 8,574 votes. At the post 
of joint secretary, the contest was 
closer, with ABVP’s Shivangi 
Kharwal beating NSUI’s Abhishek 
Chaprana by 2,914 votes. 

NSUI’s Ashish Lamba, who cel¬ 
ebrated his 24th birthday Friday, 
won the post of secretary by a 
margin of2,053 votes, defeating 
ABVP’s Yogit Rathi. “Somewhere, 
ABVP’s ideology has seeped in, 
which we will work towards re¬ 
moving. We gave a tough fight on 
the post of joint secretary, and will 
make sure to do the work prom¬ 
ised in our manifesto and win 
DUSU 4-0 next year,” said Lamba. 

NSUI state president Akshay 
Lakra said, “We welcome the 
mandate. We did issue-based 
politics while ABVP indulged in 


statue-based politics. The fact that 
Rathi, who was behind the 2017 
Ramjas College violence, was de¬ 
feated means that DU students 
don’t stand for such behaviour.” 

NSUI is the only organisation 
which has seen a dip in its vote 
share since last year. While they 
had got 29.4% votes last year, this 
year they got 26.88%. ABVP’s vote 
share last year was 33.02% which 
has gone up to 40.28% this year. 

The Left-wing All India 


Students’ Association (AISA), 
which came third in all posts, in¬ 
creased its vote share from last 
year. “If anti-ABVP forces had 
come together, we would have 
defeated ABVP on all posts,” said 
AISA state president Kawalpreet 
Kaur. The percentage of NOTA 
votes increased from 11.9% last 
year to 12.95% this year. 

BJP working president J P 
Nadda and Home Minister Amit 
Shah tweeted congratulatory 


messages for ABVP. “This is the 
victory of nationalist ideology 
among students. ABVP awakens 
the feeling of patriotism in stu¬ 
dent life, and works towards re¬ 
alising the vision of a bright 
future,” Nadda wrote. Shah 
tweeted, “This victory not only re¬ 
flects the unwavering resolve of 
nationalism among the youth of 
the country but also reflects the 
new India which is committed to 
national redevelopment.”

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Man ages 20 years to 
match octogenarian 
in fake passport, held

A 68-YEAR-OLD man was caught 
at IGI Airport for allegedly 
impersonating an 88-year-old 
man and carrying a fake passport 
Thursday. The man had returned 
from Hong Kong when officers at 
the airport caught him. 

The accused, Gurdip Singh, a 
resident of Punjab’s Moga, wore 
glasses and tried to impersonate 
an octogenarian by walking with 
a bent posture, said police, adding 
that he has been travelling to 
Hong Kong to work as a labourer 
with the fake passport since 2008. 

“After landing from Hong 
Kong, Singh reached immigration 
clearance where he produced the 
passport issued in the name of 
Kamail Singh. The date of birth in 
the passport was October 20, 
1930. The officer became suspi¬ 
cious since he looked younger. 
When questioned, he revealed his 
real name and age. The accused 
said he carried the fake passport 
to obtain a permanent residence 
card at Hong Kong,” said Sanjay

Bhatia, DCP (Airport). 

Police said a case was regis¬ 
tered against the accused for 
cheating and police recovered the 
passport and a permanent resi¬ 
dence ID of Hong Kong. 

Singh told police he first trav¬ 
elled to Hong Kong with an orig¬ 
inal passport in 1995. “Since he 
wanted a permanent ID, in 2006, 
he contacted a man who gave 
him the fake passport, which he 
used to get the residence card in 
2008. Singh returned from Hong 
Kong after a year, but left for the 
country again in August 2018,” 
said Bhatia. Police said that after 
the passport expired in 2018, he 
even got it renewed after submit¬ 
ting documents in Chandigarh. 

Police said Singh worked as a 
labourer in Hong Kong, and sold 
electric appliances while in India. 



Day after parents killed, 
knife-wielding attacker 
gives boy nightmares

IN THE few minutes for which the 
seven-year-old dozed off on 
Thursday night, he repeatedly 
called out to his mother in his 
sleep, warning her against a man 
with a knife who was coming to 
stab her. “He keeps saying 
‘mumma dekho woh aadmi 
chaaku leke aa raha hail’... He is 
unable to close his eyes for more 
than a few minutes,” said his un¬ 
cle, Shailendra Singh. 

A day after his parents, 
Vikram and Jyoti, were mur¬ 
dered in their house in 
Dundahera village, allegedly by 
a friend, the child, who wit¬ 
nessed a part of the crime, re¬ 
mains traumatised. 

According to Singh, the class 
II student was asleep when his fa¬ 
ther was stabbed. His cry woke 
the child, who walked into the 
passage to see his father come out 
of the room with blood all over 
him. “From what he said, his 
mother ran after the attacker but 
she suddenly fell. She did not have 
any blood on her when she came 
out of the room, but was covered 
in blood when she fell,” said 
Singh, Vikram’s younger brother. 

“He insists he did not see the 
face of the killer, and saw only his 
back... But he has started getting 
more confused... He is very scared 
and shaken,” said Singh. 

In the FIR, Singh said the ac¬ 
cused, Abhinav Agrawal from 
Kanpur, had taken Rs 1,50,000 
from Vikram, but failed to return 
it despite repeated reminders. 

On Wednesday night, he 
came to the couple’s home. 
While Singh lived with his 
brother, he left to visit a cousin 
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The couple was stabbed to 
death, allegedly by a friend 


nearby. Singh said both men 
were sitting on the terrace and 
drinking at the time. Around 
3.55 am, Singh, who was sleep¬ 
ing at his cousin’s house, woke 
up to a commotion and rushed 
home to find his brother and sis- 
ter-in-law dead. They were taken 
to the government hospital in 
Sector 10 but were declared 
dead on arrival. While Vikram 
worked at a private firm, his wife 
was a homemaker. They hailed 
from UP’s Etawah. 

Agrawal was arrested from 
the Kapashera border Thursday. 
Police said that during question¬ 
ing, he admitted to having com¬ 
mitted the crime because of fi¬ 
nancial issues. Police said two 
years ago, Agrawal took a loan 
from Vikram, which the latter had 
repeatedly asked him to repay. So 
he planned to kill him, police said. 

“He decided to mix some pills 
in Vikram’s drink to make him 
unconscious,” said Subhash 
Boken, PRO of Gurgaon Police. 

As per the plan, police said, 
the accused mixed the pills when 
Vikram went to get glasses. “The 
accused did not drink, but 
Vikram did and fell unconscious. 
He first stabbed Vikram’s wife 
and then stabbed Vikram before 
fleeing the spot, leaving the mur¬ 
der weapon behind," said Boken. 
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SEVEN-POINT ACTION PLAN 

CM takes aim at pollution with laser 
show, environment marshals & masks

ENFORCING the odd-even road¬ 
rationing scheme was just one of 
the major takeaways of the Delhi 
government’s seven-point ac¬ 
tion plan to tackle air pollution 
in peak winter season an¬ 
nounced by Chief Minister 
Arvind Kejriwal Friday. 

Speaking at the Delhi 
Secretariat, Kejriwal said, 
“Delhi’s pollution has reduced by 
25%... We shouldn’t be satisfied 
with this and we have to reduce 
it significantly to say it (air qual¬ 
ity) has become good.” 

The action plan includes pro¬ 
curement of around 60 lakh N95 
category masks that will be dis¬ 
tributed for free. “We will start 
making them available in 
October, so people have them 
before November 1, when 
smoke (from stubble burning) 
starts coming in,” he said. 

Discussions are expected 
over the next few days to decide 
how these masks will be distrib¬ 
uted, officials said. 

Kejriwal said the Supreme 
Court has banned burning of fire¬ 
crackers in Delhi but people ig¬ 
nore this. To address this, the Delhi 
government will hold a “big” laser 
show for free on Choti Diwali. 
“Because of cold weather, a tem¬ 
perature inversion phenomenon 
causes smoke to remain on the 
surface, which creates breathing 
problems... We request people not 
to bum firecrackers and celebrate 
Diwali together,” he said. 

There are also 12 hotspots in 
the capital that face a higher con¬ 
centration of pollutants, and a 
separate action plan would be 
made for them. 

Water sprinkling on a mas¬ 
sive scale would also be done to 
control dust and the government 
would work with MCDs to en¬ 
force mechanised sweeping of 
streets. “We want to achieve 
100% mechanised sweeping in 
Delhi,” the CM said.

Each ward will also get two 
‘environment marshals’ to work 
on pollution control activities. A

action plan. A helpline number 
will be made available to people 
where they can message or 
WhatsApp to get saplings deliv¬ 
ered home, Kejriwal said. “A war 
room is also being set up to re¬ 
ceive pollution complaints.” 

The winter action plan will 
continue in the remaining win¬ 
ter months in Delhi after the 
odd-even scheme—which starts 
on November 4 — ends on 
November 15. 

The government expects 
around 4,000 buses to arrive in 
the next eight to 10 months, in¬ 
cluding 125 standard-floor clus¬ 
ter buses by September-end.

THE DELHI government’s decision 
to implement the third phase of 
the odd-even scheme got a boost 
from the “positive response” it re¬ 
ceived from several sectors after 
Chief Minister Arvind Kejriwal an¬ 
nounced that pollution in Delhi 
had fallen over the past few years. 

“... A lot of people have spoken 
about bringing the scheme back 
during the time stubble is burnt 
in neighbouring states. We also 
have to maintain the gains we 
have made. Odd-even is an emer¬ 
gency measure and November is 
when air quality is the worst. We

believe people will support us,” 
said a senior government official. 

The first time the policy was 
implemented in 2016, the gov¬ 
ernment had taken the risk of be¬ 
coming the first city in India to 
implement such a road-rationing 


policy. After a few hiccups, it 
panned out smoothly, especially 
because children and parents 
were not impacted as schools 
were shut for winter vacations. 

But weather played spoil¬ 
sport. While the scheme was in 
force, Delhi saw a winter with 
near-zero wind speed, high hu¬ 
midity and characteristically low 
January temperatures. 

Studies by different organisa¬ 
tions gave varying conclusions 
about the initiative’s impact. Data 
shared by Central Pollution 
Control Board and SAFAR showed 
that for some parameters, pollu¬ 
tion increased during the odd- 
even period, but experts at both 
organisations agreed that it was 


because of prevailing weather 
conditions. A study by researchers 
at the Energy Policy Institute at 
the University of Chicago, and 
Evidence for Policy Design group 
at Harvard University, calculated 
the impact by comparing pollu¬ 
tion levels in Delhi with those in 
Faridabad, Gurgaon and Noida. It 
said PM decreased by around 13%. 

The second phase saw differ¬ 
ent challenges. “It was difficult for 
people to pick up their children 
from school. Also, while it is eas¬ 
ier for people to take public trans¬ 
port in winters, doing the same in 
summers is not convenient. In 
this phase, the government did 
not receive as much support,” the 
official said. 


Kejriwal opens 
possibility of 
reducing challans

CHIEF MINISTER Arvind Kejriwal 
Friday said the Delhi govern¬ 
ment would see if there are any 
particular fines under the 
amended Motor Vehicles Act 
2019 which are causing prob¬ 
lems to people and can be re¬ 
duced. 

The CM said he has spoken to 
experts regarding Delhi’s traffic 
and that the situation on the 
roads has improved ever since 
fines were revised under the 
amended Act. 

“We all know how indisci- 
plined Delhi’s traffic is. We all ac¬ 
cept that since the implementa¬ 
tion (of the Act), Delhi’s traffic 
has improved. Pollution centres 
are facing long queues because 
of the fine. We are keeping a 
watch,” he said. 

“We will see if there is a 
clause (in the Act) which can 
cause people to suffer... we have 
power to reduce that fine, then 


we will definitely do it,” he said. 

On Wednesday, Transport 
Minister Kailash Gahlot had said 
the government was not consid¬ 
ering diluting the plan. 

“We are taking feedback 
from all concerned. Though the 
state governments have certain 
discretionary powers to ease 
penalties with respect to certain 
offences as per the new MV Act, 
the Delhi government is not 
mulling to dilute them as of now, 
since the stringent measures are 
meant to ensure road safety,” he 
had said. 

Under the revised Act, imple¬ 
mented on September 1, fines 
have increased substantially. 
Earlier, a fine for driving without 
a licence was Rs 500; now it’s Rs 
5,000. Fine for driving without a 
seat belt has been increased to 
Rs 1,000 from Rs 100. 

On Thursday, a truck driver 
was issued a challan of Rs 
2,00,500 for overloading near 
Mukarba Chowk, in one of the 
steepest fines imposed under 
the amended Act in the capital. 


Narela Metro corridor 


may get nod soon

UNION HOUSING and Urban 
Affairs Minister Hardeep Singh 
Puri Friday said the Delhi Metro’s 
Rithala-Bawana-Narela corridor, 
proposed under Phase-IV, could 
get government approval in the 
next few months. 

“I am very happy to share... 
and I am confident that connec¬ 
tivity to those parts of the city, 
and I have Narela in mind for in¬ 
stance, one of the three corridors 
not covered by Phase IV ap¬ 
proval, will improve,” he said. 

“We had some difficulty and 
hiccups with you know who, who 
shall remain nameless today. We 
had cleared three of the six corri¬ 
dors under Phase IV. The Narela 


corridor I am told, not covered ear¬ 
lier, should be able to get approval 
in the next few months,” the min¬ 
ister said. He was speaking at an 
event organised by HCCI and DDA 
on the land pooling policy. 

The proposed 103.94-km 
Delhi Metro Phase IV comprises 
six corridors — Inderlok to 
Indraprastha; Lajpat Nagar to 
Saket G Block; Mukundpur to 
Maujpur; Janakpuri West to 
RK Ashram; Rithala-Bawana- 
Narela; and Aerocity to 
Tughlakabad — which were 
cleared by the Delhi govern¬ 
ment last year. 

The three corridors that did 
not receive the Centre’s nod 
when it cleared the project in 
March are Rithala to Narela, 
Inderlok to Indraprastha and 
Lajpat Nagar to Saket G Block.

“BYTHE time we meet in2024, at 
the time of the next election, it is 
our expectation that we will be in 
a new Parliament building,” said 
Union Minister of Housing and 
Urban Affairs Hardeep Singh Puri 
Friday. This comes a day after the 
Ministry announced the “devel¬ 
opment/redevelopment of 
Parliament Building, Common 
Central Secretariat and Central 
Vista” or a revamp of Lutyens’ 
Delhi. 

“One of the Prime Minister’s 
dream projects is to reconstruct 
those buildings built between 
1911 and 1927 like North Block, 
South Block, Rashtrapati 
Bhawan and Parliament build¬ 
ing,” Puri said at a Delhi 
Development Authority event. 

Puri said, “As of now, it’s ex¬ 
pected that by mid-October, we 
will be able to float a tender (for 
the design), and by next year, con¬ 
struction may begin.” 

As per the notice inviting bids 
for appointment of a consultant, 
uploaded on the Central Public 
Works Department’s website, “a 
new Master Plan is to be drawn 
up for the entire Central Vista 
area that represents the values 
and aspirations of a New India — 
good governance, efficiency, 
transparency, accountability and 
equity and is rooted in the Indian 


Culture and social milieu”. 

A source at the MoHUA said, 
“We are looking at firms, national 
or international, based in India so 
that they understand architec¬ 
tural styles prevalent in India.” 

Between 1911 and 1931, 
English architects Edwin Lutyens 
and Herbert Baker built the 
Parliament, Rashtrapati Bhawan, 
North and South Blocks and the 
Rajpath. Modem buildings such as 
Nirman Bhawan, Shastri Bhawan, 
Udyog Bhawan, Krishi Bhawan, 
Rail Bhawan and Sanchar Bhawan 
came about a few decades later. 

The massive redevelopment 
project will turn Lutyens’ Delhi 
into a mega construction site, 
with expected traffic snarls, as the 
Bhawans may undergo demoli¬ 


tion. A source at the Ministry said, 
“If we do the work section by sec¬ 
tion, the entire project will take 
15 years... work will be done si¬ 
multaneously. Traffic manage¬ 
ment plans will be made and al¬ 
ternate housing will be figured 
out. We are confident this project 
will change the face of the city.” 

The source said Lutyens’ 
Delhi’s famed green cover will be 
kept intact as the Ministry will 
ensure that “no trees would be 
cut for this”. “The new construc¬ 
tion will also adhere to green 
building standards. We are keep¬ 
ing in mind renewable energy 
too,” added the source. 

E-vehicles, charging stations 
and solar power systems are also 
in the proposal. 


Domestic help arrested for sedating and 
robbing elderly employer, daughter

A 30-YEAR-OLD domestic help 
was arrested for allegedly sedat¬ 
ing and robbing her employers 
in South East Delhi’s Sarita 
Vihar Thursday. Police said the 
woman, Bhuvneshwari, robbed 
the house along with two of her 
associates after she spiked her 
employers’ meal with sedatives 
on September 2. 

Police said two women, aged 
80 and 40, lived alone in 
the house. They had hired 
Bhuvneshwari, a Nepalese citi¬ 
zen, through a placement agency 


on August 31. She and her asso¬ 
ciates planned to get placed in a 
family where only women live 
and later rob them, said police. 

The woman and her daugh¬ 
ter told police that on September 
1, the accused called a man, who 
she said was her brother, to give 
her medicines. 

In her complaint, the daugh¬ 
ter said, “She (accused) served us 
food around 1.30 pm and we 
went to sleep. After an hour or so, 
I heard a noise and woke up. I saw 
Bhuvneshwari standing with 
two men — one of them had 
came to our house. They attacked 
me and tied me up. My mother 
woke up due to the noise and 


was also threatened by them. 
They ransacked the house and 
took away cash and jewellery.” 

RG Naik, DCP (Crime), said: 
“The women managed to free 
themselves and called us. A team 
was formed to trace the accused; 
the placement agency was also 
contacted. Later, one of our in¬ 
formers told us the woman was 
planning to meet someone near 
Sarai Kale Khan bus stand and 
we arrested her. Officers recov¬ 
ered Rs 88,000, gold jewellery 
and four wristwatches from her.” 

In the evening, the women 
were admitted to hospital as the 
help had mixed sedatives in their 
lunch, said the DCP.

Outreach Attempt 

THE CONGRESS has in the last three years revamped the North 
East Congress Coordination Committee (NECCC) twice but 
the party and the forum has not been able to make any elec¬ 
toral impact in the region that was once its bastion. The party 
is again trying to inject life into NECCC, which is the Congress’s 
counter to the BJP’s NEDA, or the North East Democratic 
Alliance. Congress president Sonia Gandhi met leaders from 
the region on Saturday and it was decided that NECCC will 
now have a permanent headquarters in Guwahati. Congress 
leaders from the region were asked to meet once in three 
months to take up regional issues. The party decided to con¬ 
tinue its opposition to the Citizenship Amendment Bill and 
speak out more for the indigenous people.

Sonia to Cong CMs: 
Take party workers 
along, fulfill promises

CONGRESS PRESIDENT Sonia 
Gandhi on Friday delivered an un¬ 
ambiguous message to five Chief 
Ministers from the party, asking 
them to take respective state party 
units into confidence and work in 
tandem to implement commit¬ 
ments made in the manifesto. 

Sonia’s message was blunt — 
the party and the government 
should not pull in different direc¬ 
tions and workers should be 
made to feel that they have a 
stake in the government. 

At a nearly three-hour meet¬ 
ing of Chief Ministers, state pres¬ 
idents and AICC in-charges of five 
Congress-mled states, Sonia told 
the Chief Ministers to “assign du¬ 
ties on regular basis to ministers 
on roster basis to sit in PCC Offices 
to address public grievance”. 

“We discussed that Congress 
governments should pay greater 
attention on how to increase the 
involvement of the workers who 
had toiled hard to bring the party 
to power...that they are given due 
respect...it was also discussed 
that there should be greater bal¬ 
ance between government and 
the organisation....,” Rajasthan 
Deputy Chief Minister Sachin 
Pilot said after the meeting. 

All Chief Ministers explained 
in detail the steps being taken by 
their governments. Rajasthan 
Chief Minister Ashok Gehlot, 
sources said, gave a lowdown on 
the law and order situation. Pilot, 
also the state Congress president, 


had earlier this week said law 
and order in the state is a matter 
of concern. Sonia advised Gehlot 
to pay greater attention to the 
matter. She had earlier asked him 
and Pilot to work in coordination 
and avoid public comments. 

Mechanisms like coordina¬ 
tion committees will be set up in 
Punjab, Rajasthan, Madhya 
Pradesh, Chhattisgarh and 
Puducherry to ensure cohesion 
between government and organ¬ 
isation, sources said. “She was 
concerned about the manifesto 
promises...whether they are be¬ 
ing implemented, how they are 
being monitored,” a leader who 
attended the meeting said. 

Sources said AICC general 
secretary in-charge of Madhya 
Pradesh Deepak Babaria listed 
out several shortcomings of the 
Kamal Nath government. 

Sonia asked the chief minis¬ 
ters to explain steps their govern¬ 
ments had taken or can take to 
soften the impact of the eco¬ 
nomic slowdown. “My take from 
the meeting was that we all 
thought she would be an easy¬ 
going president...and have some¬ 
body else helm the party 
soon....but it seems she means 
business,” one of the leaders said. 

“...Congress President em¬ 
phasised that the alternate gov¬ 
ernance model, which is people¬ 
centric and inclusive, put forth 
by these states coupled with na¬ 
tional agitational endeavour of 
the party, were the most effec¬ 
tive way to deal with and defeat 
Bjp’s anti-people governments 
,” a statement by the party said.

THE CALCUTTA High Court on 
Friday vacated its interim order 
granting protection to former 
Kolkata Police commissioner 
Rajeev Kumar from arrest in con¬ 
nection with the probe into the 
Saradha chit fund scam. 

Justice Madhumati Mitra re¬ 
jected Kumar’s petition to quash 
the CBI notice seeking his ap¬ 
pearance for questioning. 

Kumar had moved the court 
after the agency served a notice 
and summoned him twice to ap¬ 
pear before it for questioning. 

Hours after the court with¬ 
drew the protection, a two- 
member CBI team reached 
Kumar’s residence in the city - 
34, Park Street - and left some 15 
minutes later, at 5.15 pm. Stating 
that a notice has been served on 
Kumar, a senior CBI official said 
he has been summoned and 
asked to appear before the 
agency on Saturday morning. 

But with Kumar on leave, the 
team could not meet him today. 
The Indian Express tried contact¬ 
ing Kumar’s lawyer, Rudrodipto 
Nandi, on the matter but he re¬ 
fused to comment. 

The CBI claims Kumar had 
tried to suppress evidence in 
Saradha and Rose Valley chit 
fund scam cases. 

Following the court order, the 
agency has received a free hand to 
decide the next course of action. 

On May 30, a vacation bench 
of the High Court had granted 
Kumar protection from arrest

and coercive action by CBI. The 
protection was extended from 
time to time during the hearing 
of his petition seeking quashing 
of the notice. 

On Friday, Justice Mitra ob¬ 
served that right to life and per¬ 
sonal liberty enshrined in Article 
21 of the Constitution is not ab¬ 
solute, but a qualified right. 

In her order, Justice Mitra said 
that Kumar’s allegation that he 
was targetted and singled out for 
questioning by CBI cannot be ac¬ 
cepted, as other officers superior 
to him in the SIT were ques¬ 
tioned. The court also ruled that 
the notice served on Kumar by 
the investigating officer cannot 
be said to be mala fide, as alleged 
by the IPS officer, since the IO can 
question anyone acquainted 
with the case. 

Noting that Kumar has failed 
to substantiate that the CBI was 
summoning him for questioning 
to dent his reputation, the court 
observed that it should be the 
duty of every responsible officer 
to assist an investigation. 

“The application filed by the 
petitioner was turned down by 
the court. All interim orders 
passed earlier by this court was 


vacated. The judge commented 
during the order that none is 
above the law,” CBI’s counsel 
Anirban Mitra said. 

Opposition leaders in the 
state welcomed the High Court’s 
order. BJP state president and Lok 
Sabha MP Dilip Ghosh said, “It is 
good since CBI will now be free 
to investigate the case. The way 
CBI officials were taken to police 
station when they tried to meet 
Rajeev Kumar at his residence 
(on February 3) was nothing but 
an insult to the investigating 
agency.” 

CPI(M) leader Sujan 
Chakraborty said, “Kumar is an 
educated officer. It was unnec¬ 
essary for him to take shelter of 
Chief Minister Mamata Banerjee. 
He should have handled it as 
per law.” 

Kumar was member of the 
special investigation team of 
Kolkata Police in the Saradha chit 


fund scam probe. 

Late in the evening of 
February 3 this year, West Bengal 
Chief Minister Mamata Banerjee 
had sat on a dharna in front of 
Metro cinema, in the heart of 
Kolkata, following a standoff be¬ 
tween her administration and a 
CBI team seeking to question 
Rajeev Kumar. Banerjee called it 
a “satyagraha” against stifling of 
the spirit of “Constitution and 
federalism”. 

She called off the protest two 
days later after the Supreme 
Court, in an order, restrained CBI 
from taking coercive steps 
against Kumar, including arrest¬ 
ing him. The court issued a no¬ 
tice to the state government on 
the CBI’s petition. 

The Saradha group of com¬ 
panies allegedly duped lakhs of 
people to the tune of Rs 2,500 
crore, promising higher rates of 
returns on their investments. 


SC/ST Act: Apex 
court sends Centre’s 
plea for review to 
three-judge bench

THE SUPREME Court on Friday 
decided to send the Centre’s plea 
seeking review of its March 2018 
judgment that forbid arrest 
without prior sanction for of¬ 
fences under the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
(Prevention of Atrocities) Act, 
1989 to a three-judge bench. 

“Considering the importance 
of the matter, we feel that these 
matters should be heard by a 
three-judge bench,” a bench of 
Justices Arun Mishra and U U 
Lalit ruled, and added that the 
matter be listed next week. 

Taking serious note of in¬ 
stances of abuse of the Act by 
“vested interests” for political and 
personal reasons, the court had 
on March 20,2018, laid down 
stringent safeguards including 
provision for anticipatory bail and 
vetting of complaint to determine 
if a case was made out before reg¬ 
istration of FIR under the Act. 

“To avoid false implication of 
an innocent, a preliminary en¬ 
quiry may be conducted by the 
DSP concerned to find out 
whether the allegations make 
out a case under the Atrocities 
Act and that the allegations are 
not frivolous or motivated,” a 
bench of Justices A K Goel and U 
U Lalit had ruled. 

The court said that if the ac¬ 
cused person is a public servant, 
arrest can be made only with the 
permission of the appointing au¬ 
thority, and where the accused is 


not a public servant prior permis¬ 
sion of the Senior Superintendent 
of Police of the district was nec¬ 
essary for arrest. The reasons for 
granting permission for arrest 
should be recorded in writing and 
served upon the accused and the 
concerned court. 

The order came on a petition 
by Subhash Kashinath Mahajan, 
who was Director of Technical 
Education, Maharashtra, against 
a Bombay High Court order. The 
HC had rejected his plea chal¬ 
lenging an FIR against him for 
denying sanction to prosecute an 
official of the department who 
had made adverse remarks in 
the ACR of an employee. 

The judgment created a po¬ 
litical storm, forcing the govern¬ 
ment to approach the court once 
again seeking review. 

Seeking review, the Centre 
said that potential for misuse 
was not a valid ground for read¬ 
ing down stringent provisions of 
the Act and said diluting the Act 
would deprive members of SC 
and ST community from rights 
guaranteed under the 
Constitution. It added that the 
judgment would have “wide 
ramifications” and the additional 
procedural safeguards intro¬ 
duced by it “would result in im¬ 
peding the strict interpretation” 
of the Act “leading to inevitably 
diluting” its efficacy. 

Hearing it on April 3,2018, 
the bench of Justices Goel and 
Lalit refused to grant any interim 
stay. The court said it had not di¬ 
luted the Act but only attempted 
to protect the innocent. 


With a little help from outside, 
BJP-Sena hopes big in Maharashtra 


AHEAD OF the Assembly polls, 
desertion of key leaders from the 
Congress and the Nationalist 
Congress Party (NCP) have re¬ 
shaped Maharashtra’s political 
landscape. As many as 24 lead¬ 
ers — among them 13 serving 
legislators — have joined either 
BJP or ally Shiv Sena since the Lok 
Sabha polls. With NCP’s sitting 
MP from Satara, Udayanraje 
Bhosle, now being tipped to join 
BJP, The Indian Express takes a 
look at some of the top leaders 
who have quit these two opposi¬ 
tion parties, some of them yet to 
join the saffron camp: 

RADHAKRISHNA 

VIKHE-PATIL: 

Among the first 
to jump ship after 
the LS poll out¬ 
come, Vikhe- 
Patil’s exit was a 
big jolt to the 
Congress. A third-generation 
leader from Ahmednagar’s 
Vikhe-Patil family, which has 
dominated the region’s politics 
for decades, he was earlier 
Leader of Opposition in 
Maharashtra Assembly and is a 
five-term MLA from Shirdi and 
is seen as the most influential 
politician in Ahmednagar. Son 
Sujay, who had joined BJP before 
the LS polls, is now a sitting MP. 

After joining BJP, Vikhe-Patil 
was sworn-in as Housing 
Minister in Devendra Fadnavis’s 
government. 

HARSHAVARDHAN PAUL: 

With former 
state minister 
and senior 
Congress leader’s 
induction earlier 
this week, BJP 
wants to wrest Indapur from 
NCP, which borders the Pawar 
stronghold of Baramati. Patil, a 
four-term MLA from the con¬ 
stituency, is a sworn political ri¬ 
val of former Deputy CM Ajit 
Pawar, NCP chief Sharad Pawar’s 
nephew who represents 
Baramati. In 2014, he lost from 
Indapur to NCP’s Dattatray 
Bharne. 

JAYDUTT KSHIRSAGAR: He 

was NCP’s only 
MLA in 

Marathwada’s 
Beed district, 
where BJP won 
the remaining five 
seats in 2014. Upset at being side- 
lined in NCP’s local politics,

Kshirsagar buried past differ¬ 
ences with the district’s guardian 
minister, BJP’s Pankaja Munde, 
but joined the Sena to assure him- 
self of renomination from the 
seat.

GANESH NAIK: Not so long ago, 
NCP was Navi 
Mumbai’s most 
dominant party. 
But with defec¬

Incidentally, there has 
been some rebellion within lo¬ 
cal BJP and the Sena ranks over 
Naik’s induction.

MADHUKAR PICHAD: Former 
NCP state presi¬ 
dent is an ex- 
minister, and his 
son Vaibhav,

In 2014, 
Congress and NCP had won six 
out of 12 seats in Ahmednagar 
region, but this time, with both 
Vikhe-Patil and Pichad in its 
camp, BJP seems to be in a very 
strong position. 

RANA JAGAJITSINH PATIL: 

Patil and his fa¬ 
ther, Padamsinh 
Patil, considered 
to be a close con¬ 
fidante of Sharad 
Pawar, have 
dominated politics in 
Osmanabad for four decades. 
Padamsinh’s sister Sunetra is Ajit 
Pawar’s wife. The father-son duo 
both have been ministers in the 
Congress-NCP governments in 
the state. Jagjitsinh was NCP’s LS 
2019 candidate from 
Osmanabad. 

DHANANJAY MAHADIK: 

Having failed in retaining 





Kolhapur LS seat, 
the NCP leader 
has now crossed 
over to BJP. The 
Mahadik family 
continues to hold 
considerable clout in local poli¬ 
tics, and his induction into BJP 
might make it difficult for former 
Congress minister Satej Patil, 
who had openly campaigned 
against Mahadik in the LS polls. 

KRIPASHANKAR SINGH: The 

former Mumbai 
Congress presi¬ 
dent is yet to for¬ 
mally join any 
party after quit¬ 
ting the Congress 
earlier this week, but is tipped to 
join BJP. Kalina seat, from where 
he has traditionally contested, is 
with the Sena. With Singh seen 
as an influential face among 
North Indians, the BJP is keen to 
make further inroads into the 
community. 

SACHIN AHIR: The Sena plans 
to field the party’s 
heir apparent, 
Aditya Thackeray, 
from the Worli 
seat, and Ahir’s 
induction is 
aimed at easing his way. Ahir, an 
ex-minister and former Mumbai 
NCP president, is a former MLA 
from Worli and enjoys some 
clout in Sewri, which he has rep¬ 
resented in the past. A nephew 
of gangster Arun Gawli, Ahir has 
asked Sena to nominate him 
from Byculla. 

In former NCP state women’s 
president Chitra Wagh’s exit, 
NCP lost another face in 
Mumbai. She joined the BJP. 

DILIP SOPAL: By getting the six¬ 
time MLA from 
Solapur’s Barshi 
seat, the Sena has 
improved its 
chances in the 
constituency. 
Once a close aide of NCP chief 
Pawar, Sopal is a former state 
minister. Another NCP leader 
from Solapur’s Karmala district, 
Rashmi Bagal, has also joined 
Sena. Former Congress MLA 
Dileep Mane, who had earlier 
represented Solapur-South, has 
also joined the Sena. 

KALIDAS KOLAMBKAR: In 

2014, Kolambkar was among the 
five Congress candidates from 
Mumbai to win the assembly 






poll. He had won 
fromWadalabya 
narrow margin, 
but has been 
openly canvass¬ 
ing for the BJP 
ever since his “mentor” Narayan 
Rane quit the Congress and 
joined hands with the BJP in 2017.

UDAYANRAJE BHOSALE, the 13th 
direct descendant of Chhatrapati 
Shivaji and NCP MP from Satara, 
is set to join the BJP on Saturday 
in the presence of Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi in Delhi. The 
Sharad-Pawar led NCP has 
termed the development “good 
riddance” and said Bhosale was 
at the root of all problems within 
the party’s Satara unit. 

“I received inspiration to 
carry out social work from the 
love and blessings of you all. 
Hope the same love and bless¬ 
ings will be with me forever,” 
Bhosale tweeted on Friday. 

Bhosale will resign as MP and 
seek re-election, said his aide 
Milind Gaiwkad. “Accompanied 
by the Chief Minister (Devendra 
Fadnavis), he will fly to Delhi 
from Pune in a chartered plane. 
Around 9 pm, he will submit his 
resignation to the Lok Sabha 
Speaker,” he said. 

According to sources, the de¬ 
lay in Bhosale joining BJP was 
caused due to several conditions 
he set, including his insistence 
on joining the party in the pres¬ 
ence of the Prime Minister. 

Bhosale met Pawar on 
Wednesday, triggering specula¬ 
tion that he had decided against 
quitting the NCP. However, NCP 
sources have said he met Pawar 
to seek his blessings and thank 
him for his support during his 
time in the party. 

NCP spokesperson Nawab 
Malik underplayed Bhosale’s exit. 
“It’s good riddance for us. 
Henceforth, there will be no trou¬ 
ble in our Satara unit...” he said. 

BJP leaders said Bhosale’s en¬ 
try will strengthen the party not 
just in Satara but across 
Maharashtra. “His entry will 
help the party consolidate 
Maratha votes. Since he Shivaji’s 
direct descendant, he com¬ 
mands immense respect among 
the people,” a BJP leader said.

THE SUPREME Court on Friday 
sought to know if the Centre was 
planning to draw up guidelines 
to link social media accounts 
with Aadhaar number of users 
to ensure cyber law compliance. 

The query came from a bench 
of Justices Deepak Gupta and 
Aniruddha Bose while hearing a 
plea by Facebook, urging it to 
transfer to itself four petitions 
pending before the High Courts of 
Madras, Bombay and Madhya 
Pradesh, which, according to the 
firm, seeks linking of Aadhaar 
with social media accounts. 

“If Union of India is saying they 
are contemplating something in 
the very near future, then it may 
have a bearing on the case,” the 
bench said. Solicitor General 
Tushar Mehta, appearing for the 
Centre, stated he will take instruc¬ 
tions and get back to the court. 

Senior Advocate Mukul 
Rohatgi, appearing for one of the 
social media platforms, said he 
will show that it was not just in 
realm of contemplation, but con¬ 
sultations were underway. 

Mehta also submitted that 
the Centre had no objection if 
the petitions were transferred, 
but added substantial judicial 
time had already been spent on 
the matter in Madras High Court. 

The bench said it will not look 
at the merits of the case and will 
only decide whether they need 
to be transferred or not. 

Facebook had contended that 
the matter raises questions of pri¬ 
vacy of users and that the ques¬ 
tion whether service providers 
can be asked to share data with 
probe agencies to help them in 
criminal investigation will have 
global ramifications and should 
be settled by the apex court. 

Replying to Facebook’s plea 
Thursday, the Tamil Nadu gov¬ 
ernment had hit out at the web¬ 
site, saying its concern for user 
privacy was “fallacious” given its 
own “business model”. The state 
government had referred to the 
“Cambridge Analytica Scandal” 
to buttress the charge.

IN A major achievement for in¬ 
digenously built fighter planes, 
Tejas Light Combat Aircraft (LCA) 
on Friday succeeded in the first 
“arrested landing” test in the 
country. The test, held for the 
Navy’s planes at a shore-based 
site, is a significant milestone 
ahead of landing such planes on 
an aircraft carrier. 

The “first ever arrested land¬ 
ing of LCA (Navy) at the shore- 
based test facility, INS Hansa, Goa, 
took place which will pave the 
way for this indigenous platform 
to undertake Aircraft Carrier 
landing demonstration on board 
the Indian Naval Aircraft Carrier, 
Vikramaditya,” the Defence 
Ministry said in a statement. 

The tests were held on Friday 
morning at INS Hansa, the naval 
air station in Goa. A similar test 
had failed last year.

Railways slashes 
fares for 
Humsafar trains 

New Delhi: With occupancy and 
patronage not improving, the 
Indian Railways on Friday de¬ 
cided to give its Humsafar brand 
of trains a fresh lease of life 
through a slew of moves for 
overall rationalisation. 

Humsafar trains were 
launched in 2016 with only AC- 
III tier coaches. Now, dynamic 
flexi-fares will not be applicable 
on these trains and they will 
have non-AC sleeper coaches as 
well. 

The relief on fares will be ap¬ 
plicable to 35 pairs of Humsafar 
trains, an official said. The tatkal 
ticket fares for these trains have 
also been reduced. They will 
now cost 1.3 times of the base 
fare, instead of 1.5 times, the of¬ 
ficial said. This means that the 
tatkal fare in Humsafar trains has 
been made equivalent to the 
normal tatkal rule of other 
mail/express trains. ENS

“heralds and displays the profes¬ 
sional prowess of our scientific 
community Aeronautical Devel¬ 
opment Agency (ADA)", which is 


under the aegis of the Defence 
Research and Development 
Organisation (DRDO). 

The successful test “marks the 
start of a new era where multiple 
agencies have come together to 
achieve a common goal”, the min¬ 
istry stated. It has “put India on the 
world map as a nation with the ca¬ 
pability to design a deck landing 
aircraft”, it added, and mentioned 
that Defence Minister Rajnath 
Singh congratulated ADA, Hindu¬ 
stan Aeronautics Limited, DRDO, 
and Indian Navy for this feat. 

Explaining importance of the 
test, sources in DRDO said that 
compared to nearly 1,000 me¬ 
tres for landing on land, an LCA 
such as Tejas has only 100 me¬ 
tres for an arrested landing. 
Similarly, on an aircraft carrier, 
the take-off space is decreased 
100 metres — down from 200 
metres on land. 

Although it is an important 
step, there is still a long process 
before the aircraft can be tested 
for landing on an aircraft carrier, 
officials said. 


Delhi court allows Vadra to 
travel abroad on business 


New Delhi: A Delhi court Friday 
allowed Robert Vadra, son-in- 
law of Congress chief Sonia 
Gandhi, to travel abroad on busi¬ 
ness, saying the ED’s apprehen¬ 
sion that he might tamper with 
evidence was without any basis. 

Special judge Arvind Kumar 
granted permission to Vadra to 
travel to Spain from September 
21 to October 8. 

Vadra is facing allegations of 


money laundering related to pur¬ 
chase of a London property worth 
1.9 million pounds. The court said 
the ED’s case was based mainly on 
documentary evidence. 

“The applicant is resident of 
Delhi and has deep roots in soci¬ 
ety... Thus considering the overall 
facts and circumstances of the 
case, the applicant is allowed to 
visit only Spain from September 
20 to October 8," the court said PTI

Kamal Nath says 
Narmada body 
overlooking 
MP’s interests

ACCUSING THE Narmada 
Control Authority (NCA) of over¬ 
looking the interests of Madhya 
Pradesh, Chief Minister Kamal 
Nath on Friday demanded 
Centre’s intervention to convene 
a meeting of the authority to re¬ 
solve the rehabilitation and re¬ 
settlement R&R) issues related 
to the Sardar Sarovar Project. 

In a letter to Union Water 
Resources Minister Gajendra 
Shekhawat, the CM alleged that 
the NCA was constituted to im¬ 
plement the award given in 1979 
by the Narmada Water Disputes 
Tribunal (NWDT) but the agency 
has not done its job properly and 
often failed to work impartially. 

Alleging that the decisions by 
NCA had adverse impact on MP, 
the CM said that the Gujarat gov¬ 
ernment did not generate power 
from the riverbed power house 
in 2018-19 and stored water. On 
April 15,2019, the NCA unilater¬ 
ally decided not to generate 
power from the riverbed to al¬ 
low Gujarat to fill the reservoir 
during monsoon. He said re¬ 
quests made in May to review 
NCA’s decision and in June re¬ 
minding it of immediate action 
to avoid legal complications in 
future were ignored. 

The CM also said that in the 
last two decades, Gujarat has 
failed to provide the R&R cost as 
mandated by NWDT which has 
seriously affected the interests 
and finances of MP. 


Govt slaps Minimum 
Export Price on onions 

MMTC drops Pakistan from list of countries for import

PUNE, SEPTEMBER 13 

THE UNION government on 
Friday slapped a steep Minimum 
Export Price (MEP) of $850 per 
tonne on onions, virtually put¬ 
ting brakes on the export of the 
produce. This is the first time 
MEP has been imposed on 
onions this year. 

This means that henceforth, 
exports will not be allowed if the 
consignments are priced below 
$850 per tonne. The steep MEP 
will, in a way, stop all outbound 
shipment of onions from India. 
During the financial year 2018- 
19, India had exported 21.82 lakh 
tonnes of the bulb. 

This move comes days after 
the state-owned MMTC Ltd 
floated a tender for import of 
onions from “Pakistan, Egypt, 
China, Afghanistan or any other 
origin", triggering criticism from 
farmers in Maharashtra. The ten¬ 
der, dated September 6, sought 
delivery of the imported ship¬ 
ments by November-end. 

The MMTC on Friday issued 
a corrigendum to its tender, ex¬ 
cluding Pakistan as the country 
of origin, thereby making bids 
from the neighbouring country 
ineligible. The inclusion of 
Pakistan in the tender list had 
evoked sharp criticism from var¬ 
ious quarters. Friday’s corrigen¬ 
dum stated that the “country of 


origin to be read as any country 
of origin, excluding Pakistan”. 

The Directorate of Foreign 
Trade (DoFT) raised the MEP 
through a notification on Friday. 
On December 29, 2017, the 
Centre had imposed MEP of $850 
per tonne, but it was brought 
down to $700 per tonne on 
January 19,2018. On February 19 
of the same year, MEP was re¬ 
moved altogether. This would be 
the third intervention by the gov¬ 
ernment to control onion prices. 
In June, the Centre had done 
away with the 10 per cent export 
subsidy declared on the bulb. 

While Pasha Patel, chairman 
of Maharashtra’s commission of 
agricultural pricing, said the MEP 
will prevent artificial hoarding, 
farmers’ bodies called the move 
“anti-farmer”. 

Prices in mandis of 
Maharashtra — the largest onion 
growing state accounting for 
more than 33 per cent of na¬ 
tional produce — have been on 
the rise since April. The average 
traded price of onion at 
Lasalgaon wholesale market in 
Nashik’s Niphad taluka on Friday 
was Rs 2,950 per quintal — the 
highest such price for the year. 
Traders and sources in the mar¬ 
ket said that both the decisions 
to import and imposition of MEP 
were steps taken by the Centre 
to prevent further rise in prices. 

In Maharashtra, farmers grow 
three crops of the bulb: kharif 


(sown injune-july and harvested 
in October-November), late- 
kharif (sown in August- 
September and harvested in 
January-March) and rabi (sown 
in November-December and 
harvested after March). Of these, 
the rabi onion can be stored due 
to its lower moisture content. 
Farmers usually stock these 
onions in ‘kanda chawls’ (on-field 
raised structures designed to pre¬ 
vent moisture ingress) and grad¬ 
ually offload them during the 
summer and monsoon months. 

The current price rise is 
mainly due to a dip in 2018-19 
rabi acreage to 2.66 lakh hectares 
(lh) when compared to the pre¬ 
vious year’s 3.54 lh. Also, kharif 
sowing in the state has reported 
a dip. 

Maintaining that the meas¬ 
ures were meant to stop artificial 
hoarding in markets, Patel said; 
“There is a dip in onion cultivation 
area, which will play out in the 
prices. All the measures are to en¬ 
sure that middlemen do not take 
undue advantage of the situation." 

However, Anil Ghanwat, 
president of the farmer’s union 
Shetkari Sanghtana, urged farm¬ 
ers not to vote for the ruling BJP- 
Shiv Sena alliance. “The anti¬ 
farmer face of the government is 
being revealed. By trying to con¬ 
trol wholesale prices, the gov¬ 
ernment is trying to ensure 
cheap onions for urban voters at 
the cost of farmers," he said.

BHOPAL, SEPTEMBERS 

ELEVEN MEN drowned after two 
overcrowded boats capsized in 
the lower lake (Chhoti Jheel) at 
Bhopal’s Khatlapura Ghat early 
on Friday. The boats had been 
joined to carry an idol of Lord 
Ganesh on the occasion of 
Ganesh Visarjan. 

Tragedy struck when the idol 
was being lowered for immer¬ 
sion around 4.30 am. A mobile 
video shot by an onlooker 
showed that the other boat lost 
balance and the revellers strug¬ 
gling to remain on it. 

Chief Minister Kamal Nath or¬ 
dered an inquiry and announced 
compensation of Rs 4 lakh per vic¬ 
tim. However, former CM Shivraj 
Singh Chouhan and BJP leaders 
demanded that the compensa¬ 
tion be increased, prompting the 
government to hike it to Rs 11 lakh 
per victim. The municipal corpo¬ 
ration also announced additional 
relief of Rs 2 lakh each. 


DEEPTIMANTIWARY 

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER13 

AS MANY as 312 Sikhs, who had 
fled the country during the peak 
of militancy in Punjab and were 
thus put on an “Adverse List” 
prepared by the government, 
have been taken out of it. The 
314-strong list now has only two 
individuals. 

The adverse list prevented 
these people, who have now ei¬ 
ther taken asylum in other coun¬ 
tries or are citizens there, from 
getting an Indian visa. 

The government’s move will 
help them visit India and meet 
their family members, according 
to sources in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs (MHA). 

Sources said the government 
has reviewed the adverse list and 
brought it down to just two who 
are still suspected of being linked 
with forces inimical to India. The 
review is a dynamic process that 


is carried out periodically, 
sources said. 

An MHA official said, “During 
the 1980s, many Sikh Indian na¬ 
tionals and foreign nationals be¬ 
longing to the Sikh community 
fell to anti-India propaganda. 


Some Sikh Indian nationals fled 
abroad to escape the authorities, 
and took asylum outside. They 
were placed in the adverse list un¬ 
til 2016, making them ineligible 
to avail visa services to visit India.” 

According to the official, a 


major issue coming in the way of 
grant of consular or visa services 
to asylees (people seeking or 
granted asylum) and their family 
members, mostly belonging to 
the Sikh community, was main¬ 
tenance of local adverse lists by 
Indian missions. 

“This practice has also been 
discontinued,” the official said. 
“Consequently, all Indian mis- 
sions/posts abroad have been 
advised to grant appropriate visa 
to all categories of asylees and 
derivative asylees (or family 
members) whose names do not 
figure in the Central Adverse List, 
in line with the procedure fol¬ 
lowed for other categories of ap¬ 
plicants of that nationality.” 

Sources said all categories of 
asylees who become eligible for 
issuance of long term Indian visa 
will also be eligible to apply for 
registration as Overseas Citizen 
of India cardholders after they 
have applied for and held normal 
visas for a period of two years.

BRITISH PRIME Minister Boris 
Johnson has said that it is for 
India and Pakistan to find a last¬ 
ing solution to the Kashmir issue, 
in accordance with the wishes of 
the Kashmiri people. 

Reiterating the UK govern¬ 
ment’s stand on Kashmir, Johnson 
in a letter dated September 6 de¬ 
scribed both India and Pakistan as 
“important partners to the UK”, in 
response to a letter written last 
month by Conservative Party MP 
Bob Blackman, who supported 
India’s decision to revoke Article 
370 and withdraw the special sta¬ 
tus ofjammu and Kashmir. 

“The government’s long¬ 
standing position remains that it 
is for India and Pakistan to find a 
lasting political solution to the 
situation in Kashmir, in accor¬ 
dance with the wishes of the 
Kashmiri people,’’Johnson noted. 

He also repeated the UK gov¬ 
ernment stance for “calm and re¬ 
straint” as he stressed that he re¬ 
mains in regular contact with both 
Indian and Pakistani governments 
as Britain continues to monitor 
the situation in Kashmir closely. 

“Both India and Pakistan are 
important partners to the UK. 
Our respective bilateral relation¬ 
ships continue to flourish. This is 
demonstrated by cooperation 
with both countries on a range 
of issues, as well as the vibrancy

of our people-to-people links 
bolstered by large and active 
Indian and Pakistani diaspora 
here in the UK,” Johnson added. 

Blackman, the north London 
MP who has been a long-time 
supporter of Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi, had issued his 
letter as part of a tit-for-tat letter 
spat triggered in the UK, days af¬ 
ter the revocation of Article 370. 

“Constitutional changes are 
an internal matter for India. 
There is a widely respected con¬ 
vention that we do not interfere 
in the domestic affairs of a third 
country, especially a long-stand¬ 
ing friend and ally like India,” he 
wrote, calling on the British PM 
to condemn the Opposition 
Labour Party for breaking from 
Britain’s long-held position that 
any matter concerning Kashmir 
was a “strictly bilateral issue”. 

The Tory MP accused the 
Opposition MPs of making 
provocative claims against India 
which has a long-established 
tradition of respecting all faiths 
in his letter. PTI

SAJAD LONE’S Jammu & 
Kashmir People’s Conference on 
Friday filed a writ petition before 
the Supreme Court, challenging 
the 2019 Jammu and Kashmir 
(Reorganisation) Act and abro¬ 
gation of Article 370. 

According to a party 
spokesperson, “In the petition 
settled by Senior Advocate 
Rajeev Dhavan and filed through 
advocate Ejaz Maqbool, People’s 
Conference has contended that 
abrogation of Article 370 of the 
Constitution of India was an ille¬ 
gal and unconstitutional exercise 
of Article 356 of the Constitution 
of India.” 

The petition argued that the 
state ofjammu and Kashmir had 
a separate Constitution and the 
Parliament had “limited scope” 
to enact legislation for the state. 
“Therefore, by a Parliamentary 
Act the powers given to the State 
ofjammu and Kashmir by its 
own Constitution could not have 
been abrogated by merely tak¬ 
ing away Article 370....” 

In the petition, the party 
noted that the Presidential or¬ 
ders of August 5 and August 6 on 
Article 370 are “unconstitu¬ 
tional" as the concurrence of the 
popularly-elected state govern¬ 
ment was not taken. 

“Furthermore, the Governor 
of state ofjammu and Kashmir 
kept the entire state and its peo¬ 
ple in the dark as nobody was 
not informed that such a dras¬ 
tic action against the interest of 
the state was being taken,” it 
added.

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CHENNAI TECHIE’S DEATH 

Madras HC says ‘lost 
faith’ in Tamil Nadu govt

CHENNAI, SEPTEMBER 13 

THE MADRAS High Court on 
Friday said it has “lost faith” in 
the Tamil Nadu government, 
criticising the state on the issue 
of illegal hoardings. 

The court’s remarks came a 
day after an illegal hoarding 
erected on a road fell on a 23- 
year-old woman riding a two¬ 
wheeler, who then lost her bal¬ 
ance and was crushed to death 
by a water tanker. The hoarding 
in question was put up by former 
AIADMK councillor C Jayagopal 
for his son’s wedding. The mar¬ 
riage was attended by high-pro¬ 
file AIADMK functionaries, in¬ 
cluding Deputy Chief Minister O 
Panneerselvam. 

The victim, Subhasri, had 
been working as a techie with a 
private firm and was to go to 
Canada in a few months to pur¬ 
sue her higher education. 

In 2017, the Madras High 
Court had passed an order ban¬ 
ning hoardings of living persons 
and political parties along roads 
and pavements as it obstructs 
traffic and is an inconvenience to 
pedestrians. The High Court, 
while hearing a contempt peti¬ 
tion filed by social activist ‘Traffic’ 
Ramasamy in December 2018, 
had issued an interim order re¬ 
stricting all political parties in 
Tamil Nadu from erecting digital 
banners or banners in public 
places. 

On Friday, a High Court divi-

sion bench comprisingjustice N 
Seshasayee and Justice M 
Sathyanarayanan said, “There is 
zero respect for lives in this 
country to do sheer bureaucratic 
apathy. We have lost faith in this 
government.” 

The court also expressed its 
displeasure over the authorities 
failing to implement its orders 
on erecting hoardings. “Just 
imagine how much the girl could 
have contributed to the GDP of 
this nation. Couldn’t that politi¬ 
cian have conducted the mar¬ 
riage without banners? Or 
would the ministers get lost in 
the city in the absence of such 
banners directing them to the 
venue?” the bench said. 

The court also directed the 
state government to hand over 
Rs 5 lakh as interim compensa¬ 
tion to Subhasri’s family, and 
called for the state to come up 
with a concrete plan for the im¬ 
plementation of the ban on 


hoardings. 

As the incident triggered out¬ 
rage on social media, both DMK 
and AIADMK issued statements, 
warning their cadre not to erect 
hoardings or put up banners for 
any party or family functions. 

DMK leader M K Stalin said 
he wouldn’t participate in any 
public rally or event if he comes 
across those banners. 
Meanwhile, Chief Minister 
Edappadi K Palaniswami and 
Panneerselvam jointly issued a 
statement, claiming that certain 
“over-enthusiastic party cadres” 
are indulging in these kinds of 
activities without realising the 
consequences. 

Despite several attempts by 
The Indian Express, Jayagopal was 
not reachable for comments. 

According to retired Justice K 
Chandru, there is no legal sanc¬ 
tion on erecting digital banners 
at public places. 

“These politicians brought 
this culture of seeking permis¬ 
sion for erecting banners to the 
Collector if it’s a district and to 
the Corporation Commissioner 
if it’s a city, It’s only a government 
order and there is no legal sanc¬ 
tion to it. Even in that, the ruling 
party will seek permission for 
200 banners and end up setting 
up thousand plus banners. There 
is only one way to curb this cul¬ 
ture - instead of filing the com¬ 
plaint against the councillor or 
local in-charge, the police should 
file a case against the party head 
as a collective fine for encourag¬ 
ing their cadres,” he said.

‘Fearing lynching’, assistant 
prof goes on indefinite leave

LUCKNOW, SEPTEMBER13 

AN ASSISTANT professor of 
Allahabad University has gone 
on indefinite leave from last 
month, saying he feared being 
lynched on campus. 

Vikram Harijan (40), a Dalit as¬ 
sistant professor in the Medieval 
and Ancient History Department, 
said he sent his leave application 
after he was gheraoed and threat¬ 
ened over some remarks he was 
seen making in a video that went 
viral in August. 

The university administra¬ 
tion has issued a showcause no¬ 
tice to Vikram for his allegedly 
objectionable remarks in the 
video, and he is yet to file a reply. 
The ABVP has filed a police com¬ 
plaint against him. 

Vikram alleged that a re¬ 
search scholar, Ranjeet Kumar, 
also a Dalit, had edited the video 
of a two-year-old speech and cir¬ 
culated it to harass him. 

The video, in which Vikram 
allegedly made objectionable re¬ 
marks against a Hindu God, 
went viral on August 20. “The 
2.3-minute video shows parts of 
a speech I gave during B R 
Ambedkar’s birth anniversary 
on April 14,2017. It was a small 
get-together outside the cam¬ 
pus. I had narrated an incident to 
explain that we can move for¬ 
ward with hard work and not 
depend on destiny. I wanted to 
promote rationality through my 
statement,” said Vikram. 


“My research scholar, 
Ranjeet, edited and circulated 
the video to harass me, because 
this year I complained against 
him to the chief proctor and vice- 
chancellor, stating that his con¬ 
duct as a student was unsatisfac¬ 
tory. I also stated that Ranjeet 
was blackmailing me because I 
had discussed my personal life 
with him,” Vikram told The 
Indian Express. 

“After the video was circu¬ 
lated, a group of students started 
targetting me. On August 26, stu¬ 
dents from ABVP gheraoed me 
on the campus and threatened 
me for making such remarks in 
the video. Fearing for my life, I es¬ 
caped with the help of a security 
guard," said Vikram. He said he 
was getting threat calls, and that 
he stopped going to university 
after August 26. 

“I sent a leave application to 
my head of department 
Yogeshwar Tiwari. My leave 
ends today, so I am sending an¬ 
other e-mail to extend it. I had 
sent a letter through a student to 
the chief proctor and vice-chan¬ 
cellor fearing threat to my life 
and lynching on campus,” said 
Vikram, who has left Prayagraj. 

Taking cognizance of the 
video, university Registrar N K 
Shukla sent a showcause notice 
to Vikram seeking a reply in three 
days. “Vikram sought some more 
time to reply,” he said. 

Vikram claimed he ap¬ 
proached Chief Proctor Ram 
Sewak Dubey, who is also presi¬ 
dent of Allahabad University 


Teachers’ Union, and Prayagraj 
SSP Satyarth Aniruddha Pankaj 
seeking help and security. “The 
Chief Proctor advised me to ap¬ 
proach the district administra¬ 
tion. When I called the SSP, he 
asked me to first reply to the 
showcause notice,” said Vikram. 

Dubey said, “Vikram is un¬ 
necessary playing politics and 
making false allegations of being 
lynched on campus.” 

When asked about the com¬ 
plaint against Ranjeet, Dubey 
said, “Ranjeet also complained 
against Vikram saying he de¬ 
manded money. On Vikram’s al¬ 
legation, a showcause notice was 
issued to Ranjeet and he replied. 
On the basis of this, another no¬ 
tice was issued to Vikram, who 
is yet to reply.” 

ABVP’s state sah mantri 
(Kanshi prant) Ashwani Kumar 
Maurya said, “A complaint seek¬ 
ing FIR against Vikram has been 
filed for allegedly hurting reli¬ 
gious sentiments through a 
video in which he made objec¬ 
tionable remarks on God. I have 
also sent a letter to the President 
of India requesting action.” 

SSP Pankaj said, “On the ba¬ 
sis of Vikram’s reply to the uni¬ 
versity, the next course of action 
would be taken in the complaint 
filed against him.” 

When contacted, Ranjeet 
said, “I uploaded the video. My 
intention was to promote his 
thought, but some people di¬ 
verted it to another direction. My 
differences with him have been 
sorted out.” 


Chinmayanand case: Student taken 
to ashram for spot verification

THE SHAHJAHANPUR law stu¬ 
dent, who has alleged that BJP 
leader Chinmayanand raped and 
sexually assaulted her for over a 
year, was taken by the SIT to the 
college and his ashram in the 
campus premises on Friday for 
spot verification of the allega¬ 
tions and verification of 
evidence. 

The college was closed on 
Friday, with a notice pasted out¬ 
side the premises declaring the 
same. All students were turned 
back after being informed that 
the college would reopen on 
Monday. 

While Chinmayanand was 


questioned by the SIT for several 
hours on Thursday evening, the 
woman and her father were 
taken to the ashram on Friday. 
No one else was allowed inside, 
and heavy police force was de¬ 
ployed in the premises. 

“I was asked to stay outside, 
while they took her to all the 
rooms for spot verification of ev¬ 
idence. She informed them about 
the rooms in the ashram, where 
his men used to take her and 
where everything took place,” 
the father told The Indian Express. 
He said that the spectacles with 
camera she had used for record¬ 
ings were missing, but the SIT 
had asked her to give proof of 
purchase of those spectacles. 

“I informed them that I had 
purchased them from an online 
shopping website earlier this 


year, and that I would give them 
proof of purchase,” the woman 
told The Indian Express. 

The woman’s father said they 
would submit to the SIT proof of 
the allegations in the form of 
video recordings made by the 
woman. The woman said there 
is proof in about 35 videos 
recorded by her over a few 
months. 

Earlier in the day, as students 
reached the college, they were 
turned back citing suspension of 
educational activities because of 
unforeseen circumstances. A 
hurriedly written notice on A4 
size paper read in Hindi, 
“Important notice, today all stu¬ 
dents of the college are being in¬ 
formed that educational activi¬ 
ties will remain suspended 
because of unforeseen reasons.”

‘Babri Masjid used for prayers by 
Muslims even after 1934 riots’ 


UP extends tenure of CBI judge

THE SUNNI Central Waqf Board 
on Friday cited documents to 
contend that the Babri Masjid 
existed and was used for prayers 
by Muslims even after the 1934 
communal riots, which dam¬ 
aged a part of it. 

Interestingly, the Board, 
which has questioned the ra¬ 
tionale of the belief in the dis¬ 
puted site in Ayodhya as being 
the birthplace of Ram, stated 
that the Kaaba in Saudi Arabia’s 
Mecca was a place of “intrinsic 
divinity”. 

Senior advocate Zafaryab 
Jilani told a five-judge 
Constitution bench headed by 
Chief Justice of India Ranjan 
Gogoi that the site plan filed by 
the Nirmohi Akhara in a case in 
1942 was proof that the mosque 
existed. “This is important to es¬ 
tablish that in 1942, they admit¬ 
ted existence of mosque,” he told 
the bench, also comprising 
Justices S A Bobde, D Y 
Chandrachud, Ashok Bhushan 
and S A Nazeer, which is hearing 
appeals against the September 
20,2010, verdict of the Allahabad 
High Court. 

He drew the court’s attention 
to records of the Public Works 
Department about inspection of 
works at the “Babri Mosque” fol¬ 
lowing the 1934 clashes. Jilani 
also said the mosque had an 
Imam who led prayers and a 
Muezzin who recited Azaan. 
“From 1934 to 1949, Muslims 
used the place as a mosque. 
Otherwise there was no need for 
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Imam,” he said, adding “no doc¬ 
ument has come on record 
showing that it was used as a 
temple during this period”. 

Senior advocate Rajeev 
Dhavan, also appearing for the 
Board and one of the appellants 
M Siddiq, opposed Ram’s birth¬ 
place ‘Asthan Sri Rama Janma 
Bhumi’ being a plaintiff in a 1989 
suit in the case, saying it could 
not be considered a juristic per¬ 
son. He said that every sacral 
area cannot acquire the charac¬ 
ter of a juristic person, and the 
concept of a birthplace being 
treated as a juristic person was 
“invented in 1989” for the pur¬ 
pose of the suit. 

Pointing out that texts like 
Skanda Purana were being relied 
on to prove the existence of‘jan- 
masthan’, he sought to know 
“what evidentiary value can be 
given to the proof of belief of 
Hindus that ‘janmasthan’ existed 
from time immemorial” for the 
purpose of treating it as a juristic 
person. 

Intervening, Justice 
Chandrachud said “the sanctity 
of the belief has to be from the 
perspective of that religion” and 
that “unless its wholly extrane¬ 
ous.... when a belief is held, it has 
be accepted”. 


New Delhi: The UP government 
informed the Supreme Court 
that it had extended the tenure 
of CBI judge S K Yadav, who is 
hearing the Babri Masjid dem¬ 
olition case. 

On July 19, a two-judge 
bench of Justices R F Nariman 
and Surya Kant while fixing a 
nine-month deadline for com¬ 
pletion of trial and pronounce¬ 
ment of judgment in the case, 
in which prominent BJP lead- 


justice Bobde asked if there 
was any occasion before 1989 for 
anyone to assert that janmas¬ 
than was a juristic person. 

“You are asking me to re¬ 
spond to an impossibility... If 
they did not assert from time im¬ 
memorial to 1989, can they do it 
in 1989?” Dhavan replied. 

“This is an evolving law,” said 
Justice Bhushan. 

Dhavan countered saying: 
“Everything you worship and 
say is deserving worship does 
not have a juristic personality.” 

Justice Bobde told him that 
according to an article he had 
given to the bench, “an object 
can be juristic person if it has cer¬ 
tain rights or suffers certain lia¬ 
bilities”. 

“So the only thing we need to 
see is can the piece of land have 
certain rights or suffer certain li¬ 
abilities”, the judge added. 

Dhavan said “that’s not the 
test. If you have juristic personal¬ 
ity, you have these rights and du¬ 
ties” and not vice versa. 


ers L K Advani and M M Joshi 
are among the accused, had 
asked the state government to 
extend the tenure of the judge 
who was due for retirement 
this month. The court ordered 
that his tenure be extended till 
the judgment is delivered. 

The direction came after 
the judge wrote to the court 
saying that he would need six 
more months to conclude the 
matter. ENS 


Dhavan also touched upon 
the concept of “swayam bhu”. 
According to the case of the 
Hindu side, the idols of Hindu 
deities had appeared on their 
own (swayam bhu) inside the 
dome of the Babri Masjid while 
the Muslim side claims they 
were placed there surrepti¬ 
tiously. 

Justice Bobde then asked him 
if the “Kabaa is sculpted or 
swayam bhu”. 

One of the lawyers on 
Dhavan’s team replied that it 
was built by the prophet. Dhavan 
added, “The scientific explana¬ 
tion is it was a meteor.” 

The senior counsel said, 
“Kaaba is recognised because it’s 
intrinsically divine,” adding that 
“what people don’t know is that 
Muslims recognise all the kitabia 
as going back to Abraham”, who 
is regarded as the first prophet. 

Dhavan also referred to 
Mount Kailash in China and said 
“they are there because they are 
divine”.

MHA-CBI BRIBE CASE 

Middleman was held for bribery in 2013

THE MIDDLEMAN involved in 
the attempt by a Ministry of 
Home Affairs (MHA) official to 
bribe a CBI officer has turned out 
to be an old hand at influencing 
cases at the Central agency. 

Dinesh Chand Gupta, who 
was arrested by CBI on Thursday 
along with MHA section officer 
Dheeraj Kumar Singh while at¬ 
tempting to bribe to a CBI officer 


to influence an investigation, 
had been arrested in 2013 for al- 
legedly brokering a deal be¬ 
tween a private company and a 
CBI officer. 

The officer in that case, Vivek 
Dutt, was investigating the Coal 
Blocks Allocation cases. Both 
Gupta and Dutt had been ar¬ 
rested by the agency while with 
Rs 7 lakh. On Thursday, Singh, a 
section officer with the Police 1 
division of the MHA, was ar¬ 
rested for allegedly trying to 
bribe a CBI DIG. The division 


looks after matters related to em- 
panelment of IPS officers. Singh 
and Gupta were arrested while 
delivering a bribe of Rs 16 lakh. 

According to sources, Singh 
was trying to influence the out¬ 
come of a preliminary inquiry in 
a case related to alleged irregu¬ 
larities in a project related to the 
National Highway Authority of 
India. “The probe is open and 
will also look at if anyone supe¬ 
rior to Singh in the police 1 divi¬ 
sion was also involved,” a CBI 
official said.

A 16-YEAR-OLD girl was allegedly 
gangraped in Bhilwara district of 
Rajasthan on Monday and three 
accused have been arrested, po¬ 
lice said on Friday. 

The girl ran naked for several 
hundred metres after she was 
raped, police said. 

On Monday the victim and 
two of her friends — a boy and a 
girl — were riding a motorcycle 
and were waylaid by the three 
men — Narayan Gurjar (40), Raju 
Kahar and Kailash Kahar, both 
about 25 — who restrained the 
girl while her friends escaped, 
police said. 

“They were waylaid around 3 
pm and the men then raped the 
girl. One of the girl’s friend eventu¬ 
ally found a shop and sought help. 
The shopkeeper went out to find 
the girl," said a senior polie official. 

“The shopkeeper eventually 
found the girl while the men ran 
away upon spotting him. 
However, she was so scared she 
ran from him too,” the SHO said. 
It took the shopkeeper a while to 
convince the girl that he had come 
to help her, and he offered her 
clothes, he added. 

The SHO all the three accused 
were caught within an hour of the 
complaint. An FIR was lodged un¬ 
der IPC sections 376D (gangrape), 
323 (voluntarily causing hurt), 341 
(wrongful restraint), as well as the 
POCSO Act and the SC/ST Act. 


Delhi court rejects 
Chidambaram’s 
plea to surrender

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER 13 

A DELHI court has dismissed the 
surrender application of former 
Union minister and Congress 
leader P Chidambaram in the INX 
Media case. 

The court maintained that if 
the investigating officer was not 
willing to arrest the applicant at 
this stage, his application to sur¬ 
render cannot be entertained. 

Special judge Ajay Kumar 
Kuhar sent Chidambaram to 14 
days’judicial custody in the INX 
Media case after it observed that 
“allegations against the accused 
were found serious” and the “CBI 
has apprehension that because of 
his status and position, the inves¬ 
tigation may be hampered by the 
accused”. 

Chidambaram’s counsel, sen¬ 
ior advocate Kapil Sibal, moved 
an application, offering to surren¬ 
der before the court in the ED 
case. 

Dismissing the application, 
Special Judge Kuhar said, 
“However, in the present case, the 
applicant has not been arrested 
nor this court has taken cog¬ 
nizance of any offence or any 
complaint or chargesheet. 
Therefore, the applicant cannot 
be remanded to custody under 
section 167 Cr PC or under section 
309 (2) Cr PC. Further, the appli¬ 
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cant had only moved an applica¬ 
tion to surrender, he was not 
taken into custody in this case. 
There is not even a notional sur¬ 
render because the court has not 
taken applicant into custody in 
this case though he happens to be 
in custody in other case.” 

The ED had on Thursday told 
the court that the arrest of 
Chidambaram in the INX Media 
case was necessary and it will do 
so at the appropriate time. 

Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, who appeared for the ED, 
opposed Chidambaram’s applica¬ 
tion for surrender. The ED had told 
the court that Chidambaram was 
not in a position to tamper with 
evidence or influence witnesses 
as he was injudicial custody. 

Sibal had submitted that 
Chidambaram had the right to 
surrender and claimed that the 
ED wanted to extend 
Chidambaram’s custody to make 
him suffer. 


Shivakumar’s ED 
custody extended

A DELHI court on Friday extended 
Congress leader D K Shivakumar’s 
Enforcement Directorate custody 
till September 17. 

The ED had arrested Shivaku- 
mar on September 3 in connec¬ 
tion with a money laundering 
case registered by the agency last 
year following an investigation 
carried out by the Income Tax 
Department against him in 2017. 

On Friday, the ED submitted 
before Special Judge Ajay Kumar 
Kuhar that Shivakumar, in crimi¬ 
nal conspiracy with his associates, 
devised a well-planned scheme 
to divert tainted money through 
more than 317 bank accounts, 
which landed in either his or his 
family members’ bank accounts, 
and the investments made by him 
were to the tune of Rs 800 crore. 

The judge, in his order, wrote 
that even though police custody 
can not be claimed and granted 
mechanically, it is also true thatthe 
investigating agency has to be 
given a chance for a free, fair and 
full investigation. ‘The pace of in-

vestigation cannot be tmncated 
when some material document 
and record remains to be putto the 
accused.Therefore, the remand of 
accused to ED custody is extended 
till 17.9.2019,” the judge wrote. 

Earlier, Additional Solicitor 
General K M Nataraj, representing 
the ED, asked for five-day custody 
and submitted that Shivakumar 
was misusing his position as MLA, 
and thatthe factwas “corroborated 
with deposits of more than Rs 200 
crore in three bank accounts, state- 
mentsofwhichwerereceiveddur- 
ing interrogation”. 

The agency claimed that 
Shivakumar hasn’t been able to 
explain the source of these de¬ 
posits. The ED also submitted that 
Shivakumar’s daughter Aish- 
warya was summoned and that 
a transaction of Rs 108 crore was 
made in her name.

A POLICE outpost in-charge and 
a head constable of 
Siddharthnagar district were 
booked on Friday, a day after a 
video showing them assaulting a 
youth in front of his 5-year-old 
niece was widely circulated. 

The youth, Priyanshu 
Pandey, said that his niece is 
traumatised and has been on 
medication since she witnessed 
the assault. 

“My niece is not going to 
school and is traumatised. We 
had to take her to a doctor, and 
she has had fever and headaches 
since Tuesday, when the inci¬ 
dent occurred. She is taking 
medicines,” said Pandey (19) 
alias Rinku, who runs a mobile 
phone shop in Sakarpur area of 
Siddharthnagar district. 

The incident took place un¬ 
der Khesraha police station lim¬ 
its on Tuesday. In the two- 
minute video, S-I Virendra 
Mishra is seen locking Pandey’s 


neck with his legs while Head 
Constable Mahendra Parasad 
keeps kicking him in the back. 
Pandey’s niece is seen mum¬ 
bling while he tells her to sit on 
the motorcycle and he will leave 
with her. To this, one of the po¬ 
licemen says, “How will you go?” 

On Friday, Mishra and 
Parasad were booked under IPC 
Sections 323 (voluntarily caus¬ 
ing hurt), 504 (intentional insult 
with intent to provoke breach of 
the peace) and 166 (public ser¬ 
vant disobeying law, with intent 
to cause injury to any person). 

Siddharthnagar SP Dharam 
Veer Singh said a case was 
lodged against the two police¬ 
men after they were suspended 
on Thursday. 

“We lodged the FIR on a com¬ 
plaint submitted by Priyanshu 
Pandey. A departmental inquiry 
is being conducted by Additional 
SP Maya Ram Verma,” said 
Singh. 

Contacted by the The Indian 
Express, Verma said the video 
clearly shows that the two po¬ 
licemen behaved in an “unac¬ 


ceptable manner”. 

“Further inquiry is ongoing,” 
said Verma. 

Speaking about the incident, 
Pandey said some people were 
abusing him on Tuesday. 

“One of them called the po¬ 
lice and complained about me. 
Then the police came and as¬ 
saulted me brutally,” he said. 

SP Singh said the police got a 
call from one Riazuddin about a 
row between Pandey and one 
Akhtar. 

“Because it was Moharram, 
the two officers rushed to the 
spot. Locals told us Pandey was 
drunk. What the officers did was 
absolutely wrong, hence action 
has been taken against them,” 
said the SP. 

“We had first sent the two ac¬ 
cused policemen to the police 
lines. After an inquiry, we had 
suspended them for their unac¬ 
ceptable behaviour,” the SP 
added. 

A medical examination of 
Pandey was conducted on Friday 
and it was found that he suffered 
no serious injuries.

THE UNION Information and 
Broadcasting Ministry has sent a 
show cause notice to Viacoml8, 
stating that a serial aired on 
Colors TV is “spreading distorted 
religious information”. 

The notice also said that the 
serial, Ram Siya ke Luv Kush, was 
“harming the image of Maharshi 
Valmiki” and “causing hurt” to 
religious sentiments of a com¬ 
munity. 

In its notice dated September 
11, the ministry mentioned that 
“the community has also 
warned that if the telecast of the 
said serial showing distorted his¬ 
tory, deliberately insulting 
Maharishi Valmiki is not 
stopped, then they will hold a se- 
ries of countrywide intense 
demonstrations”. 

The notice also stated that “it 
has been further observed that 
in this serial Lord Ram has been 
shown to have visited Maharishi 
Valmiki Ashram and met Luv 



and Kush which is not true”. The 
notice added that Lord Ram “met 
Luv and Kush at the time of 
Ashwamedh Yagna when they 
captured their horse and had a 
war with Ayodhya”. 

The notice also stated that 
“these fictions hurt the religious 
sentiments of the Hindus and 
our children question as to 
whether what they read is cor¬ 
rect or what they are watching 
now is correct”. 

The notice further said that 


the “dialogues and utterances” 
from the serial appear “to offend 
good taste and decency”. The 
words used to describe 
Maharishi Valmiki “of the partic¬ 
ular sect appear to show him in 
poor and demeaning light with 
a view to maligning and de¬ 
meaning him", it stated. 

The notice also said the 
words used in the serial appear 
to be “contemptuous of the reli¬ 
gious group”. 

The notice also termed the 



attitude “slanderous” towards a 
particular community and 
claimed that is is “likely to incite 
violence”. 

The ministry has stated in the 
notice that no show can violate 
the programme code of the 
Cable Television Networks 
(Regulation) Act, 1995, which 
regulates content on television. 

The channel has been given 15 
days to respond to the show cause 
notice. The notice mentioned that 
if no response is received within 
the period, action will be taken 
against the channel. 

BJP MP Hans Raj Hans con¬ 
firmed to The Indian Express that 
he had spoken to Union I&B 
Minister PrakashJavadekar re¬ 
garding the issue and had given 
a letter to him as well. He said 
that the show has caused an un¬ 
rest in Punjab and there’s a call 
for a countrywide bandh on 
September 21. He said he had 
written to Javadekar to “quell 
any further unrest”.

Thou shalt not 

Courts have expanded contours of free speech but their 
curious gag orders in J&K are shrinking it 

I N AN ORDER released on Thursday, Jammu and Kashmir High Court has allowed 
two National Conference MPs to meet party leaders Farooq Abdullah, under house 
arrest, and Omar Abdullah, detained at Hari Niwas, in Srinagar, but barred them 
from speaking to the press about the meeting. This statement of fact carries within 
it a grave predicament, a slippery slope. The communication lockdown and detention of 
political leaders and an unknown number of others in and outside Kashmir since August 
5, after the Centre abrogated Article 370, goes on. And the court, which is the custodian 
of the citizen’s rights and freedoms and the centrepiece of the constitutional mosaic of 
checks and balances on executive power, seems not to be playing its part. Why must MPs 
who want to meet their leaders in Srinagar need the court’s permission to do so? Why is 
the court playing the role of the giver of such permissions in individual cases, even as it 
drags its feet on pronouncing on the legality or validity of the detentions themselves? 
Under which law or power can the court impose a virtual gag order on these MPs — they 
can meet but cannot tell? If there is a danger of a breach of peace because of what the 
MPs might say, which has certainly not been proved, it can, surely, be addressed by ex¬ 
isting law. A few days ago, a CJI-led bench of the Supreme Court, on a habeas corpus plea 
of CPM general secretary, Sitaram Yechury, had allowed him to visit his ailing party col¬ 
league and 4-time MLA, Mohammad Yousuf Tarigami, after hedging the permission sim¬ 
ilarly. Yechury was directed to meet Tarigami but to do only that—he was to talk to no one 
else and file an affidavit to the court about what transpired in Kashmir. In another case, 
notably, it was the Supreme Court which had come down hard on prior restraint and ex¬ 
panded the contours of free speech and expression. 

There are serious questions about the court’s conduct ever since the Centre moved to 
abrogate Article 370 and impose restrictions and curbs on the people in Kashmir over a 
month ago. The government has made its case — it has claimed that the detentions and 
lockdown are preventive in nature, for the people’s own safety and good. But that claim 
is being challenged not just by its political opponents but also by other concerned citizens. 
In a constitutional system, the court is the appropriate forum for those questions to be 
asked, for executive action to be interrogated, and adjudicated. But if the court appears 
to be not only shirking the fundamental question, but also reinforcing that executive ac¬ 
tion with gag orders of its own, there is reason to worry. 

These are critical times, when a government elected with an overwhelming major¬ 
ity is taking consequential steps and all unelected institutions are called upon to define 
their remit and role. In times like these, what the judiciary does, and what it doesn’t do, 
is critical. The Supreme Court has posted the matter arising from Yechury’s plea chal¬ 
lenging Tarigami’s detention for further hearing on September 16. It will be watched. 


A PACKAGE FOR BSNL 


Government needs to do a cost-benefit analysis, ask itself the 
tough questions about propping up loss-making enterprises 


U NION MINISTER ARJUN Ram Meghwal has announced that the govern¬ 
ment is planning a financial package for cash-strapped BSNL. But it is un¬ 
likely that a cash infusion, or any other manner of assistance, can facilitate 
a sustainable turnaround in the fortunes of the beleaguered telco. Coming 
at a time when its own revenues are under pressure, the government must undertake a 
careful cost-benefit analysis to examine whether the money it spends to prop up these 
loss-making firms is better spent in areas with more pressing needs. 

BSNL blames the fierce price war, as well as the lack of 4G spectrum, for its dire finan¬ 
cial situation. But there is more to the story. Its expenditure on salaries — it has around 1.8 
lakh employees—touched 75 per cent of revenues in 2018-19. For private telcos, it is a frac¬ 
tion of this amount. Stringent procurement guidelines have led to delays in purchasing 
equipment, hampering operations. Losses have surged, rising to Rs 14,202 crore in 2018- 
19. And though the non-availability of spectrum may have hurt its operations, revenue 
from data increasingly accounts for a greater share of total revenue, even if BSNL is allo¬ 
cated the 4G spectrum it desires, it will still need additional funds to ensure a smooth 
roll-out of services. The telco hopes to monetise assets such as land. It also expects to cut 
costs by cajoling 60,000 to 70,000 employees to opt for a voluntary retirement scheme. 
Even if a significant portion of its work force opts for VRS, however, it will still have over 
1 lakh employees. While part of the funds from asset monetisation can be used to finance 
the VRS package, it is debatable whether the balance will be enough to fund its 4G oper¬ 
ations. In a hyper competitive sector, where incumbents are bleeding, it is questionable 
whether BSNL has the continued ability to pump in money to challenge other telcos. 

Prime Minister Narendra Modi has often underlined that government has no busi¬ 
ness being in business. Yet his government has still not framed a concrete strategy to 
shut down loss-making enterprises. The cost of keeping these firms alive is increasing, 
and it comes at the expense of investment in other sectors such as infrastructure, health 
and education. 


Dark knight 


In this moment, as in others, Geoffrey Boycott is 
at the centre of the storm 


S IR GEOFFREY BOYCOTT. Even before he was conferred the knighthood this 
week, amid swirling controversy, it was easy to imagine ‘sir’ prefixed to his 
name. For, the legendary batsman-turned-commentator has always walked 
with a knightly strut — convinced in his convictions, narcissistic in his opin¬ 
ions, brutal in critiquing, generous in praising, inviting adulation and scorn in equal 
measure, an extremist who has never walked the middle path. Like his contemporary 
and Lancashire rival David Lloyd once remarked, “Either he loves you, or hates you. 
Nothing in between. No half measures.” That’s how his countrymen and the cricket fra¬ 
ternity see him too. 

Ever the divisive figure — from the spring of his playing days to the autumnal retired 
life — he has never shirked controversies. Like the latest that pertains to his knighthood. 
Some reckon the recognition arrived nearly three decades late. An obdurate batsman 
with otherworldly limits of patience and courage, who famously came out of retirement 
at the age of 40 and showed his younger peers how to score runs against Dennis Lillee and 
Co, he undisputedly belongs to England’s batting royalty. His commentary was vivid and 
full of life, even if his prejudices and self-absorption often surfaced. The Yorkshire twang 
was endearing, and some of his unique pronunciations linger on, like “Sosheen Tendulkar” 
or “Prince of Kolkutta”. Or his “shtick of rhubarb", “wielded by his granny”. 

His sporting achievements make him a deserving knighthood candidate. But some of 
his avidly-catalogued off-field conduct less so. Boycott was fined £5,000 and given a three- 
month suspended sentence in 1998 after being convicted of beating his then-girlfriend 
in a hotel in France. Typically, Boycott shrugs off the outrage and protests at his knight¬ 
hood: “I don’t give a toss about it. In this moment, as in all others, Boycott is at the centre 
of the storm.

Why the outcome of the lynching case 
must concern us all

FREEDOM IS INDIVISIBLE. “The chains on any 
one of my people,” Nelson Mandela re¬ 
minded us, “were the chains on all of them, 
the chains on all of my people were the 
chains on me.” 

There are many things that trouble me 
about India today. One is our ever-mounting 
tolerance of the open and profound injustice 
done to “other people”. A boy stabbed to 
death on a train does not trouble me because 
he is Muslim: a young girl brutally gang- 
raped does not stir my outrage because she 
is Dalit; an entire people locked down for 
over a month deserve it because they do not 
accept India to be their country: and nearly 
two million people excluded as citizens in 
Assam do not trouble me because they are 
“infiltrators” (even if they were born in and 
love this nation). 

India’s criminal justice system has always 
been biased against disadvantaged castes, 
women and Muslims. Few people who or¬ 
ganised and participated in caste and com¬ 
munal massacres and rapes have ever been 
punished. But in recent years, this official bias 
has become more open, brazen and unapolo- 
getic. A Muslim charged with terror crimes 
can spend 14, even 23, years in jail, before he 
steps out, innocent. A Hindu charged with 
terror is likely to soon walk free, and might 
even be elected to Parliament. Criminal cases 
after the 2013 Muzaffarnagar riots collapse 
wholesale with barely a whimper of protest. 

This open bias of the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem is most visible in mob lynching. Lynch 
mobs, who in most cases record their own 
crimes triumphantly on mobile phone cam¬ 
eras, roam as heroes. The victim, even after 
he dies, is tainted as a criminal. The most re¬ 
cent example of this is the decision of the 
Jharkhand police to write down the crime of 
the lynch mob that attacked Tabrez Ansari 
from murder to culpable homicide. 

Oiphaned as a boy, raised by his uncles, as 
a young teenager, Ansari migrated to Pune 
to build his life on his own. At 22, now an ac¬ 
complished welder, he returned home to 
find a bride. His uncles married him off to a 
very impoverished Shaista. Her father, an al¬

coholic, accepted Ansari because he sought 
no dowry. The two young people were to 
leave for Pune the morning after his lynch¬ 
ing to start their new life; their train tickets 
were booked. But that was not to be. I feel a 
personal sense of grief and loss at his killing, 
especially following our visit of the Karwan 
e Mohabbat to his home. 

Ansari was returning that night after 
seeking his aunt’s blessings. A mob caught 
him, tied him to a pole, thrashed him sav¬ 
agely for six hours, and forced him to recite 
“Jai Shri Ram”. 

People phoned the police several times 
to rescue the boy, but they did not arrive un¬ 
til morning. They did not register a complaint 
against the lynch mob until after he died four 
days later. But they promptly registered crim¬ 
inal charges of robbery against Ansari. The 
police took him to a local health centre. 
Although his skull was cracked, and bones 
broken, the doctors handed him back to the 
police after cursory first aid. Police detained 
him in their lock-up. His family pleaded that 
they be allowed to take him to a hospital, 
promising to return him to the police after 
he was better, but they refused. The family 
secretly took a picture of him in the lock-up. 
He was clearly wounded critically. The po¬ 
lice then presented him to a judge, who 
should have ordered his medical treatment. 
Instead, he sent Ansari to jail. The jail author¬ 
ities should have insisted that he be sent to a 
competent hospital. They did not. The fam¬ 
ily saw him once through a screen in jail, as 
he moaned in agony, begging them to get 
him to a hospital. Four days after the lynch¬ 
ing, Ansari died. 

The grounds the police stated for water¬ 
ing down the charge of murder to culpable 
homicide was that it was “not a case of pre¬ 
meditated murder”; and that the second 
medical report concludes that Ansari died 
of cardiac arrest, not just a head injury. This 
ignores an earlier inquiry by senior officials 
of the Jharkhand government, which con¬ 
cluded that Ansari died due to the negli¬ 
gence of police officials and grave lapses by 
doctors. 


There was no robbery in the village. The 
police charge-sheet tried to justify the mob 
crime by charging Ansari with the “inten¬ 
tion” of stealing. They ignored evidence on 
video of this being a religious hate crime. 
Ansari’s uncle, who went to the lynching site 
in the morning, records in his statement that 
he heard a member of the mob shout, “Beat 
him so much that he dies”. 

There was only one post-mortem. The 
second report stating that he died due to car¬ 
diac failure (signed by five doctors, none of 
who were trained in forensics), was based 
only on the first post-mortem report. The im¬ 
mediate cause of death after violence indeed 
could be heart-failure, but this opinion de¬ 
liberately obscures the circumstances which 
led to organ failure. I spoke to J 
Amalorpavanathan, retired head of vascular 
surgery, Madras Medical College. He said the 
human skull bone is incredibly sturdy. 
Cracking it requires application of great force. 
“It is very clear”, he said, based on the post¬ 
mortem report, “that this young person, who 
was otherwise healthy and normal, was 
beaten so severely that he cracked his skull 
and bled inside his brain. This resulted in his 
death. In short, he was beaten to death.” 

What does this add up to? That a mob at¬ 
tacked an unarmed young man murderously 
in a religious hate crime. The police, judge, 
doctors and jail officials all abetted his mur¬ 
der with shameful, wilful neglect. 

Why is it possible for state authorities to 
act in this way, over and over again? Because 
the rest of us don’t care. This happened to a 
working-class Muslim orphan. How does it 
concern me? 

We forget Martin Luther King’s iridescent 
words from Birmingham jail, “Injustice any¬ 
where,” he declared, “is a threat to justice 
everywhere. We are caught in an inescapable 
network of mutuality, tied in a single gar¬ 
ment of destiny”. 

My destiny is tied to that of Tabrez and 
Shaista Ansari. Until they are assured justice, 
I will never be free.

A Question Of Quality 


Standard of Pakistan’s manpower is linked to the country’s education model 


ON 3 SEPTEMBER, the Lahore School of 
Economics (LSE) held a symposium on be¬ 
havioural economics at The Pearl 
Intercontinental Hotel, discussing how the 
quality of Pakistan’s manpower has affected 
the country’s economy and its management. 
Expressly discussed was the inability of the 
state to collect taxes and the stubborn un¬ 
willingness of the citizens to file tax returns. 

Pakistan has a population of 197 million, 
of which only 1.7 million pay income tax; 
India with a population of 1.3 billion has 70 
million tax-filers. Pakistan’s economy has 
suffered frequent breakdowns and has had to 
submit 22 times to the diktat of the IMF. Fadi 
Makki of Lebanon, who heads Nudge — a col¬ 
lective that tries to “apply behavioural in¬ 
sights to the policy challenges that Lebanon 
faces” — referred to a Scandinavian state 
where people had responded to such 
“nudges”. But the Scandinavian example 
may not sit well with a case-hardened 
Pakistan. Clearly, what was missing was the 
Scandinavian bureaucrat whom the citizen 
took on trust. 

Ijaz Nabi, an ex-World Bank economist 
and country director of Pakistan’s 
International Growth Centre, laid out some 
of the “cultural” factors which made people 
opt out of the system. He acknowledged that 
wealthy Pakistanis did record charity — all of 
it religion-based — instead of coming inside 
the tax-net. But, the conduct of the taxmen 
inside the Federal Bureau of Revenue (FBR)

tended to negate the insights offered earlier. 

The taxman blindly sends out audit ulti¬ 
matums, then “settles” with the shopkeep¬ 
ers “out of court”. The shopkeeper, who usu¬ 
ally wins his court decree, actually decides to 
bribe the taxman to avoid the court fee and 
the expense of defence. Lesson: If you have 
to choose between the magistrate and the 
taxman, choose the latter. Now you have 
two institutions to “nudge”: The taxman and 
the court. 

One can also reduce the above behaviour 
study to the “quality of manpower” in 
Pakistan. We vaguely know that our expat 
community is less privileged than its Indian 
counterpart because of a difference in “qual¬ 
ity”: Pakistan began by being close to the 
United States, but today the academia in the 
US is dominated by brilliant Indian scholars, 
while Pakistani Americans struggle to insu¬ 
late their identity against the values of the 
host country. Today, Indians in the US out¬ 
number all immigrants, except the Hispanics. 
The “quality of manpower” question comes 
to the fore again when you see the pattern of 
employment of Indians and Pakistanis in the 
Gulf, from where the two countries receive 
most of their remittances. 

The Muslims had a “quality” problem 
even under the British Raj because the Hindu 
community, in contrast to Muslims, was 
heavily engaged in commerce — therefore, it 
was handling worldly knowledge contained 
in math and the sciences. In Lahore, before 


1947, for instance, almost all the trading ac¬ 
tivity was conducted by Hindus and Sikhs; 
and math teachers were mostly Hindus. 

Sir Syed Ahmad Khan, in his essays, also 
bemoaned the “poor quality” of the Muslim 
citizen and recommended that Muslims get 
“worldly” education instead of sending their 
children to madrasas. He finally set up 
Aligarh University and kept insisting that 
Muslims abandon their madrasa-only edu¬ 
cation. Today, he is no longer in the pantheon 
of the Pakistan Movement for this “devia¬ 
tion”: as also for his acceptance of bank-inter¬ 
est — forbidden by Islam, and a major reason 
behind the Muslims of India abstaining from 
commerce. 

William Leitner, who founded the famous 
Government College Lahore in 1864, had 
written his big volume on the madrasas of 
Punjab but wanted Muslims to acquire 
worldly knowledge on the basis of “au¬ 
tonomous” observation — as promoted by 
European Enlightenment, in particular by 
Immanuel Kant, whose motto, SapereAude 
(Courage to Know), he adopted secretly to 
avoid Muslim wrath. He got Muhammad 
Husain Azad, the great writer of the new 
“functional” Urdu prose style, to teach “Ulum- 
e-Mufeeda” (useful knowledge). But today, 
in Pakistan, only the madrasas are functional; 
most state-sector schools are dysfunctional.

Missing the worm’s eye view 


A debate on what ails the economy should acknowledge the problems of 
India Inc, and the ‘shoot first think later’ policy-speak

DEBATING SOLUTIONS WITHOUT acknowl¬ 
edging the problem isn’t always helpful, nor 
is a bird’s eye view macro analysis of the 
economy without a worm’s eye view from 
the trenches of business. People say “5 per 
cent is 5 per cent and there’s nothing to de¬ 
bate about it,” but indeed there is. 

There are two problem elephants in the 
room that should be acknowledged if we 
are to have an honest debate on what ails 
the economy and the ways to fix it. The ele¬ 
phants are the debilitating pain and weak¬ 
ness that large parts of India Inc are suffer¬ 
ing from and the “shoot first think later” 
policy changes and policy-speak from the 
government. 

India Inc is promoter-driven and much 
of it is promoter (or shareholder) managed, 
and there is little separation between own¬ 
ership and management. For the first time, 
promoters are under siege. Many big boys 
have lost — or are about to lose — their com¬ 
panies these past few years. Google it, the 
“who’s who” list will boggle one’s mind, and 
this is happening in “jaante nahin main 
kaun hoon” India. Troubled companies have 
troubled revenue growth, so we need to 
read India Inc’s revenue growth numbers 
alongside the “revenue (growth) at risk” — 
combined turnovers of companies in NCLT 
proceedings or being threatened by them. 
Harsh and persistent measures, being 
pushed by the regulator for the system to 
go after the large NPA base of Rs 10 lakh 
crores, cannot be without the collateral 
damage to corporate sentiment, leave alone 
animal spirits. Banks are also asking com¬ 
panies to de-leverage, given the banking 
regulator’s toughness on defining and dis¬ 
closing NPAs. Thinking about future invest¬ 


ment in this atmosphere is tough. So let’s 
not blame weak investment on the stub¬ 
born consumer, rather it’s the other way 
around of stubbornly-low investment cre¬ 
ating a weakened-income consumer. 

At the same time, SEBI hasn’t been 
playing nice either. Promoter-active (in 
management) listed companies dominate 
in India. SEBI activism about independent 
directors was benign compared to the new 
and proposed guidelines tightening the 
noose on disclosures of all kinds and dis¬ 
rupting a variety of time-honoured prac¬ 
tices. For example, in 2020, it will not be 
possible for dad or uncle to be the non¬ 
executive chairman of the company while 
the son or nephew finds his feet as CEO or 
MD. The atmosphere is, dare we say, demo¬ 
tivating to many and seen as needless fix¬ 
ing of what ain’t broke. Boosting consump¬ 
tion for Diwali isn’t going to remove the 
fundamental pain. 

The courts are being simultaneous spoil¬ 
ers too. Ask the real estate sector — rules, 
unchallenged for decades, of builder on top, 
are being disrupted and there are penalties 
for not adhering to promises. No surprises 
that real estate developers, used to growing 
via half-baked plans funded by customers 
money and easy loans, are not announcing 
new projects. And, being asked to pay back 
definitely dampens their animal spirits. 

What choices do we have? Grit our teeth 
and go through the clean-up with all its col¬ 
lateral damage or hold the view that dou¬ 
ble digit GDP growth has many benefits and 
even if becoming cleaner is not one of them, 
why bother, who cares. This is a set of “rock 
and hard place” choices that is not being de¬ 
bated at all. Why not? A debate may throw 
up pragmatic prescriptions of cleaning up 
in a calibrated fashion, defining a glide path 
over five years. 

This debate is not for the macro econo¬ 
mists and stock market analysts alone. It is 
also about the values we want as a society 
(the question whose India and whose soci¬ 
ety should also be addressed). The war on 
black money has added to our GDP woes. 
The black and white economy have always 
been joined at the hip and no one will dis¬

The black and 
white economy have always 
been joined at the hip and no 
one will dispute that — if the 
bad part is growing slower 
(perish the hope, it isn’t 
declining), it is dragging 
down the good part also; 
blended profit margins in 
many cases do not look as 
attractive as they did earlier.

attractive as they did earlier. Reviving the 
animal spirits in a forced declining prof¬ 
itability situation is hard. Again, do we ac¬ 
cept the Deng Xiaoping-inspired “it does¬ 
n’t matter if it is black money or white 
money as long as it is the driver of GDP” or 
should we think differently and cynically 
and say “it’s never going to go away so let’s 
use it for the larger good”. Or do we say “in 
this era of technology we have a real chance 
to cut it to size” and go forward? 

The second elephant in the room is gov¬ 
ernment policy unpredictability; what a for¬ 
eign board colleague of mine once called 
“shock and awe” regulation, and what many 
others call unguided missiles that have been 
fired first and then thought about later. So 
many weapons of mass distraction, all good 
but bad for expansion. Ask the auto indus¬ 
try. I saw a TV show with three CEOs of auto 
companies, with a combined turnover of 
well over Rs 100,000 crore, talking about the 
challenges of the sudden switch over re¬ 
quired to meet the new emission norms and 
how everyone was focused on making it 
happen, gearing for zero pipeline stocks. 
Statements emanating from the Niti Aayog, 
later downplayed by the FM on an electric- 
only 2W and 3W world, the to-ing and fro- 
ing on the GST rates, FPI tax, angel tax, and 
on several other things over the last few 
years, has lead us from policy paralysis to 
policy spooking. A public debate focusing on 
why this is happening and what the govern¬ 
ment can and must do to set policy pre¬ 
dictability and stability as one of its key ob¬ 
jectives will be helpful. 

Discussion of these may not deliver dou¬ 
ble digit growth, but they will be a real step 
in that direction And they would be cer¬ 
tainly better than telling businesses that 
their regulatory troubles are over because 
the economy needs a boost.

Why sedition law 
has lost meaning 

Various Indian courts have repeatedly ruled against 
the constitutionality of this British-era legislation 



IN A RECENT lecture, Justice Deepak Gupta, 
a sitting judge of the Supreme Court, noted 
how the provision in the Indian Penal Code 
providing for punishment for seditious 
speech is misused often than not. Justice 
Gupta wondered whether the time is ripe to 
have a relook at the law. 

Article 19( 1 )(a) of the Constitution guar¬ 
antees freedom of speech and expression, 
subject only to Article 19(2) which saves any 
law that imposes “reasonable restrictions” 
on the limited grounds of interests of the 
sovereignty and integrity of India, the secu¬ 
rity of the state, friendly relations with for¬ 
eign states, public order, decency or moral¬ 
ity or in relation to contempt of court, 
defamation etc. 

Section 124A of the IPC defines sedition 
and makes every speech or expression that 
“brings or attempts to bring into hatred or 
contempt, or excites or attempts to excite 
disaffection towards the Government es¬ 
tablished by law in India” a criminal offence 
punishable with a maximum sentence of 
life imprisonment. It is classified as “cog¬ 
nisable” — the investigation process (in¬ 
cluding the powers to arrest) can be trig¬ 
gered merely by filing an FIR, without a 
judicial authority having to take cognisance 
—and “non-bailable” — the accused cannot 
get bail as a matter of right, but is subject 
to the discretion of the sessions judge. 

The illiberal sting in Section 124A is 
somewhat taken away by an explanation to 
the provision that clarifies that mere “disap¬ 
probation of the administrative or other ac¬ 
tion of the Government without exciting or 
attempting to excite hatred, contempt or dis¬ 
affection, do not constitute an offence under 
this section,” and a long line of judicial deci¬ 
sions, including the five-judge constitutional 
bench decision of the Supreme Court in 
Kedamath v. State of Bihar (1962). The apex 
court in Kedamath read down Section 124A 
to mean that only those expressions that ei¬ 
ther intend to or have the tendency of caus¬ 
ing violence are punishable under Section 
124A. The Court reiterated the Kedamath law 
in 2016 in Common Cause v. Union of India, 
directing all authorities to scrupulously fol¬ 
low the Kedamath dictum. The SC has, how¬ 
ever, not had a chance to reopen the issue of 
constitutionality of Section 124A since 1962. 

The court in Kedamath (1962 ) did not 
have the benefit of the jurisprudence of 
fundamental rights that was established by 
the 11-judge bench decision in R C Cooper 
v. Union of India (1969) and later, reaffirmed 
in Indira Gandhi v. Raj Narain (1975), 
Maneka Gandhi v. Union of India (1978), I.R. 
Coelho v. State of Tamil Nadu (2007) and, 
more recently in Puttaswamy v. Union of 
India (2017). Each of these decisions now 
establish that fundamental rights in the 
Constitution are not to be read as isolated 
silos or as water-tight compartments, but 
are to be read as if the content of each fun¬ 
damental right animates the other. They 
tell us that the entire chapter on fundamen¬ 


tal rights has also to be read “synoptically” 
(see Indira Gandhi &IR Coelho ). The court in 
Kedamath merely tested the intent of the 
provision whether being covered under the 
exceptions to the freedom of speech under 
Article 19(2) of the Constitution; it did not, 
for instance, take into consideration the ef¬ 
fect of the right to equality (Article 14) or 
due process (Article 21). 

The conjoint reading of Articles 14,19 
and 21 (from Maneka Gandhi ), has now 
evolved the jurisprudence of testing legis¬ 
lation curtailing fundamental rights on the 
anvil of substantive and procedural reason¬ 
ableness, necessity and proportionality. The 
requirement of “necessity” in part comes 
from India having ratified in the 
International Covenant of Civil and Political 
Rights in 1976, which in its Article 19 re¬ 
quires speech-limiting state action to be 
backed by a law and to be necessary on the 
grounds of respect for rights and reputa¬ 
tions of others, national security etc. Even 
otherwise, the court in 1962 was not, and 
could not, have been alive to the consider¬ 
ation of international law and international 
conventions in interpreting India’s funda¬ 
mental rights — a practice established only 
since Jolly Varghese v. Bank of Cochin (1980). 

All these developments have now led to 
us understanding “necessity” in the context 
of state action limiting fundamental free¬ 
doms as the burden being on the state to es¬ 
tablish that such a limiting measure is “nec¬ 
essary in a democratic society” ( Modem 
Dental College v. State of Madhya Pradesh, 
2016). A rough idea of “proportionality” has 
informed the understanding of “reasonable¬ 
ness” of restrictions in Article 19 since 
Chintaman Rao v. State of M.P (1951). 
However, the understanding of necessity 
and proportionality under the Constitution 
to mean the burden being on the state to 
show that the rights-limiting measure to be 
the least restrictive of all available alterna¬ 
tives is of recent vintage (2J in Union of India 
v. Ganayutham, 1997 and more recently, 
Modem Dental, 2016). 

The Kedamath court in 1962 also did not 
examine the provision for “chilling effect” 
on speech it causes — that is, probability of 
state action causing psychological barriers 
in the free exercise of the right to free speech. 
The doctrine of chilling effect gets estab¬ 
lished even in the US only in 1967, starting 
withjustice Brennan’s dissenting opinion in 
Walker v. Birmingham. Indian judgments 
didn't use that expression until late 1980s. 

The court in Kedamath also could not 
have examined Section 124A shedding the 
presumption as to its constitutionality. It is 
only as recently as in 2018 ( Navtej Johar v. 
Union of India), that the court found that pre¬ 
constitutional legislations have no legal pre¬ 
sumption of constitutionality. Incidentally, 
that was the case in which the court re-ex¬ 
amined the constitutionality of Section 377 
of the Indian Penal Code, which, among 
other things, criminalised consensual same- 
sex acts, despite an earlier judgment having 
examined and upheld the provision. 

If there is a challenge to the provision 
today, the court will have to keep in mind all 
of these developments! The court may also 
need to examine the classification of the 
offence of sedition as cognisable and non- 
bailable and whether that aggravates the 
chilling effect.

A brave body, a probing mind 

Fit India should also mean the courage to ask tough questions 


PRIME MINISTER NARENDRA Modi is some¬ 
thing of an enigma. He radiates energy. He is 
decisive. He is an expert in springing sur¬ 
prises. He does not dodge the non-stereo- 
typical. Yet, there is every chance — going by 
what we have seen so far — that he may end 
up like all else before him. This prospect may 
not occur to the vast army of admirers and 
time-servers that surround him. But it is real 
all the same. 

No other prime minister could think of 
Clean India campaign. And no other PM has 
dreamt up Fit India like Modi has done. 
Typical of him, he did not forget to connect, 
in his eloquent inaugural speech on the sub¬ 
ject, fitness with valour (shaurya) of the mar¬ 
tial kind. A person in high office needs to be 
understood not only by what he advocates, 
but also by what he holds back. That is pre¬ 
cisely what is not being done in connection 
with Modi. There is a genuine fear that such 
a thing could sound heretical. Yet, there are 
times when heresy becomes more vital for 
truth than orthodoxy. The world has pro¬ 
gressed more though heretics than through 
blind believers and sycophants. 

Modi did speak of physical and martial 
bravery, which has its place in the life of a na¬ 
tion. He did not, however, speak about moral 
bravery, which is even more quintessential^ 
human than the courage to wield the sword or 
exterminate enemies. Bravery of this sort has 
universally been held as the essence of the in-

telligentsia. Mere intelligence, even an astro¬ 
nomical amount of it, will not make a person 
or group of persons belong to the intelli¬ 
gentsia. The hallmark of the intelligentsia is 
moral courage. A country is better served by 
the intelligentsia of this kind than by the most 
advanced and well-trained army possible. The 
army may guard a country against external 
aggression, but it is irrelevant to the character 
and creative greatness of a people. This is not 
to argue that cowardice is a blessing. But we 
need to insist that bravery is a far wider con¬ 
cept, and that, if taken only in part, it could get 
distorted and prove counterproductive. 

How can we create Fit India, the PM 
needs to ask, if we do not pay at least equal 
attention to developing an intellectual cul¬ 
ture? Medical sciences aver that physical fit¬ 
ness is incomplete without mental and in¬ 
tellectual fitness. Mental unfitness is the 
main cause for tragic health conditions. We 
are familiar with the pathological conditions 
that come into being due to mental stress 
and intellectual trauma. We also know that 
lack of proper intellectual and imaginative 
development is the main reason why a soci¬ 
ety sinks into crime and corruption. 

In the 1960s, Lyndon Baines Johnson, the 
36th president of the USA, set for himself the 
task of re-inventing America as a “great so¬ 
ciety”. He meant well. But he was mistaken 
about what it involved. Greatness is an at¬ 
tribute of the human spirit, not of the phys¬ 


ical, material dimensions of acquisitions and 
achievements. It did not take long for 
President Johnson’s dream to degenerate 
into the nightmare of a crime-ridden soci¬ 
ety, the convulsions of which continue to be 
felt in the mass shootings that are becoming 
frequent in that country. In its foreign policy, 
America continues with its muscle-flexing 
— even after the Vietnam fiasco and the 
Middle East tragedy. 

For Modi to speak with clarity and con¬ 
sistency on Fit India in a holistic sense, he 
needs to clarify for himself his stand on free¬ 
dom of thought and expression. Not even a 
high school student can miss the blatant con¬ 
tradiction between the fanfare about Fit India 
and the growing milieu of intolerance to¬ 
wards intellectual freedom and liberty of 
conscience. You cannot criminalise intellec¬ 
tuals as Urban Naxals or surround outstand¬ 
ing academics like Romila Thappar with the 
miasma of hostility and move an inch to¬ 
wards creating Fit India, unless fitness is as¬ 
sumed to be relevant to only the body. The 
monstrous mixture of a brave body and a 
cowardly mind is unlikely to be an asset to 
the New India that Modi believes he is des¬ 
tined to erect. 

Underlying much of Modi’s advocacies is 
the assumption that human beings are mere 
bodies. This view entertains the naive idea 
that human beings can be made to be brave 
or cowardly at will, depending on what is ex¬ 


pedient to the state. Intellectual brilliance, 
for instance, is laudable if it limits itself to 
landing a module on the moon, or to devis¬ 
ing ways and means for pushing the GDP 
higher without hurting the interests of the 
corporates and the socio-economic elite. But 
intellectual vigour as a means for enriching 
national character or as a catalyst in strength¬ 
ening national character is un-welcome and 
anti-national. This is indefensible. 

If courage or bravery is a value, we 
should be willing to welcome it in all its 
manifestations — physical, mental and spir¬ 
itual. It is the spiritual dimension of courage 
that is most under-valued today. Spiritual 
courage involves the duty to speak truth to 
power and to resist agents and structures 
of injustice. It would raise, for example, the 
obvious and pressing questions: “Are the 
people of Kashmir too included in this 
vision for Fit India? If so, why are they kept 
in a state of seemingly interminable all¬ 
round disability?” 

The willingness to ask such inconvenient 
questions — no less than organising public 
drills to boost physical fitness — should be 
deemed fundamental to creating Fit India. 
Only then would Modi’s agenda stand a rea¬ 
sonable chance of fulfillment, which I hope 
earnestly it does.

Hong Kong leader promises focus on 
jobs, housing as protests continue

Hong Kong pro-democracy pro¬ 
testers took to the hills to form 
flashlight-carrying human 
chains on Friday, using the 
colourful Mid-Autumn Festival 
as a backdrop to the latest in 
more than three months of 
sometimes violent unrest. 

The peaceful protests, on a 
day when families traditionally 
gather to gaze at the moon and 
eat mooncakes while children 
swing colourful lanterns from 
the end of sticks, came after 
Hong Kong leader Carrie Lam 
promised to focus on housing 
and jobs to try to end the turmoil. 

Lam, who said she caused 
“unforgivable havoc” by igniting 
the crisis and would quit if she 
had the choice, said in a Facebook 
post her government would in¬ 
crease the supply of housing in 
the Chinese-ruled city. 

“Housing and people’s liveli¬ 
hoods are the main priorities,” 
Lam said. “The government will 
add to housing supply measures 
which will be continuously put 


in place and not missed.” 

Sun Hung Kai Properties, 
which reported its earnings on 
Thursday, said the current un¬ 
rest was a wake-up call to both 
the government and private 
companies to build more hous¬ 
ing. Financial Secretary Paul 
Chan told reporters a new va¬ 
cancy tax aims to push devel¬ 
opers to launch completed 
apartments on to the market as 
soon as possible. 

As darkness fell on Friday 
night, protesters armed with 


flashlights, mobile phones and 
lanterns gathered at Victoria 
Peak and Lion Rock. 

They lined the path running 
along the north face of the Peak, 
looking across the harbour to 
Lion Rock in the distance, with 
mainland China beyond. 

Protesters gathered in their 
hundreds across the territory, 
singing and chanting, in contrast 
to the violence of many previous 
weekends when police have re¬ 
sponded with tear gas, rubber 
bullets and water cannon. 


“Today, there’s not many 
here because we have an event 
in every district, and because this 
area is not a residential area, it’s 
a working area full of offices,” 
said protester Jason Liu in the 
Admiralty district of govern¬ 
ment offices and hotels. 

The spark for protests was a 
now-withdrawn extradition bill 
and concerns that Beijing is 
eroding civil liberties, but many 
young protesters are also angry 
at sky-high living costs and a lack 
of job prospects. REUTERS

Rough shape exists 
for Brexit deal, says 
Boris, ahead of meet 
with EU president 

Irish PM plays down chances, says

BRITISH PRIME Minister Boris 
Johnson said Friday there was “the 
rough shape of a deal to be done” 
over Brexit as he prepared to meet 
European Commission President 
Jean-ClaudeJuncker in a renewed 
push to reach an agreement. 

But Irish Prime Minister Leo 
Varadkar played down the 
prospects, saying the gap between 
Britain and the EU remained “very 
wide” and he doubted Johnson 
could make the compromises 
needed to get a deal and have it 
ratified by UK lawmakers. 

With just seven weeks until 
Britain is due to leave the EU, 
Johnson will travel to 
Luxembourg on Monday for his 
first meeting with Juncker as he 
seeks to reneogitate the exit deal 
his predecessor Theresa May 
reached with the bloc. 

“We are working incredibly 
hard to get a deal. There is the 
rough shape of a deal to be done,” 
Johnson said at a convention of 
local politicians in northern 
England, during which he was 
heckled by a protestor for a deci¬ 
sion to suspend parliament for 
more than a month as the Brexit 
deadline rapidly approaches. 

Doubt over Brexit has cre¬ 
ated Britain’s biggest political 
crisis in decades. Johnson’s op¬ 
ponents say he has no real 
prospect of reaching an agree¬ 
ment with the EU on terms of 
Britain’s exit from the bloc, and 
was instead steering the coun¬ 
try on a course to crash out with¬ 
out an agreement. 

The prime minister says he 
does want a deal but needs a 
credible threat to leave without 
one if he is to persuade the EU to 
compromise. 


Speaker vows 
to thwart PM 
over Brexit law 

London: Britain’s parlia¬ 
mentary speaker has 
warned Prime Minister 
Boris Johnson not to dis¬ 
obey the law by refusing 
to ask for a Brexit delay 
and vowed to thwart any 
attempt to circumvent 
legislation. 

The speaker of 
Britain’s House of 
Commons John Bercow 
said disobeying the law 
“would be the most terri¬ 
ble example to set to the 
rest of society”, according 
to Britain’s Press 
Association news agency. 

In a speech in London 
on Thursday, Bercow 
warned if the govern¬ 
ment comes close to do¬ 
ing so, parliament “would 
want to cut off such a pos- 
sibility and do so force¬ 
fully”. “If that demands 
additional procedural 
creativity in order to 
come to pass, it is a racing 
certainty that this will 
happen, and that neither 
the limitations of the ex¬ 
isting rule book nor the 
ticking of the clock will 
stop it doing so”. PTI

US destroyer sails in South China Sea 


Google to promote original news reporting

A US Navy destroyer sailed near 
islands claimed by China in the 
South China Sea on Friday, the 
US military said, angering 
Beijing, which said the ship had 
entered Chinese territorial wa¬ 
ters without permission. 

The waterway is one of a 
growing number of flashpoints in 
US-Chinese ties, which include an 
escalating trade war, American 
sanctions on China’s military and 


US relations with Taiwan. 

Commander Reann 
Mommsen, a spokeswoman for 
the US Navy’s Seventh Fleet, told 
Reuters that the destroyer 
Wayne E Meyer challenged ter¬ 
ritorial claims in the operation, 
including what she described as 
excessive Chinese claims 
around the Paracel Islands, 
which are also claimed by 
Taiwan and Vietnam. 

“...China has attempted to 
claim more internal waters, ter¬ 
ritorial sea, exclusive economic 
zone, and continental shelf than 


it is entitled under international 
law,” Mommsen said. 

The People’s Liberation 
Army’s Southern Theater 
Command said in a statement 
that the Wayne E Meyer had en¬ 
tered waters near the Paracels 
without the permission of the 
Chinese government 

Chinese forces were mobi¬ 
lized to monitor the ship and 
warn it to leave, the statement 
said, adding the United States 
was harming China’s sovereign 
rights with its repeated patrols 
in the South China Sea.

The world’s largest search en- 
gine has come under criticism 
from media outlets, mainly be¬ 
cause of its algorithms — a set of 
instructions followed by comput¬ 
ers —that newspapers have often 
blamed for plumenting online 
traffic and the industry’s decline. 


AMID CRITICISM 


THE CHANGE comes as 
Google continues to face 
criticism for its impact on 
news media. Many say the 
tech giant’s algorithms — 
which remain a source 
of mysterious frustration 
for anyone outside Google 
— reward clickbait, and 
allow investigative and 
original stories to disappear 


Google’s vice president of 
news Richard Gingras said stories 
that were critically important and 
labor intensive — requiring expe¬ 
rienced investigative skills, forex- 
ample —would be promoted. 

Articles that demonstrated 
“original, in-depth and investiga¬ 
tive reporting,” would be given 
the highest possible rating by re¬ 
viewers, he wrote on Thursday. 

These reviewers — roughly 
10,000 people whose feedback 
contributes to Google’s algo¬ 
rithm — will also determine the 
publisher’s overall reputation for 


original reporting, promoting 
outlets that have been awarded 
Pulitzer Prizes, for example. 

It remains to be seen how 
such changes will affect news 
outlets, especially smaller online 
sites and local newspapers. 

And as noted by the technol¬ 
ogy website TechCrunch, it is 
hard to define exactly what orig- 
inal reporting is: many online 
outlets build on ‘scoops’ or ex¬ 
clusives with their own original 
information, a complexity an al¬ 
gorithm may have a hard time 
picking through. 


A Pregnant Woman After Leaving Kabul: ‘No One Takes Care Of You There Even If You Die’ 


At a maternity centre near Afghan war zone, 20 births in one day

ANABAH, SEPTEMBER 13 

HE WAS a few minutes old; a 
fussy, wriggling baby in a heated 
bassinet. He let out a squawk 
when a neonatal nurse plunged 
a vitamin K injection into his 
thigh. 

The 6-pound boy — the 
nurses called him Aqila, his 
mother’s name — was the 20th 
baby delivered over the course 
of 24 hours at the Anabah 
Maternity Center, perched on a 
rocky hillside in the Panjshir 
Valley in northern Afghanistan. 

In a country with one of the 


world’s worst health care sys¬ 
tems, the center provides safe, 
modern care to thousands of 
Afghan women. More than 7,500 
babies were delivered there last 
year — at least 600 every month. 

The center, guided by a 
mostly female 14-member in¬ 
ternational team, is staffed by 
Afghan women — from pediatri¬ 
cians, nurses and midwives to 
cleaners and assistants. Few men 
in Afghanistan’s harsh, patriar¬ 
chal society will allow their 
wives or daughters to be exam¬ 
ined by a male doctor. 

And in a country where peo¬ 
ple die every day from suicide 
bombers or roadside bombs, a 
new life begins almost every 


hour inside the center’s sunlit 
wards. 

Women, most of them poor, 
travel for miles over rough roads 
through treacherous territory to 
give birth at the center. Many 
have abandoned government or 
private clinics, where patients of¬ 
ten have to pay up front or pro¬ 
vide their own medicine and 
food. 

Others are drawn by the free 
care and open-door policy of the 
center, run by Italian charity 
Emergency. And many say they 
prefer to be treated by women. 

Eman Youszai, 26, pregnant 
with her first child, had been 
driven three hours to the center. 
Lying on a bed in an observation 



room, she said she had left a ma- ital, because “no one takes care 

temity hospital in Kabul, the cap- of you there even if you die.” 


She added, “This is my first 
child, and I can’t take a risk.” 

Gullalia, 20, who goes by one 
name, said she had lost two ba¬ 
bies late in pregnancy. Now eight 
months pregnant, she said the 
treatment she received at a 
Kabul hospital didn’t stop her 
bleeding after her water broke. 

A doctor suggested the 
Anabah center, where doctors 
stopped the bleeding. Gullalia, 
who also traveled three hours to 
be there, said she planned to de¬ 
liver her baby at the center. 

“The doctors here take every 
patient seriously,” Gullalia said 
inside a maternity ward. “The 
baby’s life and the mother’s life 
matter to them.” 


But even after delivering 
53,000 babies since it opened in 
2003 and expanded in 2016, the 
center has only begun to meet 
the critical health care needs of 
a population mired in poverty 
and traumatized by four decades 
of war. The compound includes 
a surgical hospital and pediatric 
center, with 18 small clinics 
spread across the province. 

A quarter of newborns have 
low birth weights, and a quarter 
of children younger than 5 are 
underweight. Forty percent of 
women of reproductive age suf¬ 
fer from anemia. This year, the 
WHO estimated that 1.9 million 
Afghans needed emergency 
health care because of armed 


conflict, natural disasters and a 
dearth of basic services. 

In this bleak landscape, the 
Anabah center is a welcome out¬ 
post. Throughout the day, preg¬ 
nant women arrived at the hos¬ 
pital’s security gates, transported 
in private cars, taxis and ambu¬ 
lances along a twisting moun¬ 
tain road that skirts the river. 

In the neonatal ward, new¬ 
borns gurgled in the arms of 
their mothers, who wore bright 
red headscarves that stood out 
against the whitewashed walls. 
From the delivery room came an 
announcement that brought 
smiles to the faces of the nurses 
and midwives: Another baby 
had just been born. NYT

737 MAX to fly 
again in India 
only after DGCA 
gives clean chit

INDIA’S AVIATION safety reg¬ 
ulator will conduct its own val¬ 
idation tests of the grounded 
Boeing 737 MAX aircraft be¬ 
fore it is given a clean chit to 
operate in the country’s skies, 
a senior official told The Indian 
Express. Arun Kumar, Director 
General of DGCA, pointed out 
that while it was still early days 
to spell out India’s plan of ac¬ 
tion, an independent valida¬ 
tion will be done to ensure all 
safety parameters are met. 

Currently, Spicejet - one of 
the world’s biggest customers 
for 737 MAX 8 aircraft with 
155 on order - has taken de¬ 
livery of 13 such planes so far, 
all of which are grounded. 

“We wish to do our due 
diligence to ensure complete 
safety of passengers when the 
aircraft eventually returns to 
operation. All pilots flying this 
aircraft will have to train on the 
simulator before flying the 
plane on an operational flight,” 
Kumar said. 

Earlier this month, the 
European Aviation Safety 
Agency (EASA) indicated that 
it would also conduct its own 
flight tests before clearing the 
aircraft, which saw two fatal 
accidents in a span of five 
months, killing a total of 346 
people on board. EASA has re¬ 
portedly laid down certain pa¬ 
rameters for the aircraft to ful¬ 
fill, upon which it will approve 
the plane for flight in the 
European Union. 

Last month, Kumar told re¬ 
porters that India will take a 
“conservative” approach in 
lifting the flying ban on the 737 
MAX. “The Boeing 737 MAX 
aircraft has done more than 
800 hours of test flight since it 
was grounded,” he had said. 


Officials indicated that the 
contours of India’s plan per¬ 
taining to 737 MAX will be 
clearer once the model is re¬ 
certified by the US Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA), 
adding that Boeing was likely 
to approach the US watchdog 
for re-certification by October. 

Any new aircraft or engine 
model is certified by the regu¬ 
lator of the country where the 
product has been manufac¬ 
tured - in this case the United 
States. “Therefore, it is impor¬ 
tant to wait for FAA to re-cer¬ 
tify the aircraft,” an official said. 

In March, India had 
grounded the aircraft model 
“until appropriate modifica¬ 
tions and safety measures are 
undertaken to ensure their 
safe operations”. Notably, 
India’s move had come shortly 
after EASA announced sus¬ 
pension of flight operations of 
Boeing’s flagship narrowbody 
aircraft across Europe. 

While officials of the 
Directorate General of Civil 
Aviation (DGCA) did not spec¬ 
ify a timeline for the return of 
the 737 MAX, Spicejet had ini¬ 
tially expected it to come back 
into service byJuly-August, ac¬ 
cording to its understanding 
with Boeing. 

However, now it expects 
the plane to be back by end of 
this calendar year. 

According to some reports, 
Boeing expects the global ban 
on the aircraft to be lifted in 
phases across the world, with 
various regulators clearing the 
plane to fly gradually. 

As per an AFP report, 
Boeing chief executive officer 
Dennis Muilenburg said the 
company was still working 
through a number of ques¬ 
tions with the FAA and other 
aviation watchdogs but that 
supported the manufacturers 
timeline for an early fourth 
quarter return to service.

Regulation of non-personal data: 
MeitY sets up new committee

GIVEN THAT the draft bill on per¬ 
sonal data protection kept non¬ 
personal data out of its purview, 
the government is looking atways 
to regulate such category of data 
that includes community data 
and anonymised data. To this ef¬ 
fect, the Ministry of Electronics 
and Information Technology 
(MeitY) has set up a committee— 
headed by Infosys co-founder Kris 
Gopalakrishnan — to work on a 
data governance framework and 
suggest ways to regulate non-per¬ 
sonal data. 

Recommendations of a com¬ 
mittee under Justice BN 
Srikrishna, which had submitted 
its report and a draft Personal Data 
Protection Bill in July 2018, per¬ 
tained to a personal data protec¬ 
tion law, whereas the latest exer¬ 
cise by MeitY aims to look at 
non-personal data.

Notably, even as the recom¬ 
mendations of the Srikrishna 
committee took cognisance of 
non-personal data, the draft 


Personal Data Protection Bill sub¬ 
mitted by the panel excluded 
anonymised data from purview 
of the draft law. 

In light of this, the newly- 
formed committee under 
Gopalakrishnan is also expected 
to look at the role of the proposed 
Data Protection Authority, and 
whether non-personal data will 
also be regulated by it. 

“The (Justice Srikrishna) 
Committee also took cognisance 
of community data as relating to a 
group dimension of privacy and 
an extension of data protection 
framework. Such data that has 
been sourced from multiple indi¬ 
viduals is akin to a common natu¬ 
ral resource where ownership is 
difficult to ascertain due to its dif¬ 
fused nature across several indi¬ 
vidual entities,” the Centre said 
Friday. 

Elaborating further on com¬ 
munity data, the committee ar¬ 
gued that “degree of involvement 
of larger community in building 
the body of data” challenges the 
notion of “individual control over 
personal data”, the Ministry said 
in its order.

Aug merchandise exports fall 6.05%; trade deficit narrows

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER13 

INDIA’S MERCHANDISE exports 
dropped over 6 per cent to $26.13 
billion in August from the same 
month in 2018 due to a drop in 
shipments of petroleum, gems 
and jewellery, engineering goods, 
textile, chemicals and rice, 
showed data released by the 
Commerce Ministry on Friday. In 
August 2018, the country had ex¬ 
ported goods worth $27.81 billion. 

India’s goods trade deficit for 
August narrowed nearly 25 per 
cent to $13.45 billion from $17.92 
billion in the same period lastyear. 
The country’s merchandise im-

ports also dropped 13.45 per cent 
to $39.58 billion last month from 
$45.73 billion in August 2018. 

Exports of meat, dairy and 
poultry products saw the highest 
fall, dropping nearly 28 per cent to 
$293.28 billion from $407.24 bil¬ 
lion in the year-ago period. 

Shipments of petroleum prod¬ 
ucts, now $3.32 billion, declined 
10.73 per cent from $3.71 billion, 
while plastic and linoleum prod¬ 
ucts saw 16.94 per cent decrease 


in exports to $645.29 million in 
August from $776.91 million in 
the same month last year. 

Engineering goods exports de¬ 
clined 9.35 per cent to $6.55 bil¬ 
lion from $7.23 billion in August 
last year, while organic chemicals, 
too experienced an over 9 per cent 
drop in shipments last month. 
Gems and jewellery shipments 
dropped 3.54 per cent to $3.21 bil¬ 
lion from $3.33 billion, while 
drugs and pharmaceuticals ex¬ 


ports declined 0.19 per cent to 
$1.68 billion last month. 

Exports of products like cotton 
yam, fabrics and hand loom prod¬ 
ucts dropped 22.41 per cent to 
$832.13 million from around $1.07 
billion, while man-made yam and 
fabrics dropped around 13.56 per 
cent to $397.22 million from 
$459.55 million. Rice exports also 
declined 23.95 per cent to $415.12 
million last month from $545.85 
million in August 2018. 

However, exports of products 
like iron ore, electronic goods, 
spices, marine products and mica, 
coal and other ores and minerals 
grew in August, with iron ore ship¬ 
ments experiencing the largest 
growth — over 350 per cent — to 


$282.08 million from $61.77 mil¬ 
lion. Electronic goods exports 
grew 45.89 per cent to $1.02 bil¬ 
lion from $699.13 million. 

India is estimated to have re¬ 
duced its overall merchandise and 
services trade deficit by around 20 
per cent to $40.89 billion between 
April and August 2019, compared 
to $51.13 billion during the same 
period in 2018. 

“Such a contraction in exports 
is a reflection of uncertainties, 
sluggish global demand and ris¬ 
ing tariff war,” said Federation of 
Indian Export Organisations pres¬ 
ident Sharad Kumar Saraf. “The 
softening of cmde, steel and other 
commodities prices also pulled 
down exports,” he said. 


‘Faceless’ tax filing: E-assessment scheme notified

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER13 

ROLLING OUT its Budget an¬ 
nouncement, the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes (CBDT) has notified 
the ‘e-assessment scheme’ to fa¬ 
cilitate faceless assessment of in¬ 
come-tax returns through com¬ 
pletely electronic communication 
between tax officials and taxpay¬ 
ers. In case of a modification, an 
opportunity for a personal hear¬ 
ing will be provided to the tax¬ 
payer and such hearing shall be 
conducted “exclusively through 
video conferencing”, the notifica¬ 
tion, released on Thursday, said. 

Under the scheme, it is pro¬ 
posed that an “automated alloca¬ 
tion system” will use an algorithm 
for randomised allocation of cases 
by using technological tools, in¬ 
cluding artificial intelligence and 
machine learning. The scheme 
has proposed creation of a na¬ 
tional e-assessment centre, which 
will serve notices to assessees 
specifying issues for selection of 
their case for assessment and after 
a response is received from them 
within 15 days, the centre will al- 



Aimed to be a

THE E-ASSESSMENT scheme, termed as a “paradigm shift” 
by the Finance Minister, will eliminate personal contact 
between taxpayers and tax officials in scrutiny of 
assessments. The move is aimed at eliminating “certain 
undesirable practices on the part of tax officials”, as stated by 
the FM in her Budget speech. 

However, tax experts pointed out that multiple nodal 
bodies could make the scheme complex for common 
taxpayers to understand. In addition, the appeals 
mechanism will continue to have personal representation.

“A person shall not be required

der this scheme,” the CBDT said. 


Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman had announced the 
proposal in her Budget speech, 
calling it “a paradigm shift”. She 
had said the system of scrutiny as¬ 
sessments in the I-T Department 
involves a high level of personal 
interaction between the taxpayer 
and the department, leading to 
“certain undesirable practices on 
the part of tax officials”. 

“... a scheme of faceless assess¬ 


ment in electronic mode involv¬ 
ing no human interface is being 
launched this year in a phased 
manner. To start with, such e-as- 
sessments shall be carried out in 
cases requiring verification of cer¬ 
tain specified transactions or dis¬ 
crepancies,” she had said. 

The new e-assessment regime 
will be voluntary and taxpayers 
can take a call on whether to con¬ 
duct their dealings over the e-sys- 
tem or through the existing pro¬ 
cedure of manual submission of 
documents by visiting the tax of¬ 
fice. Once taxpayers register 
themselves on the official I-T web 
portal, they will get a confirma¬ 
tion through a text message as 
well as an e-mail. The functional¬ 
ity to conduct the e-proceedings 
would be available for all types of 
notices, questionnaires and letters 
issued under various sections of 
the I-T Act, the CBDT said. 

Experts said that though the 
move will help reduce personal 
contact between taxpayer and ad¬ 
ministration during scrutiny as¬ 
sessment, appeal process would 
still involve personal representa¬ 
tion. “It’s a welcome move and the 
process has been significantly 


thought through. Naturally, in an 
initiative of this kind the process 
will evolve and get refined over a 
period of time,” Frank D’Souza, 
partner and leader—Corporate & 
International Tax, PwC India, said. 

“With the advent of technol¬ 
ogy, gradually taxpayers have got¬ 
ten used to e-filing of income tax 
return. Though aimed at easing 
the process of assessment for tax- 
payers, multiple nodal bodies 
such as national e-assessment 
centres along with regional cen¬ 
tres and assessment, verification, 
technical and review units, set up 
to facilitate e-assessments could 
initially make the scheme and 
procedures complicated for a 
common taxpayer to compre¬ 
hend ... post completion of 
scmtiny assessments under elec¬ 
tronic mode, appeal mechanism 
would continue to be done 
through personal representation 
or appointed counsel. 

“Some aspects like assess¬ 
ment years to which the scheme 
would be made applicable, CBDTs 
risk management strategy, etc 
need to be clarified...,” Nangia 
Advisors (Andersen Global) direc¬ 
tor Sandeep Jhunjhunwala said.

Replace interest 
subvention scheme 
with DBT, avoid loan 
waivers: RBI panel

THE RESERVE Bank of India’s 
Internal Working Group (IWG) 
to review agricultural credit has 
proposed a host of steps, includ¬ 
ing replacing interest subvention 
scheme with Direct Benefit 
Transfer (DBT) and crop loans 
only through kisan credit card 
(KCC) mode to boost and im¬ 
prove the reach of institutional 
credit even, as it asked the cen¬ 
tral and State governments to 
avoid loan waivers. 

The IWG, headed by RBI 
Deputy Governor MKJain, recom¬ 
mended that the interest subven¬ 
tion scheme be replaced with DBT 
to targeted beneficiaries, i.e. small 
and marginal farmers, tenant 
farmers, sharecroppers, oral 
lessees and landless labourers as 
individual borrowers or through 
SHG/JLG model with overall limit 
of Rs 3 lakh per individual farmer. 

It said there is a need to ad¬ 
dress the issue of sanctioning of 
agricultural loans against gold as 
collateral. At present, such loans 
are not separately flagged in core 
banking solution (CBS) platform 
of banks. “Hence, banks should 
develop an MIS (management in¬ 
formation system) to flag agricul¬ 
tural loans sanctioned against 
gold as collateral in CBS in order to 
segregate such loans for effective 
monitoring of end use of funds.” 

In order to curb the mis-utili- 
sation of interest subsidy, banks 
should provide crop loans, eligi¬ 
ble for interest subvention, only 
through KCC mode, it added. 
“Banks should be allowed to give 
consumption loans to farmers up 
to a sanctioned limit of Rs 1 lakh 
under priority sector lending 
(PSL), provided banks are able to 
obtain collateral security and are 
satisfied with their repayment ca¬ 
pacity based on the cash flows of 
the borrowers,” the IWG said. 

The government should set up 
a federal institution, on the lines 
of GST Council, having participa¬ 
tion from both the Centre as well 
as the states to suggest and imple¬ 
ment reforms in the field of agri¬ 
culture, the RBI group further said. 

The Jain panel stated that the 
central and state governments 
should undertake a holistic review 
of the agricultural policies and 
their implementation, as well as 
evaluate the effectiveness of cur¬ 
rent subsidy policies with regard 
to agri inputs and credit in a man¬ 
ner which will improve the over¬ 
all viability of agriculture in a sus¬ 
tainable manner. “Loan waivers 
should be avoided,” it said. 

As per 2019 data, the number 
of operative KCCs is approxi¬ 
mately 66.2 million and as per 
Agriculture Census 2015-16, the

number of land holdings were ap¬ 
proximately 145 million, which 
implies that only 45 per cent of 
farmers possessed operative KCCs. 
However, there may be farmers 
with multiple KCCs and the actual 
coverage may be lower. 

The panel said the Centre, with 
the help of state governments, 
should develop a centralised data¬ 
base capturing details related to 
crops cultivated, cropping pattern, 
output, sown/irrigated area, 
health of soil, natural calamity, etc. 
“Besides, farmer-wise details like 
identity, land records, loan availed, 
subsidy given, insurance and de¬ 
tails of crop cultivated, etc. should 
also be captured.” 

It added that the central and 
state governments should set up a 
credit guarantee fund for the agri¬ 
culture sector, on the lines of credit 
guarantee schemes implemented 
in the MSME sector. “At present, 
there is no database of the Indian 
agriculture sector due to which 
the planning/ policy formulation 
lacks effectiveness and is difficult 
to monitor,” it said. 

Among other measures to im¬ 
prove the reach of institutional 
credit, the IWG said the Centre 
should push state governments to 
complete the digitisation process 
and update land records in a time 
bound manner. “State govern¬ 
ments should give access to banks 
to digitised land records in order 
to verify land title and create 
charge online. In such states, 
banks should not insist on sub¬ 
mission of land title documents.” 

It recommended that states 
having a highly restrictive legal 
framework should be encouraged 
to reform their legal framework 
on the basis of Model Land 
Leasing Act proposed by NITI 
Aayog/ Land Licensed Cultivators’ 
Act, 2011 of the state of Andhra 
Pradesh so that formal lending to 
tenant farmers can improve. 

“Aggressive efforts are needed 
to improve institutional credit de¬ 
livery through technology driven 
solutions to reduce the extent of 
financial exclusion of agricultural 
households,” it said. 


‘NPAs rose in states that 
announced loan waivers’

THE RBI’S IWG to review agricul¬ 
tural credit has said non-per¬ 
forming assets (NPAs) level rose 
for all states that announced 
farm loan waiver programme in 
2017-18 and 2018-19. On the 
other hand, almost all other 
states (with the exception of 
Bihar, Odisha and Haryana) have 
shown either no material change 
in their NPA level or have actu¬ 
ally registered a decline between 
2016-17 and 2017-18. Taken to¬ 


gether, this could be indicative of 
the presence of moral hazard, 
with borrowers defaulting 
strategically in anticipation of 
loanwaiver.it said. 

It said in Maharashtra, 
Karnataka, Uttar Pradesh, Punjab 
and Bihar, the share of NPAs is 
higher than the share of out¬ 
standing in 2017-18, implying a 
higher incidence of NPA in these 
states. At the other end of the 
spectrum are states of Tamil 
Nadu, Kerala, Andhra Pradesh 
and Nagaland that exhibit lower 
NPA than the national average, 
the panel said. 


‘On tap’ licence regime: RBI proposes 
{200 cr capital for small finance banks

THE RESERVE Bank of India (RBI) 
on Friday proposed a minimum 
equity capital of Rs200 crore to set 
up a small finance bank(SFB) un¬ 
der the ‘on tap’ licence regime to 
provide saving vehicles for “the 
unserved and underserved sec¬ 
tions of the population and sup¬ 
ply credit to small units and small 
and marginal farmers”. 

Unveiling the draft guidelines 
for ‘on tap’ licensing of SFBs in the 
private sector, the RBI said individ¬ 


uals and professionals with 10 
years experience in banking, ex¬ 
isting non-banking financial com¬ 
panies (NBFCs), micro finance in¬ 
stitutions (MFIs)and local area 
banks in the private sector, which 
are controlled by residents, can 
opt for conversion into SFBs. 

It further said proposals from 
public sector entities and large in¬ 
dustrial houses, business groups 
and autonomous boards/bodies 
will not be entertained. 

An SFB is primarily set up to 
undertake basic banking activities 
of acceptance of deposits and 
lending to unserved and under¬ 


served sections, including small 
business units, small and marginal 
farmers, micro and small indus¬ 
tries, and unorganised sector en¬ 
tities. The objectives of setting up 
of SFBs is to further financial in¬ 
clusion and supply of credit 
“through high technology-low 
cost operations,” the draft said. 

“The minimum paid-up vot¬ 
ing equity capital for small finance 
banks shall be Rs 200 crore, except 
for such small finance banks 
which are converted from UCBs,” 
said the draft on which the central 
bank has sought comments from 
the stakeholders by October 12.

M&M extends plant shutdown by 3 days

WITH RETAIL sales not picking 
up, Mahindra & Mahindra 
(M&M) has extended its plant 
shutdown period by three days 
as demand remains weak and 
inventory at dealers is still higher 
than normal. 

The company had last month 
announced it would keep its 
plants shut for 8 to 14 days in the 
July-September quarter. 

In a stock exchange filing, the 
Mumbai-based automaker said 
its automotive sector plants will 
be shut for an additional three 
days, while the farm equipment 
manufacturing plants will be 
shut for one-three days. This is 


the second consecutive quarter 
in which M&M will be trimming 
production, following no pro¬ 
duction days for up to 13 days in 
April-June. 

The announcement comes 
days after managing director 
Pawan Goenka warned of job 
losses if demand does not revive 
immediately. 

“My worry is that if the in¬ 
dustry does not turn back on a 
positive growth for the remain¬ 
ing part of the months this fiscal 
year, you may see more layoffs,” 
Goenka had said. 

He had stressed that a GST 
cut before the festive season will 
help in revival of demand. 

Retail sales continue to be in 
the slow lane, leaving dealers 
saddled with high inventory, 
while company stockyards are 


also short of space. This has re¬ 
duced dealers’ ability to take fur¬ 
ther stock, prompting manufac¬ 
turers to shut down plant and 
cut production. 

Earlier this month, Maruti 
Suzuki India announced it will 
shut down operations at its 
Gurgaon and Manesar plants for 
two days — September 7 and 9 
— following a 36 per cent year- 
on-year decline in despatches, 
which was the 10th consecutive 
month of decline. 

Separately, Tata Motors said 
it will continue block closures at 
its Pune plant in the first week of 
September. 

In the April-June quarter too, 
Maruti Suzuki, Toyota, Honda 
Cars India and Tata Motors had 
cut production by 7-18 per cent 
year-on-year. FE

THE STATE governments’ goods 
and services tax (GST) revenue 
shortfall may continue to be com¬ 
pensated till financial year2024- 
25, i.e. for three more years after 
fiscal 2021 -22, the final year pre¬ 
scribed under the law. 

However, for the post-FY22 
period, the ‘shortfall’ would be es¬ 
timated taking into account the 
fact that GST revenue buoyancy 
has been lower than expected. 

This means the annual 
growth rate to be assured for 
states will be lower than the cur¬ 
rent 14 per cent, for the post-FY22 
period. 

This view seems to have 
emerged in the 15th Finance 
Commission which analysed the 
pros and cons of the compensa¬ 
tion mechanism, including the 
“moral hazard” of guaranteeing 
certain revenue growth for states. 
A final decision, of course, will be 
taken by the GST Council, with 
which the Commission will con¬ 
verse at the former’s Goa meet¬ 
ing on September 20. Meanwhile, 
addressing a group of journalists 
here on Friday, Finance 
Commission chairman NK Singh 
hinted at a balanced approach 
when it comes to deciding how 
the states’ share of the divisible 
pool of taxes would be distributed 
among them. FE

Seeking an obesity cure, researchers 

turn to gut microbiome 

The link between the gut and metabolic disease is a growing area of obesity research 



From energy fuel to 
iron source, this fruit 
can play many roles, 
but watch out if 
you are a diabetic 



DATES GO back to 6,000 BC. They were 
cultivated in prehistoric Egypt and later, 
Arabs spread them around the world. 
They are rich in carbohydrates and low 
on fats and proteins. High on dietary fi¬ 
bre and minerals, dates are a useful 
source of energy—ten pitted dates pro¬ 
vide about 230 kilocalories. 

They make a useful fuel especially 
for sportsmen and those engaging in 
heavy physical labour. Usually, the 
sugar content in dates can be up to 70 
percent. 

Carbohydrates in dates are invert 
sugars (fructose and glucose), the kind 
of sugar found in honey. This sugar 
helps in keeping the fruit moist and pre¬ 
vents crystal formation. 

The soft dates are high on invert 
sugars; however,dry dates have a high 
content of sucrose. 

Dates have a high percentage of di¬ 
etary fibre (approximately 10 per cent) 
depending on the variety and degree of 
ripeness. Insoluble dietary fibre is the 
major fraction of dietary fibre in dates 
and it helps relieve constipation and 
promotes good bowel function. Dates 
also contain small amounts of pectin 
(soluble fibre), which has cholesterol¬ 
lowering properties. 

They are also a rich source of iron. 
Other minerals they have include 
potassium, selenium, copper, calcium 
and magnesium. They help boost 
haemoglobin and are, therefore, useful 
in treating anaemia. Dates also contain 
phosphorus, cobalt, boron, fluorine, 
manganese, sodium and zinc. They are 
anti-cariogenic — useful in protecting 
teeth against decay — owing in part to 
their fluorine content. Unlike other 
fruits, dates are a modest source of vita- 
mins B and C,most of which get de¬ 
stroyed on drying. 

Rich in anti-oxidants and phytonu¬ 
trients (anthocyanins, carotenoids and 
phenolics), dates have impressive free 
radical scavenging and anti-cancer ac¬ 
tivity. In addition, these help boost im¬ 
mune function and offer protection 
against cardiovascular disease, liver dis¬ 
ease, cancers, cataracts and macular de¬ 
generation, cognitive impairment and 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Some studies have shown their 
anti-ulcer, anti-mutagenic, anti-diar¬ 
rhoea, anti-inflammatory and anti-ox- 
idant properties as well. However,more 
research is needed to validate these 
claims. 

Being high in sugar content, Dates 
are best taken as replacement of refined 
sugar or as a sweet option. While table 
sugar is chemically refined and has 
empty calories, dates are a rich source of 
valuable nutrients. Used in cereals, 
cakes, cookies and puddings, they add 
richness and can help enhance the nu¬ 
trient density of food. They make for an 
excellent dessert — raw or stewed. 

Include them as part of your sugar 
allowance but control how much you 
have, especially if you are watching 
your weight or are diabetic.

DR ELAINE Yu, an endocrinologist at 
Massachusetts General Hospital in Boston, 
was inundated with volunteers when she put 
out a call a few years ago for overweight peo¬ 
ple who were willing to take part in a study of 
obesity and the microbiome. 

People as far away as Alaska and Hawaii 
were eager to enrol. But the most surprising 
part was what they were willing to do. The 
study required them to swallow capsules con¬ 
taining stool to test whether gut bacteria from 
lean donors could improve their metabolic 
health. “We had this concern that it would be 
difficult to recruit people because there’s a cer¬ 
tain yuck factor with having to take a poop 
pill,” Yu said. “But we had an overwhelming 
number of volunteers wanting to participate.” 

The link between the gut and metabolic 
disease is a growing area of obesity research. 
In recent years, scientists have uncovered 
clues that the microbiota, the community of 
trillions of microbes that live in the gut, plays 
a role in weight gain and metabolic disease. 
Now, in small studies, they are exploring 
whether they can spur changes in metabo¬ 
lism and potentially in body weight through 
a therapy known as fecal microbiota trans¬ 
plants, or F M T, which transfers gut bacteria 
from lean donors to the guts of obese patients. 

The research, which is still in its infancy, 
has yielded mixed results and plenty of scep¬ 
ticism. Experts say fecal transplants will never 
replace diet, exercise, behavioural therapies 
and other standard interventions for obesity 
and Type 2 diabetes. But some believe they 
could lead to discovery of bacteria that pro¬ 
tect against metabolic disease, and perhaps 
become one of many tools that help obese pa¬ 
tients who are stmggling to shed pounds. 

“Obesity is a very complex disorder,” said 
Dr Jessica Allegretti, the director of the Fecal 
Microbiota Transplant Program at Brigham 
and Women’s Hospital. “Perhaps the micro¬ 
biome is a contributing part of it, and maybe 
for everyone it’s slightly different. But even for 
patients where the microbiome is playing a 
big part, I think this would be something that 
is part of a larger weight loss programme.” 

Scientists have known for some time that 
the microbiomes of obese and lean people dif¬ 
fer in striking ways. Obesity, insulin resistance 
and fatty liver disease are associated with less 
microbial diversity and higher levels of a group 
of organisms called Firmicutes. It is not clear 
whether the obesity and diseases come first or 
vice versa. But there are indications that the 
microbiome plays an important role. 

Scientists have found differences in the gut 
bacteria of children as young as 6 months old 
that can predict future weight gain. Studies of 
obese mice show that they harbour gut mi¬ 
crobes that are better able to harvest energy 
from food, and when their microbiota are 
transplanted into the guts of lean mice, the 
svelte recipients gain weight. 

While these findings were coming to light 
scientists discovered that fecal transplants 
were a remarkably effective treatment for 
Clostridium difficile, a devastating bacterial in-

TIFFANY MARTINEZ was a 17-year-old college 
freshman when she began hearing voices, 
seeing shadowy figures and experiencing 
troubling, intmsive thoughts. Her friends at 
the University of Southern Maine, where she 
was majoring in psychology, noticed that she 
was acting strangely and urged her to get help. 

They most likely saved her from a crippling 
mental health crisis, prevented the derailment 
of her education and ultimately enabled her to 
become a psychiatric nurse practitioner who 
can help other young people.

fection that often occurs when antibiotics dec¬ 
imate the healthy gut bacteria that keep it in 
check. Fecal transplants from healthy donors, 
administered through colonoscopy or capsules 
containing desiccated stool, reintroduce ben¬ 
eficial bacteria to the guts of ailing patients, 
providing resistance against C difficile. 

In at least one case described in a journal, 
a lean woman who received a fecal transplant 
from her overweight daughter to treat a C diff 
infection quickly gained 34 pounds. Her doc¬ 
tors, however, said they could not be sure that 
the transplant fuelled her sudden weight gain. 

Dr Purna Kashyap, head of Gut Micro¬ 
biome Laboratory at Mayo Clinic, said that 


episode and referred her to the Portland 
Identification and Early Referral, or PIER, pro¬ 
gramme at the Maine Health Center. 

The programme was developed in 2001 
by Dr William RMcFarlane, a psychiatrist who 
suspected that if early intervention could re¬ 
verse the course of diseases like cancer and 
heart disease, it should do likewise for psy¬ 
chosis. Despite conventional wisdom suggest¬ 
ing otherwise, he persevered in the belief that 
an impending psychotic break could be iden¬ 
tified and prevented if it was recognised early 
and appropriate steps taken to head it off. 

Tiffany, who said her father had schizo¬ 
phrenia, was an early beneficiary of his vision. 

“When you develop severe mental illness, 
you are driving off a cliff,” McFarlane said. 
“Imagine if you could stop a process that’s al¬ 
ready underway.” 

Psychosis, which is not a disease but a 
symptom of a brain illness, usually begins in 


treating C diff with a fecal transplant makes 
perfect sense because it dislodges a harmful 
pathogen and restores equilibrium to the gut. 
But obesity and metabolic disease are far more 
complex, driven by an array of factors, includ¬ 
ing genetics, diet, environment and lifestyle. 
The idea that a single intervention, a trans¬ 
plant of a new community of microbes, could 
effectively treat obesity is unrealistic, he said. 

He said, “It’s saying, because I don’t know 
what’s going on, let me just treat it with every¬ 
thing that I have and hope for the best.” 

Some researchers nonetheless wondered 
what would happen if obese patients were 
given gut microbes of slender people. The first 
direct test of this came in 2012. Dutch resear¬ 
chers showed that transferring a lean donor’s 
microbiota to guts of obese men with meta¬ 
bolic syndrome led to a sharp increase in the 
recipients’ insulin sensitivity and their micro¬ 
bial diversity after six weeks, suggesting that 
the transplants influenced their metabolisms. 

At Mass General, Yu and her colleagues re¬ 
cruited 24 obese men and women with in¬ 
sulin resistance, along with four lean donors. 
The donors were screened for an array of 
medical conditions to ensure that they were 
healthy and would not transmit any infections 


late adolescence and young adulthood. The 
causes are not known. The disorder, which is 
genetically complex, tends to mn in families. 
Its onset is often precipitated by episodes of 
intense stress or severe chronic stress. 

There are many possible signs that some¬ 
one is at risk of developing a psychotic break, 
but too often they are dismissed as symptoms 
of typical adolescent behaviour, experts say. 
Psychosis rarely comes on suddenly. Rather, 
the person gradually experiences changes in 
thoughts and perception, making it difficult 
for the person to recognise what is real and 
what is not, the National Alliance on Mental 
Illness (NAMI) points out. 

The alliance lists these early warning signs: 
■A worrisome drop in grades orjob perform¬ 
ance 

■Trouble thinking clearly or concentrating 
■ Suspiciousness or uneasiness with others 
■A decline in self-care or personal hygiene 


to the recipients. The researchers selected 
donors who had a history of always being very 
lean: Their ideal candidates were people who 
said they could eat whatever they wanted and 
still remain skinny. 

“There could be many reasons why those 
people are special,” Yu said of the donors. 
“There could be genetic reasons that are unre¬ 
lated to the microbiome. But we had to start 
somewhere.” 

Half the obese subjects took specially pre¬ 
pared frozen capsules containing stool from 
the donors on a weekly basis, while the others 
received a placebo. After 12 weeks, the re¬ 
searchers found that the fecal treatment was 
safe and tolerable and that the subjects had 
acquired microbiota that resembled that of 
their skinny donors. But over all, unlike in the 
Dutch study, there was no improvement in 
their metabolic health. Like much of the mi¬ 
crobiome research to date, both trials were 
small and exploratory and did not reach de¬ 
finitive conclusions. 

Two other small studies led to some 
provocative findings. In one, at Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital, Allegretti found that fecal 
transplant capsules shifted the microbiomes 
of obese subjects and led to positive changes 


■ Spending a lot more time alone than usual 

■ Strong, inappropriate emotions or having 
no feelings at all 

McFarlane said in an interview, “Families 
come with their kids, who at first usually have 
to be dragged in by their ears, but quickly be¬ 
come enthusiastic participants. Families get a 
lot of support from others in their group with 
issues they don’t know how to handle. The 


in their bile acids, digestive aids that are pro¬ 
duced by the liver. 

Another study in Canada looked at the ef¬ 
fects of fecal transplants on liver fat in people 
with fatty liver disease. While the results are 
under peer review and awaiting publication, 
the authors said that the treatment led to 
changes in the recipients’ guts, making the gut 
membrane less permeable, or “leaky”. 

This is important because one hypothesis 
for how an abnormal microbiome could con¬ 
tribute to metabolic disease and weight gain 
is by damaging the gut barrier that keeps tox¬ 
ins and pathogens from crossing into the 
bloodstream. When this occurs, it can set off 
a cascade of inflammation, contributing to in¬ 
sulin resistance, cardiovascular disease and 
autoimmune conditions, said Dr Michael 
Silverman, the lead author of the study and 
the chairman of infectious diseases at Western 
University in Ontario. 

None of the studies were long enough to 
assess changes in body weight. But some of 
the researchers plan to follow their subjects 
longer to gather more data on weight and 
other outcomes. Yu said further research could 
help identify pathways that lead to new dmgs 
or probiotics that alter the microbiome. NYT

Teens with illnesses want role in decisions 


TEENS WITH chronic illnesses would like to 
have a say in decisions such as switching to 
a new medicine, but they often feel left out 
of the conversation, a small study suggests. 

Researchers in Wales who inter¬ 
viewed teens being treated for a 
range of chronic conditions, like 
epilepsy or diabetes, found these 
young patients want to be involved 
in decision-making about their 
treatment and want parents and doctors to 
see their contribution as important and pos¬ 
itive, yet they often feel adult opinions carry 
more weight than theirs.

Amber Jordan, a researcher at Cardiff 
University, and her colleagues recruited 
teenagers from clinics treating different 
types of long-term disorders. As reported 
in Journal of Adolescent Health, the 
researchers did interviews with 19 
teens, aged 13 to 19. Then they iden¬ 
tified major themes emphasised by 
these young patients in describing 
their experiences with decisions 
about matters like beginning or discontin¬ 
uing treatment, changing medications, un¬ 
dergoing surgery, making lifestyle changes 
or participating in a clinical trial.

High Vit D doses don’t strengthen bones 


HIGH DOSES of vitamin D do not increase 
bone density, and they may even lower it, re¬ 
searchers reportJn a double-blinded, three- 
year clinical trial published in JAMA, scien¬ 
tists randomised 311 healthy adults 
without osteoporosis to daily doses 
of400,4,000 or 10,000 units of vita¬ 
min D. At the beginning and end of 
the study, they used CT scans to cal¬ 
culate bone density in the arm and 
leg of each participant, and estimated bone 
strength using mathematical techniques. 

The researchers’ hypothesis was that vi¬ 
tamin D supplements would increase bone 




density and strength, but the findings were 
the opposite. Declines in bone mineral density 
in participants’ arms were 1.2 per cent for the 
400 group, 2.4 per cent for the 4,000 group, 
and 3.5 per cent for those taking 
10,000 units a day. In the leg bones, 
declines were significant in the 4,000 
and 10,000groups, but not in the 400 
group. Bone strength declines were 
not significant in any group. 

Lead author, Steven K Boyd, a professor 
at University of Calgary, said the results ap¬ 
ply only to people without osteoporosis 
who had adequate levels of vitamin D. NYT

Little sleep, or too much, risky for heart 


GETTING LESS than six hours of sleep a 
night, or more than nine hours, might in¬ 
crease the risk for heart attack. 

Previous studies have found an associ¬ 
ation between sleep duration and 
heart attack. But for the current 
study, researchers had DNA data 
about participants and knew who 
had a high or low genetic risk for 
cardiovascular disease. This allowed 
them to clearly identify the role of sleep du¬ 
ration by itself on heart attack risk. 

The study included 4,61,347 men and 
women ages 40 to 69, all of whom were 


healthy at the start. Over seven years of fol¬ 
low-up, there were 5,218 heart attacks. 
Comparing people with the same low genetic 
risk score for cardiovascular disease, they 
found that those with poor sleep du¬ 
ration —less than six hours or more 
than nine—had a 32 per cent higher 
risk of having a heart attack. 

Researchers also compared 
people with high genetic risk for 
heart disease. Those who tended to get 
favourable sleep reduced their risk by 18 per 
cent compared with those with un¬ 
favourable sleep patterns. NYT

SHUBHRAGUPTA 


THERE ARE many good ideas floating around 
in Dream Girl. But ideas need execution, and 
on that score, this film flubs it: it has so little wit 
and imagination that it turns all those ideas 
into a series of flat set pieces. And that’s sad, 
because it has a stand-out lead, Ayushmann 
Khurrana, in yet another stand-out part. 

The jobless Karam (Khurrana) lands an 
opening at a call centre mn by a dodgy money- 
grubber (Sharma) which has a bunch of 
women doing pyaar, mohabbat, dosti on the 
phone. Karam fits right in because he has a gift 
which he has used since he was a boy — he 
can do a perfect female voice. Within a phone 
call, all those lonely people calling in are smit¬ 
ten by Pooja, Karam’s alternate id, and he be¬ 
gins minting money. 

Till about then, the tone is just right too, 
risque (what else can it be with phone sex) 
without going over the top. But the insistence 
of making it family-friendly makes it a trou¬ 
blesome tightrope, and Dream Girl starts to 
swing uneasily between smut and sentiment. 
And then it takes refuge in what comes easi¬ 
est—tastelessness. 

Bollywood’s other problem is that of us¬ 
ing quirk to offset cliches. Look at the charac¬ 
ters surrounding our Karam: Smiley the sar- 
dar (Singh), hero’s BFF, always there for 
support: Mahi (Bharucha), romantic interest; 
colourful dad (Kapoor), rangeelapulisiya (Raaz) 
who does bad shayari; a vertically-challenged 
fellow with a blond thatch; a loud girl who 
hates men and likes girls; agrandma who likes 
her booze, this last character reminiscent of 
the old lady who does ditto in Vicl<y Donor. 

In fact, Khurrana and Kapoor were a great 
jodi in Vicky Donor, and that was the former’s 
debut film. In the past seven years, Khurrana 
has become the go-to star for good acting 
jobs. Here Kapoor plays papaji to Khurrana, 
and gives him able support, as does the solid 
Manjot Singh. The rest, including the perky 
Bharucha, seem to exist as walk-on parts in 
a loose, shambling ramble masquerading as 
a movie. 


SUANSHUKHURANA 


MORE THAN a decade ago, sarod players 
Amaan Ali Khan and Ayaan Ali Khan had 
brought out an interesting album titled 
Mystic Dunes (2006). An eight-track world- 
music album, it merged the worlds of 
Hindustani classical and Rajasthani folk 
along with western percussion, thus evok¬ 
ing sounds of the desert. It was a rich tapes¬ 
try that worked wonderfully — partly be¬ 
cause sarod is a version of rabab, a lute that 
originated in Central Afghanistan (and is 
popular in West, Central, South and 
Southeast Asia) and that the deep-throated 
sound of the instrument managed to touch 
not just Rajasthani maand but also contours 
of gypsy music. In this album, there was a 
tune titled Sahara: Queen of Deserts. The two 
musicians use the same hook from this old 
tune for a track titled Darkness in their new 


There is a lot of merit in a star-driven 
character study standing up for the rights of 
women who work night shifts in call-cen¬ 
tres whose chief job is to to provide phone 
cuddles to needy men.

This time, the collabo¬ 
ration is with percussionist and electronic 
music producer Karsh Kale (whom the two 
met at Womad Festival three years ago) and 
contemporary Indian music ensemble, 
Shadow and Light, which has Advaita key¬ 
board player Anindo Bose along with vocal¬ 
ist and wife Pavithra Chari at its helm. The al- 


fine a person, and the attempt at a truly rad¬ 
ical reach-out ‘men who are like women’. But 
these ideas remain half-baked, being 
mouthed strictly as meaningless dialogue for 
either laughs or claps. 

You stay watching Dream Girl for 
Khurrana. He plays Karam/Pooja with grace 
and conviction, and makes this thing sing.

It’s the second half of the album that 
raises the bar. Be it Believe which combines 
raag Purvi and raag Shree and nails it with a 
fluidity, even though it has Kale and Shadow 
and Light combining forces with the two sar- 
ods. But it comes across as an intelligently 
crafted composition. The percussion — tabla 
and drums — make it a solid track. This is fol¬ 
lowed by The space between, another fine 
track.

It’s 
interesting to make the sarod’s sound com¬ 
pletely electronic, but it’s not as impressive. 
It misses the mark. 

Amaan and Ayaan have always sounded 
better in their recordings as compared to 
their live concerts. Also, the tonality of their 
sound is deeper now after years of perform¬ 
ance and practice. The album is a compelling 
collaboration but needed to evolve more to 
create the abstract openness that the musi¬ 
cians are aiming to attempt.

SECTION 375 is a timely film. It comes at a 
time when the impact of #MeToo appears 
to have ebbed, if you go by the noise cre¬ 
ated by social media platforms, but is in fact 
finding its way forward, and digging in. 

This is a movement which is here to 
stay, and like all movements, it will have its 
high and low moments: Section 375: Marzi 
Ya Zabardasti has an on-the-nose title, but 
manages to include several welcome, com¬ 
plex grey areas in its telling. 

The setting is the film industry in 
Mumbai. For a Bollywood movie to focus 
on the sexual exploitation rampant on set 
is not a new thing, but in a post #MeToo 
period, it assumes fresh significance. 

A complaint of rape by junior costume 
designer Anjali Dangle (Chopra) against di¬ 
rector Rohan Khurana (Bhat) is the pivot 
around which the plot revolves. Defence

MARITAL homes are always tricky terrain 
for brides, with or without the monsters-in- 
law. But what if the in-laws were indeed 
monsters? Treading Get Out territory, but 
not as much a social commentary as it would 
like to be, Ready or Not is a comic-horror flick 
that is not shy of blood, gore or pushing the 
envelope, but isn’t finally as good as it prom¬ 
ises to be. 

Like mentioned above, directors 
Bettinelli-Olpin and Gillett are on fertile 
ground from the moment we are introduced 
to Grace (Weaving). Having grown up in a 
series of foster homes, she is getting mar¬ 
ried into the Le Domas family, a gaming busi¬ 
ness royalty who are openly hostile to her. 
Is it normal in-law tension, is it the class dif¬ 
ference, or is it something else altogether? 
All are possibilities as husband Alex (O’Brien) 
tells Grace about the family initiation ritual 
on their wedding night, which involves a 
game starting midnight. There is a family 
lore behind it, and the bizzare meets the 
macabre as Grace is thrust into a round of 
‘Hide and Seek’. 

A perfect bride in her blonde hair, blue 
eyes, wide smile, lacy wedding dress, and 


‘facts of the case’, and have justice served. 

It’s well known that the law will almost 
always be skewed in favour of the rich and 
the powerful, and in this case, the accused, 
whose sense of entitlement remains even 
when he is behind bars. Khurana blusters 
and scowls as the suave Saluja keeps holding 
out hope: we will go by the facts as recorded, 
he says, and those will get you free. 

The result is a solid court-room drama, 
with good performances all round, which 
keeps us engaged right through, even 
through some of the film’s hiccups. To pro¬ 
duce disturbing evidence of physical harm 
in camera is one thing, but to display it re¬ 
peatedly to the court and to us, the audi¬ 
ence, borders on the voyeuristic. Not nice. 
Also, the conflation of national pride and 
rape statistics in India is ludicrous, and 
wrong: rape is a crime, and it needs pun¬ 
ishment, wherever in the world it happens 
to be committed. 

But what saves the film is the way the 
court (and for once, it is good to see the 
judges not just as paper cut-outs but peo¬ 
ple who want to do the right thing, and 
both Kadam and Desai are impressive) ar¬ 
ticulates its conclusion. Consent is imper¬ 
ative every single time, even between peo¬ 
ple who’ve been intimate before; and the 
wielding of power in the work place and 


demanding sexual favours in exchange of 
career advancement is a crime. No two 
ways about it. SG 
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her overeager cheer, Grace is up for a night in 
hell. It isn’t just her wedding dress that will 
be left unrecognisable by the end of it, as she 
is hunted down the Le Domas mansion with 
an array of armour. There is humour aplenty, 
as domestic help get killed one and one by 
accident, and die completely unmoumed. A 
comment is sought to be made on the blood 
lust that hasn’t left even the children of the 
household untouched, but you are not sure 
what the filmmakers intend given the 
deaths that otherwise occur with so much 
blood and detail here. 

Some of that violence is truly far-out 
(not a mean achievement given how much 
of it is all around us), and will put a smile on 
your face inspite of yourself. But some of it 
is plain gratuitous. 

All through, the one message the film 
keeps underlining is the divide between the 
rich and poor—the reason a foster girl (a de¬ 
lightful Weaving) is pitted against as wealthy 
as they come. However unsubtle as that 
message may be, it is another that is more 
insightful: the power and influence our fam¬ 
ilies have on us, and can we ever break away.

TEENAGE ANGST and romance have always 
had a special place in cinema. Case in point: 
John Hughes, 90210, The OC, and of late 
Riverdale and 13 Reasons Why. Tall Girl, the 
latest offering of a teen comedy, could have 
joined that list but it doesn’t. The story about 
an otherwise beautiful but unassuming girl, 
Jodi, who yes, is six-ft-one-and-a-half inches 
tall — wears a Nike men’s 13—and has been 
bullied through high school, could have been 
engaging, if only it didn’t have a paper-thin 
plot, and didn’t reek of White privilege. 

Agreed, teenagers can be super mean, 
and teenage bullying has often taken serious 
darktums. ‘How’s the weatherup there’ can’t 
be a greeting that you look forward to, and 
sure boys will initially be intimidated by a six 
ft plus frame and first dates might be diffi¬ 
cult to get, but then what? Who amongst us 
was completely satisfied with the way we 
looked in high school? 

Jodi’s height would have ensured that she 
had a head start in sport — if she so chose — 
but her high school has no sports. She is a 
gifted pianist, but once during a class per¬ 
formance, she is called ‘taller Swift’ and poof, 
she stops playing the piano. The film is set in 



New Orleans, but we are only taken through 
the best locales of French Quarter, and the art 
district. We never see the shadier parts of the 
region, or where Hurricane Katrina’s dam¬ 
age is still visible. Plus, no one in the cast has 
a southern accent. Wonder why? 

Tall Girl plays on the usual tropes and 
cliches — a male, goofy best friend, a beauty 
pageant-winning elder sister, and a super 
hunky foreign exchange student, who is, yes, 
taller than her. Add to the mix Jodi’s ultra- 
confident female best friend, Fareeda, who 
has pink braids. There is a love triangle, or a 
quadrangle, or wait it’s a hexagon. It’s all 
muddled and comes to head at the home¬ 
coming dance. The big speech in the end, 
given by our heroine, wearing a blue-tuxedo 
and six-inch-heels, just feels insincere, un¬ 
necessary and borderline preachy. 

With so much happening around the 
body positivity movement, where even the 
big bad fashion world is celebrating different 
body types, Tall Girl could have been a timely 
intervention. But what we have here is a lazy 
execution of an idea. Teenagers in America 
and the world over have far graver problems 
to deal with. But in the movie, it’s reduced to 
a few comments here and a few cancelled 
dates there. Skip this lecture and go for lunch 
instead. Or dinner.

Spaced Out 

ISRO’s teething troubles were not unusual. What 
was unusual was the nationalist television that 
preceded the failed soft landing

IT IS said that the finest terror a human can 
experience is a carrier landing on a stormy 
night. But the honour may actually go to 
the people who do moon landings, in 
which a speeding object must attain zero 
relative velocity with the surface precisely 
when it reaches zero altitude. And they do 
it on national TV. Vikram lost contact with 
mission control well before touchdown, of 
course, so the mission may have fallen to 
an internal error. Space components expe¬ 
rience dramatic forces on liftoff, and this 
could be something as trivial as a contact 
shaken loose. Drop your laptop, and you 
could see similar consequences. 

ISRO’s teething troubles were not un¬ 
usual. Neither was the tough love back- 
thumping that followed in Bengaluru. 
Visible political backing is understood to 
be essential for space exploration to pros¬ 
per. But the fortnight of cringe-making na¬ 
tionalist television that preceded the failed 
soft landing was without precedent in the 
annals of television. From Chandrayaan-2’s 
first manoeuvre to a closer lunar orbit, tel¬ 
evision channels were spaced out and their 
presenters were moonwalking, on digital 
mockups of the lunar regolith. 

In the last days before the landing ma¬ 
noeuvre, the embarrassment intensified. 


Let us forgive the almost forgotten Deepak 
Chaurasia for appearing in a spacesuit as¬ 
sembled out a motorcycle helmet, shiny 
vinyl jacket and trousers, and socks worn 
over the hands to depict gloves. He has en¬ 
joyed spectacle from the beginning of his 
career. He had mock- 
wrestled with The Great 
Khali, when the Indian- 
origin WWE world 
heavyweight champion 
visited the home coun¬ 
try about a decade ago. 

He was whirled about 
and stood on his head by 
the Himachali giant, and 
it was bizarre but rather 
enjoyable television. 

His space mission 
was just plain bizarre, of 
course, to the extent that 
at first sight, it seemed to 
have been faked by someone out to make 
him a laughing stock. But no, it was real, 
and we must not find him wanting. He was 
just doing his thing. Even if he also posed a 
bizarre question on News Nation: “Will 
India establish the first lunar colony?” Hell, 
no, that is the final objective of NASA, 
whose Artemis project proposes to return 
humans to the moon by 2024. If private en¬ 


terprise doesn’t overtake it by that time. 

But that was just idle speculation, in 
comparison to the execrable programming 
on some other channels, which jumped the 
gun in the lunar nationalism derby. Top ho¬ 
nours must go to Aaj Tak for its triumphal - 
ist slogans: “The moon is 
now in Modi’s grasp.” 
And, “It’s going to be 
Modi-Modi on the 
moon”. It was the sort of 
thing that Augustus 
Caesar used to enjoy and 
endorse, but which fell 
from favour among 
world leaders ages ago. 
The anchors and presen¬ 
ters of these tamashas 
burned and crashed on 
re-entry into the real 
world, when the lander 
went off the air. And the 
political response, too, had to wait until the 
next morning. It is useful to sleep on a prob¬ 
lem. It is much more useful to have a failure 
speech ready. 

In 1999, Richard Nixon’s Plan B speech, 
to be read if the Apollo II moon landing 
failed, was unearthed from his administra¬ 
tion’s archives (see Australian teacher 
Malcolm Farnsworth’s site watergate.info ). 


Written by the journalist William Safire, it 
opens creepily: “Fate has ordained that the 
men who went to the moon to explore in 
peace will stay on the moon to rest in 
peace.” But it closes with poetry: “.. .every 
human being who looks up at the moon in 
the nights to come will know that there is 
some corner of another world that is for¬ 
ever mankind.” 

The original CBS broadcast of the 
Apollo II landing is on NASA’s YouTube 
channel. Authentically fuzzy black and 
white video and tinny voices from space 
— you hear the crew show off the onboard 
computer with a vocabulary of 28,000 
words. The hosts of the show are disem¬ 
bodied voices, and the focus is totally on 
the Eagle lander, skimming the lunar sur¬ 
face as it prepares to land. “First burn 
moonside,” says a host, as the countdown 
to the braking manoeuvre begins. Minutes 
before the “giant leap for mankind”, they 
are as relaxed and chatty as Test cricket 
commentators. “But what if they decide to 
go round again?” one of them jokes. A 
tinny voice from Houston says: “Camera 
coming on.” You can hear Buzz Aldrin call¬ 
ing out altitude readings to Neil Armstrong 
as they prepare for the 12 minute burn for 
landing. Then he is drowned out by the 
roar of static or vibration as the engine ig¬ 
nites. The hosts only say: “We would not 
like to have communication with them in 
these critical 12 minutes,” equivalent to 
ISRO’s “most terrifying 15 minutes”. There 
is absolutely no triumphalism, and Nixon’s 
name is not even mentioned. Though ef¬ 
fectively, in those 12 minutes, America 
won the Cold War.

THE RSS: A Menace to India is a wide-rang¬ 
ing, erudite, and at times polemical case for 
the prosecution. Over 500 pages replete 
with citations, sources and documents, 
Noorani leaves the reader in little doubt of 
the myriad ways in which RSS undermines 
India. Ideologically, the RSS is committed 
to Hindu Unity. The RSS has a historical the¬ 
sis that division among Hindus is the sin¬ 
gle explanatory thread that explains their 
subjugation. The achievement of this unity 
is a radical, and not conservative, project 
that requires the move away from 
Hinduism. It requires the reduction of 
Hinduism to an ethno-nationalist identity, 
that does away with questions of religious 
experience, soteriology and eschatology, 
that are at the heart of traditional 
Hinduism. It requires the overcoming of all 
social divisions within Hinduism by assim¬ 
ilation into a single identity with a brah- 
minical tinge; and, it requires a territorial 
claim of India as the land of Hindus that ex¬ 
punges all the foreign elements from it. The 
basis of ethno-nationalist unity is not a pos¬ 
itive doctrine of regeneration, but a nega¬ 
tive one, constituted by a constant sense of 
lack that needs to define itself against ex¬ 
ternal enemies. 

The RSS has a curious relationship with 
democracy. Noorani is right in pointing out 
that the claim — that the RSS is merely a cul¬ 
tural organisation — was always a facade. 
Its aim was to secure political power for 
Hindus and it has always been tactical in this 
regard. But, more than Noorani recognises, 
what makes the RSS modern, and in some 
ways more prescient than the Left, is its un¬ 
derstanding that power and legitimacy flow 
from democratic mobilisation and the cre¬ 
ation of majority rule. In this majoritarian 
sense, it takes the task of democratic mobil¬ 


isation and seeking a permanent majority 
utterly seriously. But the RSS has no concep¬ 
tion of individual freedom, or understand¬ 
ing of pluralism; everyone has to define 
their identity in its own terms. In this sense, 
it represents an antithesis to freedom. 

The RSS is organisationally distinctive. 
In a country where organisations scarcely 
survive factions and schisms, the RSS’ 
growth and endurance have been spectac¬ 
ular, and, purely in terms of organisational 
theory, little understood: Noorani does not 
dwell on these matters. He is more atten¬ 
tive to the fact that the organisation is in¬ 
fluenced by Italian fascism, committed to 
discipline, militancy and hierarchy, and is 
not averse to violence. Whatever may be 
the simple-minded and selfless dedication 
of its workers, its leadership has always

been, beginning with Savarkar and 
Golwalkar, made up of men of limited un¬ 
derstanding — crude and coarse in their 
conceptualisation of the world, admiring 
of Nazism, and constantly duplicitous. He 
will add to the debate over Savarkar, which 
is a matter for another occasion. He writes, 
“Presidents like Lala Lajpat Rai were men 
of character, scholarship and personal 
grace. Savarkar was devoid of all three.” 
Noorani has no doubt that the RSS was 
deeply implicated in Gandhi’s assassina¬ 
tion. Its plausible deniability in the matter 
set up a template of working through 
fronts, where the RSS pleads a feigned inno¬ 
cence in the face of complicity in violence 
and riots. It is also, Noorani claims, legally 
duplicitous, claiming both that it is and is¬ 
n’t a charitable organisation, in different le¬ 
gal contexts. 

Noorani then charts the RSS’ history 
through various episodes: its ambiguous 
role in the Emergency, but one that finally 
led to its rehabilitation; the Vajpayee years, 
Gujarat. Noorani’s perspective is also useful 
on two current debates. He argues that 
Syama Prasad Mookerjee’s agitations in 
Kashmir, rather than being a nationalist 
stand against Nehru’s fulminations, actu¬ 
ally made the integration of Kashmir more 
difficult by communalising the state. And, 
in light of Congress’s dilemmas over “soft 
Hindutva”, it is always worth a reminder 
that leaders like Govind Ballabh Pant were 
always more like a majoritarian fifth col¬ 
umn in the Congress, who protected the 
RSS, much to Patel’s consternation. Noorani 
is attentive to the fact that the RSS discourse 
constantly repositions itself in light of tac¬ 
tics, but its overall goals remain the same. 
So, for instance, Mohan Bhagwat’s recent 
acknowledgment of India’s diversity, and 
the claim that “Hindu Rashtra does not 
mean that it has no place for Muslims,” are 
more tactically positioned; they are quite 


compatible with the assertion of Hindu su¬ 
premacy and power. Noorani seems to sug¬ 
gest that there may be a possible rift be¬ 
tween Modi and RSS, with the latter always, 
in the final analysis, asserting its superior¬ 
ity. This rift is exaggerated; both need each 
other and will work for a triumphal 2025, 
the centenary year of the RSS. It is a sober¬ 
ing thought that the RSS might outlive the 
Congress. 

But while prosecuting the RSS, the book 
also unwittingly reveals the Left’s own lack 
of imagination. The introduction reveals 
this in two ways. In opposition to the RSS’ 
history of India — as being subjugated by 
Muslims, Noorani has to juxtapose the im¬ 
plausible view that this is a history of seam¬ 
less cooperation and lack of hostility be¬ 
tween communities. The RSS exaggerates 
hostility and the Left has made it difficult 
to talk frankly about conflict and difference. 
But the future of India’s constitutional proj¬ 
ect should not depend on the vagaries of 
historiographical debate. Second, we still 
have not grasped, as the RSS and Jinnah did, 
that the past history of cultural assimila¬ 
tion or difference, becomes relatively irrel¬ 
evant when faced with the problem of 
democracy and representation. Then the 
question is not whether we had a “Ganga- 
Jamuna” tehzeeb. The question then be¬ 
comes about who wields representative 
power, and, to what extent can a modern 
state interfere in traditional cultural prac¬ 
tices. The RSS has cleverly occupied that 
space as well, while the Left fights battles 
without understanding how the terrain has 
changed. But the Left’s shortcomings 
should not blind us to the dangers of 
Hindutva, and we are grateful to Noorani 
for reminding us of its dangerous histori¬ 
cal track record.

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A political life 

The legacy of Rajnath Singh and the impact 
he has had on Indian politics over decades

IN THE flurry of biographies of BJP’s top lead¬ 
ers, one on Rajnath Singh perhaps comes as a 
surprise. At a time when Singh was taken out 
of the cmcial Home Ministry to make way for 
BJP president Amit Shah, this biography of 
Singh by Gautam Chintamani, a film histo¬ 
rian, can be better described as hagiography 
— it portrays Singh’s journey as a reclusive 
politician who always stood for what he be¬ 
lieved in, someone who succeeded at finding 
a common ground across camps and some¬ 
one who, as minister, made a deep impact on 
the ministries he had taken charge of. 

This is not exactly a biography of the BJP 
veteran only, it also gives glimpses of his 
party’s story in the Hindi heartland. What is 
missing, however, is deep insight into his per¬ 
sonality. It does have some lesser known de¬ 
tails: how his mother Gujarati Devi and wife 
Savitri came to the Mirzapur station to meet 
him while he was being transferred from 
Mirzapur Jail to Naini Central Jail near 
Allahabad — where he was put in solitary 
confinement during the Emergency; how 
voters in Mirzapur obliged his request to not 
vote for him — as his nomination as a Jan 
Sangh candidate was done before the 
Opposition alliance decided to field Faquir 
Ali Ansari, a Lok Dal leader; and how Singh 
insisted on his son Pankaj not being given a 
ticket during his presidency of the BJP. Still, a 
biography of Singh, one of the seniormost 
leaders of the BJP who certainly had a polit¬ 
ically eventful life, could have had more an¬ 
ecdotes. In other words, the drama of his life 
is absent in the book, which also does not 
shed much light on Singh’s stand on the con¬ 
troversial agenda of the BJP. 

However, for anyone who wants to glance 
through the history of the BJP’s emergence in 
Uttar Pradesh and at the centre, Chintamani 
chronicles the events meticulously. There are 
some interesting bits, too. Although there is 
no elaboration, he mentions how Singh was 
pushed as a future leader by the national lead- 
ership in the early 1990s to “keep Kalyan 
Singh's popularity in check.” But the author 
promptly justifies the move: “Singh's reas¬ 
sured demeanour and the manner in which 
he always found common ground across var¬ 
ious camps and groups both within the party 
as well as across party lines made him a well- 
rounded and acceptable option to fill the lead¬ 
ership vacuum.” 

It also mentions the “open scuffle” inside 
the party — including how Kalraj Mishra had 
threatened to undo all the good work done 
by the Singh-led government in Uttar 
Pradesh. Another interesting reference is to 
AB Vajpayee's surprise announcement at 
Mumbai's Shivaji Park, during the BJP’s sil- 
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ver jubilee celebrations, that he was retiring 
from active politics, and declared that L K 
Advani and Pramod Mahajan were the 
“Ram” and “Lakshman” of the BJP. “What set 
the party aflutter was not as much as his de¬ 
cision to retire but his conspicuous refusal to 
acknowledge the man who was all set to re¬ 
place Advani as the new party president.” 

The book highlights Singh’s achieve¬ 
ments in every ministry he had occupied — 
it credits him for the success of the Atal Bihari 
Vajpayee-initiated Golden Quadrilateral 
Project (Singh was surface transport minis¬ 
ter from 1999-2002) and how Singh ‘Set it 
Right’ — the title of a chapter that talks about 
his term as Home Minister in the Narendra 
Modi government, when he resolved a num¬ 
ber of issues. 

The book goes on to say that Singh, when 
he became the party chief, had prepared the 
ground for the emergence of young turks like 
ArunJaitley and Sushma Swaraj and “had be¬ 
gun to look at Mahajan in the same light that 
Vajpayee had defined him". Another interest¬ 
ing narrative revolves around how Singh had 
long batted for Modi as a popular leader, and 
how he “broke protocol” to speak before oth¬ 
ers — only to tell the party workers that “he 
did not want to come between them and the 
Yuva neta (young leader)” whom they had 
come to hear. The reference was to Narendra 
Modi, who was just elected as the chairman 
of the central campaign committee. 

The book ends with the author’s take on 
Singh’s life. “His life is a success in many as¬ 
pects but what stands out is his intent to do 
what he thinks is right.” 


Raging waters 

The 2015 Chennai floods revisited through deeply 
personal accounts that indict an apathetic system

ONE OF my earliest memories of water is a 
flash flood nearTiruchi. My grandfather was 
very ill. My parents received the telegram in 
Faridabad, where we lived at the time. We 
drove to Delhi, flew down to Chennai and 
hired a taxi to drive to Tiruchi. On the way, 
there was a flash flood, water rushing across 
the road around us. The Ambassador taxi 
stopped in the middle of the relentless 
stream. My father and uncle somehow man¬ 
aged to get out of the car and push. 

We reached Tiruchi too late. My grandfa¬ 
ther had died. My sister and I sat cross-legged 
on his old wooden oonjal (swing) as the aunts 
spoke in low voices around us. But when my 
father had to go down to the Kaveri river for 
funeral rituals, I clung to him. I followed him 
into the water. I can still feel the cool stone 
steps beneath my feet. Every time my father 
ducked his head in the water, I thought he 
would drown. I thought he would vanish 
without a trace. 

That was many years ago. My father is 
now in his eighties. Last year, there was a 
cloudburst over the Bengalum suburb where 
we live. I was driving back from work, hoping 
my car would make it through the flooded 
roads. My son telephoned: the lift lobby had 
flooded, and my father was stuck downstairs 
after his evening walk, unable to climb back 
to the eleventh-floor apartment where we 
lived. My son was going to take Thatha to my 
brother’s house nearby, so that he could 



spend the night there. 

As individuals with privilege, we try to 
adapt to changing circumstances; but we 
know that in a real crisis, this will not be 
nearly enough. How can we respond collec¬ 
tively to the challenges of extreme weather 
events, especially in ways that will also pro¬ 
tect the weakest among us? 



RIVERS REMEMBER: THE 
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To understand why our cities are so vul¬ 
nerable, we must go back in history. Krupe 
Ge’s book about the Chennai floods of 2015 
opens with a 1914 map of Chennai. Her riv¬ 
eting three-year investigation into what hap¬ 
pened during the floods, with neither warn¬ 
ing nor evacuation, takes us back into the 
history of an urban settlement built around 
the trajectories of three rivers — the 
Kosasthalaiyar, the Cooum and the Adyar, 
and the ancient waterways of the past — 
aarus, or rivers; eris, or lakes; karanais, or wa¬ 
ter bodies; thaangals, or irrigation tanks; ku- 
lams, or ponds; and porombokes, or com¬ 
mons. Most of these now form part of the 
names of city neighbourhoods. 

Ge takes us through interviews of volun¬ 
teers and those affected — archival records; 
news reports; disaster management plans; 
public interest litigations; and the narratives 
of evictions of the poor from their homes in 
the most vulnerable areas of the city. 

It is a terrible Faustian bargain to parcel 
up a city and sell it as real estate. Violating 
basic planning norms, Indian cities are vul¬ 
nerable to floods year after year. We need 
much more than year-after-year television 
reports about flooding in Mumbai’s Milan 
subway, tales of individual heroism, and de¬ 
bates about indomitable spirit and resilience. 
It is time to improve urban preparedness in 
long-term, inclusive and equitable ways. 

But when will this happen? Beyond the 
documentary evidence that Ge sifts through, 
the great force of her narrative comes 
through in the landscape of the survivors’ 
feelings: “The killer waters just came in and 
took whatever they wanted. Whatever they 
could lay their hands on. Lives of people, soli¬ 
tary breadwinners, pets, animals, trees and 
families. Sending people back in their status 
by at least a decade or two, killing all of their 
precious memories.”

lives, homes and livelihoods were lost. In a 
powerful, poetic narrative that moves be¬ 
tween individual stories and the story of a 
city’s drowning, Ge describes the unspeak¬ 
able hollowing out of lives. Ayoung man goes 
into the water to lead his younger brother to 
safety. He never comes back. “For about three 
days, nobody knew where he was. They went 
looking for him everywhere and finally 
found him in a mortuary.” 

In another house, another heartbreaking 
story: an elderly couple sit on a chair placed 
on top of a table, constantly on the phone 
with their daughter, waiting for a rescue that 
cannot come. “Neighbours heard them, both 


husband and wife, call for help, over a period 
of nine hours, but could not do anything.” 

It is also traumatic to lose the accumu¬ 
lated memories of a lifetime. “What no one 
tells you about floods like this is that it is not 
water that comes into your home... What 
flows into your home when it floods, is 
sewage. The home that we grew up in, that 
sheltered us from rains and the hot Chennai 
sun, where countless life events happened, 
things built and bought over years, life sav¬ 
ings, a lifetime of everything, an entire way of 
life, is gone.” 

The floodwaters have receded, but the 
painful memories remain. “The rains still 


make me nervous,” a survivor tells Ge. They 
both know that things could have so easily 
been otherwise. Story after story, counting 
every kind of loss big and small, she gives 
voice to the wounds, grief, anxiety, trauma 
— and ultimately the dignity of those af¬ 
fected. And, surely, this is what we need to 
comprehend if we are ever to act meaning¬ 
fully: that every life is precious, every absence 
is painful, and no human is an island; and 
that there can be no real compensation for 
some kinds of personal, intangible loss.

Archer finds target, again 

After a quiet outing at Old Trafford, England’s gun bowler takes 6-62 as Aussies concede 69-run lead

‘Rishabh 
phenomenal 
talent but 
gets ahead of 
himself

FORMER SOUTH Africa all-rounder Lance 
Klusener feels that a "phenomenal talent" 
like Rishabh Pant will do well to learn from 
others’ mistakes rather than make his own 
in a bid to become more consistent for 
India. An average of 22.90 in One Day 
Internationals and 21.57 in Twenty20 
Internationals doesn’t do justice to the kind 
of talent the flamboyant left-hander pos¬ 
sesses and his shot selection is an indica¬ 
tion that he is getting ahead of himself, 
feels the 48-year-old Klusener. 

"It would hard for me to pinpoint but 
with a phenomenal talent like that, one al¬ 
ways tends to get a bit ahead of himself," 
Klusener, who is currently in India as the 
white-ball batting coach of the South 
African team, said. 

Klusener has seen a bit of Pant when he 
was roped in as Delhi senior team’s white- 
ball consultant last year. 

"He needs to give himself time to get in 
and that bit of time will allow him to show¬ 
case his talent," said Klusener, who played 
49 Tests and 171 ODIs for the Proteas. 

While people believe that a player learns 
most from his own mistakes, Klusener has 
a different take on the matter. He believes it 
is more beneficial if the player manages to 
learn from others’ follies. 

"What gets you ahead in international 
cricket is learning from others’ mistakes 
rather than making your own mistakes 
along the way and learning," he said. 

"I will tell you why. You can learn from 
your own mistakes but it will take a lot 
more time to realise, correct and become a 
better player using that process. If you look 
at mistakes others are making, you will 
learn quickly and thus improve fast," said 
Klusener. 

The 1999 World Cup’s Player of the 
Tournament also believes that it would be 
great if Pant can soak in advice from all the 
great seniors in the Indian set-up. 

"It’s wonderful to have the talent like 
Rishabh in the twilight years of MS Dhoni’s 
career. From an Indian point of view, maybe 
they should try and get him to contribute 
more. He has some wonderful coaches and 
players around him so take their advice but 
at the same time don’t curb your natural 
talent," advised Klusener. 

He, along with Jacques Kallis and 
England’s Andrew Flintoff, belonged to a 
generation of pure all-rounders (pace 
bowling) with Ben Stokes carrying the ba¬ 
ton among the current crop of players. "We 
were possibly (that last batch of pure all- 
rounders)," he agreed. 

He believes that skill level has been im¬ 
pacted because players are playing more 
T20s than Test cricket now. 

"This has happened because of their fo¬ 
cus on white ball cricket or T20 cricket. 
Well, fairly decent bowlers can get away in 
T20 cricket. I think in the past, when the fo¬ 
cus was more on Test cricket, you had to 
bowl 15-overs-a-day. The more you bowled 
or longer you batted, you got better at it 
naturally," he said.

JOFRA ARCHER took six wickets as England’s 
bowlers gave their side a 69-run lead on the 
second day of the final Ashes test on Friday, 
reducing Australia to 225 all out in reply to 
their own first innings score of294 at the Oval. 

Archer took his tally for the series to 22 
wickets, while Sam Curran took two wickets 
in two balls on his way to a three-wicket haul 
and Chris Woakes claimed the prize scalp of 
Australian batting machine Steve Smith. 

England added just 23 runs to their 
overnight score of 271 before losing their 
last two wickets within half an hour in the 
morning. Australia’s Mitchell Marsh 
claimed his first five-wicket haul in test 
cricket to end the innings. 

Smith, who has scored more than twice 
as many mns as any other batsman in the se¬ 
ries, underpinned the visitors’ reply with 
more than four hours at the crease before be¬ 
ing trapped lbw by Woakes on 80, his low¬ 
est score of this series. 

He built his innings cautiously, scoring 
nine fours and just one six, which came 
when he lofted a Jack Leach ball far over long 
on to bring up his half-century. 

It was Smith’s 10th consecutive 50 
against England in tests, the most in a row by 
any batsmen against any other nation in the 
longest format of the game. 

Smith has now scored 751 runs in six in¬ 
nings, more than twice as many as any other 
batsman on either side in the series. 


England had struggled to break the com¬ 
bination of Smith and Mamus Labuschagne 
for almost an hour after lunch before Jofra 
Archer made the breakthrough, catching 
Labuschagne out lbw on 48 with an inswinger. 

Sam Curran then claimed the wicket of 
Matthew Wade, out lbw for 19 mns, bringing 
Mitchell Marsh to the crease. Marsh was out 
soon after tea, hooking an Archer bouncer all 
the way down to deep fine leg, where Leach 
crouched down in front of the boundary rope 
to take a low catch. 


Curran stole Archer’s limelight when he 
bagged the wickets of Australia captain Tim 
Paine (1) and Pat Cummins (0) with consec¬ 
utive balls to leave the visitors on 166 for 7. 

Archer then seized it back, claiming the 
wickets of Nathan Lyon (25) and Peter Siddle 
(18) to leave England with a lead of 69 mns. 

Warner’s woes continue 

Australia’s openers David Warner and 
Marcus Harris both fell early in the day to the 
fast bowling of England’s Archer for single-

digit scores. Warner’s miserable series with 
the bat continued when, after picking up five 
runs, he got the slightest of touches on an 
Archer delivery as it flew through to wicket¬ 
keeper Jonny Bairstow. 

Warner is the first opening batsmen in test 
cricket to get out for eight single-digit scores 
in a series, with only one innings left to play 
to get his Ashes average into double figures. 
Archer claimed his second wicket soon after 
when Harris on three edged a ball to Ben 
Stokes at second slip. 

Australia are bidding to secure a 3-1 series 
victory after retaining the Ashes by winning 
the fourth test at Old Trafford, meaning 
England would at best only be able to draw 
the series 2-2.

Marsh hopes 
forgoing 
mum’s cooking 
helps earn 
respect

ALL-ROUNDER Mitchell Marsh is acutely 
aware he polarises Australian cricket fans but 
hopes forgoing his mum’s roast dinners as 
part of a new fitness regime might help win 
their respect. Marsh celebrated his recall to 
the side for the first time since last year’s 
Boxing Day Test against India by taking five 
wickets in the first innings against England in 
the fifth Test at the Oval on Thursday. 

Having been in the team’s leadership 
group last year before he was dumped and 
lost his central contract, Marsh acknowl¬ 
edged his see-sawing form had made it dif¬ 
ficult for home fans to warm to him. 

"Yeah, most of Australia hate me," Marsh 
said before laughing. "Australians are very 
passionate, they love their cricket, they want 
people to do well. There’s no doubt I’ve had 
a lot of opportunity at Test level and I haven’t 
quite nailed it," added Marsh, who averaged 
25.39 with the bat and 43.91 with the ball 
from his 31 previous Tests. 

"But hopefully they can respect me for 
the fact I keep coming back and I love playing 
for Australia, I love the baggy green cap and 
I’ll keep trying and hopefully I’ll win them 
over one day." 

The 27-year-old said there were times af¬ 
ter he lost his central contract when he 
doubted he would be back in the Australian 
side. Personal issues had also affected him in 
the last year, including the suicide of a close 
friend, while his fitness and strength were 
also lacking, something that coach Justin 
Langer had asked him to work on. 

"Over the last six months I have put 
everything I’ve had in to it and I’ve changed 
my lifestyle a bit," he said. "I don’t eat badly. 
I just eat a lot. My body just likes to put on 
weight easily and my mum likes to feed me. 
I haven’t had as many roasts at home in the 
last six months, but it hasn’t been that hard. 

"There has been no secret recipe, I just 
worked my arse off hoping to get another op¬ 
portunity." 

Russell cleared of serious 
injury after head blow 

WEST INDIES all-rounder Andre Russell has 
been cleared of serious injury after being hit 
in the helmet and carted off the ground dur¬ 
ing a Caribbean Premier League match on 
Thursday, organisers said. The Jamaica 
Tallawahs player was struck near the right ear 
when attempting to pull a short ball by St 
Lucia Zouks paceman Hardus Viljoen and 
ended up leaving the field on a stretcher in a 
neck brace. CPL organisers said the 31-year- 
old had been cleared by scans at hospital. 
"Under the doctor’s advice he has headed 
back to the team hotel with his wife and a 
member of the Tallawahs medical team to 
rest and recover," the league said on Twitter. 
Australia’s Phillip Hughes died after being 
struck with a bouncer during a Sheffield 
Shield match in Sydney in 2014. In the ongo¬ 
ing Ashes series, fellow Australian Steve Smith 
was floored by a short Jofra Archer delivery 
in the second test at Lord’s.

Using shorter strides, Sreeshankar looks to leap further than before

THE COUNTRY’S top long-jumper M 
Sreeshankar, after securing 96 per cent in 
12th Class, cleared both medical and engi¬ 
neering entrance examinations. However, 
he opted for B.Sc (Mathematics) since the 
course allowed him more time to train. 
Recently, the subject of his choice came in 
handy as he recalibrated those final strides in 
the his run-up, the all-important approach 
before the take-off. 

The suggestion came from the Athletics 
Federation of India’s high performance direc¬ 
tor Volker Herrmann who noticed the young 
jumper ‘over-striding’ during a training ses¬ 
sion. They were also aware that with the world 
championship around the corner, the major 
technical change could prove risky. But 
Sreeshankar and his father S Murali, who is 
also his coach, decided to tweak the run-up 
and are currently spending hours at National 
Institute of Sports (NIS), Patiala, to perfect it. 
Laterthis month, they will be travellingto Doha 
forthe World Championships from September 
27 to October 6. 

Herrmann gives the reasons for changes in 
Sreeshankar’s approach. “He has very good 
mn-up speed but he is losing too much mo¬ 
mentum because he is over-striding in the last 
three steps. He will be able to transfer more 
speed to the take-off board with a slightly 
shorter mn-up and shorter steps”. 

Sreeshankar’s last stride was about 6 per 
cent longer than the average of world-class 
jumpers, his second last-stride about 10 per 
cent longer and the third last stride is almost 
similar. 

Sreeshankar simplifies it further. “The total 
length of my last three strides is 7.6 metres and 
for world-class jumpers it is about 6.7 metres. 


At the fifth-leg of the Indian 
Grand Prix in August, he won 
gold with a jump of 8 metres. A 
month earlier in Bishkek, 
Kyrgyzstan, he had registered 
7.97metres. A similar jump in 
the qualifying rounds at the 
World Championships should 
help him progress to the final. 


If I can reduce it to 7.2 or 7.1 for the world cham¬ 
pionships it will have a great impact because if 
the stride length is reduced I can get more speed 
on the approach and it will lead to greater in¬ 
crease in the vertical velocity,” he says. 

The challenge for the youngster has been 
to stick to the same number of strides he has 
always used on the runway, 19, but reduce 
length. In a short span of just over a month, 
his run-up has been cut down from 45.70 
metres to about44.50 metres, a reduction of 
one metre and 20 centimeters. To comple¬ 
ment the cutting down on stride length, 
Sreeshankar has also been working on 
tweaking his mnning bio-mechanics and im¬ 
proving core strength. He cautions against 
any over-the-top expectations from him later 
this month at Doha. 

For Sreeshankar taking Herrmann’s advice 
will be a leap of faith, more so since he had set 
the national record of 8.20 metres and booked 
a World Championship berth following the 
tried and tested technique that his father 
taught him since he was a child. 

"Sudden huge changes cannot be expected. 
I have been using my current technique for a 
long time. If there is a 10 per cent change in 
technique it will have a huge impact on my 


jump. A complete perfection (in terms of 
shorter strides) will be difficult for me at the 
world championships, but I have already 
changed about 10 per cent,” he says. 

Herrmann too is being patient as he knows 
when an athlete is trying to change technique 
there is no quick solution. “We need to be pa¬ 
tient with him and also give him enough time. 
We should not force an athlete into a situation 
where they feel even more stressed,” 
Herrmann said. 

This year Sreeshankar has been taking it 
step by step following a heel injury which 
forced him to miss the Asian Athletics 
Championships in April. The nearly two- 
month injury-induced break also occurred 
when the athlete was consistently jumping 
8.20-plus at training, according to Murali. “It 
took around one-and-a-half months to heal 
and he had to take complete rest for three 
months. He was in terrific form at that time,” 
coach Murali said. 

Since then, Sreeshankar has shown signs 
of progress. At the fifth-leg of the Indian Grand 
Prix in August, he won gold with a jump of 8 
metres. A month earlier in Bishkek, Kyrgyzstan, 
he had registered 7.97metres. 

A similar jump in the qualifying rounds at 
the World Championships should help him 
progress to the final, Murali reckons. At the pre¬ 
vious edition, the last four qualifiers —12 move 
into the final — jumped between 7.91 metres 
and 7.96 metres to advance. At the Rio 
Olympics, 7.85 was good enough to secure the 
last qualifying place for the final. 

Sreeshankar is being realistic before he sets 
off for Doha. “I am not aiming for any particu¬ 
lar distance. After the Asian Games this is my 
highest competition in the senior category. My 
aim is to qualify for the final because that will 
be a huge confidence booster for next year’s 
Olympics. I don’t have huge expectations like 
winning a medal."

INDIA’S DAVIS Cup tie against Pakistan has 
now been scheduled to take place in 
Islamabad at the end of November. The 
two-day Asia/Oceania Group 1 match-up 
will now be held on either November 29 
and 30, or November 30 and December 1. 

The Pakistan Tennis Federation (PTF) 
has until September 19 to confirm the pre¬ 
cise dates of the two-day tie,” the 
International Tennis Federation (ITF) said 
in a statement. “The ITF will continue to 
monitor the security situation in Pakistan 
with the host nation and our independent 
security advisors.” 


The tie was originally scheduled to take 
place at the Pakistan Sports Complex in 
Islamabad on September 14-15. The strain¬ 
ing political ties between the two countries 
due to the Kashmir issue in August, how¬ 
ever, prompted the All India Tennis 
Association (AITA) to approach the ITF to 
either shift the tie to a neutral venue or 
postpone the tie by two months. 

Despite the ITF’s assertion that the secu¬ 
rity arrangements organised by the 
Pakistan Tennis Federation (PTF) were 
stringent and up to ITF standards, the world 
body decided on August 22 to shift the tie 
to November. 

Ahead of the tie in November though, 
the AITA will once again take a call on if 
they want the tie to be held in Pakistan. 


“The security situation will be reviewed 
on 4th November whether the tie can be 
held in Islamabad or to be shifted to a neu¬ 
tral venue,” the AITA statement added. 

In the past, Pakistan has hosted Davis 
Cup ties at neutral venues due to ban the 
ITF had imposed on the country owing to 
security concerns. The ban lasted from 
2005 to 2017, and since then, the PTF has 
hosted Iran, Thailand, South Korea and 
Uzbekistan for Davis Cup matches in 
Islamabad. 

Strong team 

The AITA too had announced a 
‘strong’ team for the tie, but once the 
political tensions escalated between the 
two countries, team captain Mahesh 


Bhupathi expressed concerns about 
travelling to Pakistan on behalf of the 
squad, and the AITA subsequently 
approached the ITF for a neutral venue 
or delay in tie. After initially rejecting 
the AITA’s requests, the world body 
eventually decided to postpone the tie. 

The last time India was drawn to play 
an away tie against Pakistan was back in 
1973, and it was organised in Kuala 
Lumpur, Malaysia. After that, the Pakistan 
team travelled to Mumbai for a tie in 2006. 
The upcoming match-up will be the sev¬ 
enth between the two countries.No cricket 
team too has toured Pakistan for a bilateral 
series since the attack against Sri Lanka’s 
team bus in 2019. 

The new dates now will ensure the

The stakes are higher this time at the World Championship, with Olympic-quota winners ensured to be spared of national trials

THE WRESTLING World Championships, 
which gets underway in Kazakh capital Nur 
Sultan, will test the Olympic credentials of 
Vinesh Phogat and Bajrang Punia, the two 
biggest medal prospects. India’s first junior 
world champion in nearly two decades, 
Deepak Punia, will be keen to prove his met¬ 
tle among the seniors while two-time 
Olympic medalist Sushil Kumar will return 
to the worlds for the first time after eight 
years. With the Wrestling Federation of India 
president Brijbhushan Saran Singh announc¬ 
ing that the winner of an Olympic quota here 
will be chosen for the Tokyo-bound team, 
there is a lot at stake. Here’s a low-down on 
India’s prospects: 

Sushil Kumar (74kg) 

Unseeded 

Challengers: Frank Chamizo (Italy), Jordan 
Burroughs (USA), Zaurbek Sidakov (Russia) 
Competition dates: Prelim - September 20; 
medal round - September 21 

This will be the two-time Olympic 
medalist and the 2010 world champion’s first 
appearance in the event since 2011. Sushil 
was set to compete in the 2015 edition but 
eventually pulled out due to an injury, which 
paved the way for Narsingh Yadav to go there 
and win a bronze. The medal earned him a 
quota for Rio Olympics. That was the begin¬ 
ning of a long battle which ended with nei¬ 
ther of them competing at the Games. 

Now, Sushil has a chance to make 
amends. He isn’t quite the same wrestler that 
he was four years ago, and the early exits at 
the 2018 Asian Games and Medved 
Tournament this year only reinforces that 
belief. This will be his first major interna¬ 
tional tournament in the 74kg category, 
where he will be up against some of the best 
in the business. Sushil isn’t seeded, which 
means he might get a tricky draw to reach 
the medal rounds. 

Deepak Punia (86kg) 

Seed:4 

Challenger: Hassan Yazdanicharati (Iran), 
Fatih Erdin (Turkey), Boris Makoev (Slovakia) 
Competition dates: Prelim - September 21; 
medal round - September 22 

In August, he became the first Indian to 
win the world junior title in 18 years. The 
gold reasserted his position as one of India’s 
best young wrestlers, given his eye-catch¬ 
ing performances at the Asian 
Championships, where he won the bronze, 
and Yasar Dogu competition, where he re¬ 
turned with a silver. 

The worlds will be his first big test at a 
senior level. His biggest obstacle will be Iran’s 
Hassan Yazdanicharati, who will be the fron¬ 
trunner after world champion in this class, 
USA’s David Taylor’s season ended prema¬ 
turely due to an injury. Taylor has handed 
Yazdani two of his four senior-level losses, 
so the American’s absence makes the Irani 
wrestler the favourite.

Japan’s reigning 
55kg world champion Mayu Mukaida has 
dropped to the Olympic weight and grabbed 
the starting spot from Haruna Okuno, thethe 
current champion in this category. 

Non-Olympic categories 

Rahul Aware, seeded second in 61 kg, will 
be among the favourites to finish on the 
podium in this category. For that, though, he 
will have to shed the tag of being an under¬ 
performer in major international events. He 
will face still challenge from Cuba’s Yowlys 
Bonne Rodriguez, Beka Lomtadze of Georgia 
and Romania’s Nikolai Okhlopov. 

Pooja Dhanda became only the fourth 
Indian woman to win a medal at the Worlds 
last year. However, she could not book a 
berth in her preferred 57kg class, which is an 
Olympic category. Her surprise defeat to 
Sarita Mor in the trials means she will fight 
for her second worlds medal in 59kg.

NATIONAL CHAMPION Duryodhan Singh 
Negi (69kg) claimed an exhausting 4-1 tri¬ 
umph over Armenia's Koryun Astoyan in 
his opening bout to enter the second round 
of the World Men's Boxing Championships 
here on Friday. 

Contrary to what the scoreboard sug¬ 
gests, it was a close bout wherein the 
Indian was stretched to the last drop of 
sweat. He will face Jordan's sixth seed 
Zeyad Eashash in the round of 32 on 
Monday, a tough and seasoned opponent. 
Eashash got a bye in the opening round will 
be fresh. 

Astoyan seemed intimidated by the 
more muscular Indian but wasn't lacking 
in effort. His punches were, however, not 
connecting as powerfully. And gradually it 
began to take a toll on him. The Armenian 
began to run out of steam in the second 
round and Negi took advantage to land a 
few lusty combination blows. 

Astoyan's defence was particularly 
weak and he tried to make up for it by con¬ 
stantly being on the move. The strategy was 
tiring for both but Negi endured it much 
better, ensuring that he didn’t fall for the 
trap and struck to his normal game. 

The final three minutes were a lopsided 
affair in which Astoyan was mostly left 
scurrying for cover even though one judge 
favoured him over the Indian. The Indian 
had sense of timing and knew when to go 
full-throttle. 

Cruise for Manish and Brijesh 

Commonwealth Games silver-medal- 
list Manish Kaushik (63kg) and Brijesh 
Yadav (81kg) had earlier won their open¬ 
ing bouts to enter the second round. On the 
other hand, Asian champion Amit Panghal 
(52kg), and the Asian silver-winning duo 
of Kavinder Singh Bisht (57kg) and Ashish 
Kumar (75kg) got first-round byes. 

The World Championship was meant to 
be an Olympic qualifier and features the re¬ 
vised eight weight categories (52kg, 57kg, 
63 kg, 69kg, 75kg, 81kg, 91kg, +91 kg) ear¬ 
marked for 2020 Tokyo Olympics, instead 
of the traditional 10 divisions. 

However, the event was stripped of that 
status after the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) lost patience with the 
long-standing administrative mess in the 
International Boxing Association (AIBA). 
The IOC took control of the Olympics qual¬ 
ification process, which will now start next 
year with the Asian qualifiers in February. 
This means the boxers, even if they are 
world champions, will have to play in qual¬ 
ifying tournaments or win the trials in their 
country.

French player Tatiana Golovin said on Friday 
she will return to competitive tennis despite 
having retired 11 years ago, a day after Kim 
Clijsters announced her shock comeback. The 
31 -year-old Golovin, a former world number 
12 and a US Open quarter-finalist in 2006, was 
forced to retire aged 20 due to lower back in¬ 
flammation. “The idea has been taking shape 
for a year and since this summer I've been re¬ 
ally serious about it," she told French televi¬ 
sion channel BeIN Sports, where she works 
as a pundit. 


Srikanth pulls out of China and Korea Open 

Ace Indian shuttler Kidambi Srikanth on Friday pulled out of the upcoming tourna¬ 
ments in China and Korea, owing to a knee injury that flared up after the World 
Championship last month. The China Open World Tour Super 1000 is scheduled to be 
held at Changzhou from September 17 to 22, followed by Korea Open World Tour Super 
500 (September 24 to 29) at Incheon City. “Tough times. Will not be playing in the up¬ 
coming #ChinaOpen and #KoreaOpen due to knee injury. Hope to recover quick and get 
back in action soon!,” he wrote on his twitter handle. Srikanth, who had reached the fi¬ 
nals at India Open early in the year, had suffered a knee inj ury just ahead of the Sudirman 
Cup in May. He recovered to play in Indonesia, Japan and Thailand before featuring at 
the World Championships. The 26-year-old from Guntur had lost to lower-ranked 
Kantaphon Wangcharoen of Thailand in the round of 16 at the World Championships 
in Basel, Switzerland last month. “After the World Championships, he couldn't train 
much due to the injury and so he decided to pull out," a source said. 



FIFA bans Russian fans 
organizer for posts 

Russian fans organizer Alexander Shprygin has 
been banned from soccer for two years by HFA 
for posting far-right content online. HFA said 
Friday its ethics committee judges found 
Shprygin, a former member of the Russian 
Football Union executive committee, guilty of 
discrimination. He was fined 10,000 Swiss 
francs ($10,125). Shprygin achieved notoriety 
at the 2016 European Championship in France, 
and was deported twice after Russia games. 
French authorities linked Shprygin to violence 
in Marseille where Russians attacked England 
fans in the city and at the stadium. 

Spain beats Australia to 
reach World Cup final 

No one on Spain's basketball team is looking 
past Sunday's World Cup final. Certainly not 
Marc Gasol, who scored 33 points to lead the 
Spanish over Australia 95-88 in double over¬ 
time on Friday in the semifinals. Ricky Rubio 
scored 19 points and Sergio Hull added 17. 
Spain will next face Argentina, which defeated 
France 80-66 in the other semifinal game. 
Gasol won the NBA title a few months ago with 
the Toronto Raptors. And now he can do the 
double by winning with Spain, which won this 
title 13 years ago when it was called the world 
championship. It was two 3-point shots by Llull 
in the second overtime that pushed Spain to 
one of its largest leads of the game. 



Olympic qualification is 
tough: Swapna 

Asian Games gold-medallist Indian heptath- 
lete Swapna Burman on Friday said she will 
leave no stone unturned to compete at the 
2020 Tokyo Olympics but achieving the qual¬ 
ification standard will be a tough task.Swapna, 
who has six toes on each feet, became the first 
Indian to win a heptathlon gold medal at the 
2018 Asian Games. “Like every athlete, I also 
dream of participating in the Olympics. I am 
not sure if I'll be able to do it but I will do every¬ 
thing possible, I will try my best,” Swapna told 
PTI."I have to improve a little in all the (seven) 
events and then I qualify," she added. The 
International Association of Athletics 
Federations (IAAF) has set the qualifying mark 
for the women's heptathlon event at 6420 ag¬ 
gregate points from the seven event.

Clijsters, 36, 
announces 
another return

As if women’s tennis did not 
have enough rich story lines at 
the moment, Kim Clijsters 
added another Thursday by an¬ 
nouncing her intent to return to 


competition in 2020. 

“I felt the timing was right 
and the challenge within myself 
was mainly what drives me to 
do this,” Clijsters said in a con¬ 
ference call with reporters. 
Clijsters, 36, is a former world 
No. 1 from Belgium who won 
four Grand Slam singles titles, 
three of them after giving birth 
to her first child, Jada, in 2008. 

By then Clijsters had already 
retired once, citing injuries and a 
desire to start a “new life,” only to 
return to the tour two years later. 


She retired for the second time in 
2012, citing weariness with in¬ 
juries and a desire to spend more 
time with her growing family and 
to support her husband Brian 
Lynch’s career as a professional 
basketball coach. But seven years 
later, and with Lynch’s support, 
Clijsters, who is now a mother of 
three, is aiming to rejoin the tour 
next year, perhaps at the 
Australian Open. 

At this stage in the game, and 
in her life, that sounds much 
crazier than it is. 


Serena Williams, one of 
Clijsters’ former rivals, has a 
young child and is still ranked in 
the top 10. She reached the 
Wimbledon and U.S. Open sin¬ 
gles finals this year. Williams 
will turn 38 on Sept. 26. 

Svetlana Kuznetsova, an¬ 
other of Clijsters’ former rivals, 
is back at No. 65 after reaching 
the final of the Western & 
Southern Open in Cincinnati 
this year, defeating Sloane 
Stephens, Karolina Pliskova and 
Ashleigh Barty. Kuznetsova is 


34. Clearly, if the body and mind 
cooperate, success in singles is 
possible deep into one’s 30s. 
Martina Navratilova won dou¬ 
bles titles into her 40s, and 
Roger Federer, another player 
Clijsters knows well, is ranked 
No. 3 in the men’s game at age 
38. He regularly travels the cir¬ 
cuit with his wife, Mirka, and 
their four children. 

Clijsters said she and Lynch 
planned to travel to some tour¬ 
naments withjada, 11, and their 
two sons Jack, 5, and Blake, 2. 


“Obviously I know I’m not 
going to play not even close to a 
full season,” Clijsters said. “I 
know this process is not going 
to be possible if I’m away from 
home for three or four weeks 
without my family. So it’s up to 
me to schedule it, to have them 
there for a certain amount of 
time and pick the right tourna¬ 
ments.” Clijsters said she has ad¬ 
miration for new mothers like 
Williams, Mandy Minella and 
Victoria Azarenka, all of whom 
have returned to the tour. NYT

LIVERPOOL'S SIZZLING start to the 
Premier League season has left 
their title rivals breathless and the 
red-hot leaders are expected to 
maintain their perfect record 
against Newcastle on Saturday. 
Jurgen Klopp’s side have seized the 
early initiative in the Premier 
League with four successive wins 
to open up a two-point lead over 
second placed Manchester City. 

The European champions' re¬ 
lentless tempo has overwhelmed 
Norwich, Southampton, Arsenal and 
Burnley, sending a message that they 
are determined to make amends for 
narrowly failing to pip City to the tro- 
phy last season. Arsenal's Dani 
Ceballos is new to English football af¬ 
terjoining on loan from Real Madrid 
and the Spain midfielder admitted 
to being gob-smacked at the inten¬ 
sity Liverpool displayed in their 3-1 
victory against the Gunners in 
August. “I had never seen anything 
like it. I've not seen up until now a 
team that plays better, that presses 
better. That game had quite an im¬ 
pact on me,” Ceballos told the Daily 
Mail. “They suck the air out of you. 
You spend so much time defending 
and when you want to catch your 
breath and get on the ball for a bit, 
they've taken it from you again. 

“I think Jurgen Klopp now has 
the team he first had in mind when 
he started four years ago." That 
glowing testimony underlines the 
size of the task facing City as they 
try to stop Liverpool winning their 
first English crown since 1990. City 
may have won the last two Premier 
League titles in scintillating fash¬ 
ion, but Liverpool look better than 
ever this term and Newcastle are 
unlikely to halt their progress at 


Anfield this weekend. 

With City playing Norwich in 
Saturday's late game, the champi¬ 
ons could be five points behind 
Liverpool by the time they kick off 
at Carrow Road. Pep Guardiola's 
team are unbeaten and have al¬ 
ready thrashed West Ham and 
Brighton, but their lone slip—a 
draw against Tottenham—allowed 
Liverpool to seize pole position and 
they can't afford another against 
second bottom Norwich. 

Across Manchester, Ole Gunnar 
Solskjaer's United can only dream of 
gate-crashing the title race after a 
disappointing start showed how far 
they have fallen off the pace. 

United have won only once in 
their first four games, adding to the 
incentive for their England defender 
Harry Maguire to inspire a victory 
against his former club Leicester. 
Maguire is the world's most expen¬ 
sive defender after his ?80 million 
close-season move from Leicester, 
but he is yet to play like it, as his 
creaky showing in England's mid¬ 
week Euro 2020 qualifier against 
Kosovo emphasised. Leicester will 
arrive at Old Trafford above 
Maguire's men in the table after an 
impressive unbeaten start. But, 
whatever his shortcomings in some 
areas, Maguire's personality has 
made an impression on his new 
team-mates, who expect him to 
come good soon. 

“It's been seamless,” said United 
reserve keeper Lee Grant. “Harry has 
definitely slotted straight in, in terms 
of the social side and in terms of his 
mentality and attitude, which has 
been first class. The most important 
thing, though, is his quality and he 
was able to show that against 
Chelsea. We could all see he is quite 
at home in front of the Old Trafford 
crowd and quite at home as a 
Manchester United player."
